All City Documents shall be bound together in one 
volume, under the direction of the City Clerk, and three or more copies 
shall be placed in the City Library, and one copy in the library of the 
Middlesex Mechanics’ Association, one copy shall be sent to each City 
of the Commonwealth, to the library of the Harvard College, the Public 
Library of Boston, the State Library, the Smithsonian Institute at Wash- 
ington, and the Old Residents’ Historical Association of Lowell.

Hon. James b. Casey 


Gentlemen of the City Council : — 

Today you assume ail obligation that in its discharge de- 
mands integrity of character, honesty of purpose, and a high 
conception of public duty. You are sworn to the faithful 
performance of a public trust, to safeguard the interests of 
your fellow citizens who have reposed in you a confi- 
dence that you should aim to prove w r orthy of. You have 
taken an oath of office that means much. If you remember 
it, and permit it to be your guidance on public questions, 
thep you will do right. If you forget it, and disregard its 
sacredness, then you will do wrong, and fail in your duty as 
a public servant. 

You were not elected to office for selfish interests. You 
were chosen because the people believed in you, and that the 
representations you made to conserve the interests of the city 
were sincere and heartfelt. Do not feel that you are in office 
to play politics to the detriment of the city’s welfare. I 
assure you that if you start in on that assumption your pub- 
lic service will be short-lived. 

Have the courage to say no when no should be said; and 
when you say no, mean it. Do not feel that public service 
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is to recline in a bed of roses. You may expect, though you 
are actuated by the best motives, to have your acts misrepre- 
sented, and oftentimes abusive treatment accorded you. Do 
not falter, however. You may confidently rely upon the fair- 
mindedness of the great majority of citizens to give recogni- 
tion of faithful and conscientious public service. 

Good government is demanded in American municipalities. 
It cannot be had unless men chosen to public office are ani- 
mated by a sincere desire to do right by those whose confidence 
they enjoy. Endeavor to provide an honest, economical, and 
conservative administration. The prosperity of the community 
depends upon the conduct and management of public affairs, 
and the honesty and ability of public officials. The trust is 
an important one ; do your best. 


THE TAX RATE. 

It is a matter of regret that a reduction could not have 
been made in the tax rate last year, but the slight increase 
was due to conditions every city is liable to experience. 
The state tax apportioned to Eow y ell was unusually large, and 
together with the loss of a large amount of personal property 
taxes, occasioned by the removal of several citizens to other 
places, offset the small increase in total city valuation and 
made a higher tax rate unavoidable. 

The assessing of personal property and real estate is the 
key to the tax rate. Real estate made a gratifying gain dur- 
ing the past year, the increase amounting to $437,655.00, but 
the personal valuation decreased $407,844.00. Lowell’s per- 
sonal valuation is of a widely fluctuating character, and does 
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not stand a favorable comparison with other cities. Lowell 
has been going backward in this respect, and the work of the 
assessors’ department seems powerless to stop this steady de- 
crease. Undoubtedly much personal property escapes taxation. 

With several new industries under way, and with a num- 
ber of private dwellings under construction the real estate 
valuation for this year should show a - substantial increase. 

Care in the making of appropriations should be exercised. 
Department expenses are increasing each year, and it is be- 
coming a serious problem to provide funds without resorting 
to the practice of borrowing money for current expenses, 
hast year the city council ignored repeated warnings regarding 
loan orders, and passed several, notwithstanding the veto 
power was exercised. I urge upon you the imperative neces- 
sity of keeping loan orders down to the lowest possible figure, 
as only in this way can the future financial standing of the 
city be improved. Be as careful with the city’s money as you 
would with your own, and you will give an administration 
that will be satisfactory.

PUBLIC HALL. 

By a large and decisive majority the citizens have ex- 
pressed themselves in favor of building a public hall. In 
accordance with the desire of the people it is obligatory 
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upon the city council to take immediate steps to build the 
hall. It is a question that calls for careful consideration, 
and cannot be treated with indifference. There is a sum of 
$50,038.00 available in the building fund to be used in the 
construction of a new hall. The selection of a site is most 
important. If a satisfactory agreement is reached between 
the city and the Locks and Canals Corporation relative to 
the old site it would seem to be most available. If, how- 
ever, the Locks and Canals Corporation shows a tendency 
to present exorbitant demands, then negotiations should be 
broken at once and a site selected elsewhere. 

The great evil in the management of Huntington hall 
was the abuse of the free list. It was an evil that had 
become intolerable, and in consequence of the indiscriminate 
free use of the hall it was maintained at an annual loss of 
from four to six thousand dollars. We should profit b}^ the 
experience of the past and correct this evil at the start. 
The adoption of an ordinance limiting the free use of the 
hall to public meetings of citizens would make the hall 
self-supporting, and be fair to all classes. ' 

I would recommend that a commission of three citizens 
be appointed to supervise the construction of. this hall, or 
to work in conjunction with a committee of the city coun- 
cil. The hall should, be built within a given appropriation, 
which can be done if care is exercised in the preparation 
of plans, and awards of contracts are based on the appro- 
priation voted by the city council. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. 

A department that requires the strictest supervision by 
the city council is the water department. This department 
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is created by ordinance, and can be abolished by vote of 
the city council. A board that considers itself so far removed 
from the body which created it, and from the people whose 
servants they are, has reached a degree of autocratic assump- 
tion of authority that is decidedly dangerous for the public 
good. 

While it is possible that you may be considered as med- 
dlesome and impertinent should you decide to look into the 
conduct of affairs in this department, still you should not 
hesitate if, in your judgment, you consider it necessary. 

I would urge the committee on appropriations to give 
careful consideration to the advisability of an annual appro- 
priation being voted this department from its revenues. At 
present the city council exercises no supervision over the 
finances of the water department. If the department can earn 
a surplus in excess of its expenditures it is due the citizens 
that the water rates be reduced. 


UNKETS. 

Again I must call the attention of the city council to the 
necessity of an ordinance for the regulation of heads of de- 
partments, boards, and. commissions voting themselves junkets 
at the city’s expense. A committee of the city council is 
criticised should it leave the city to secure information upon 
special subjects, yet no attention is paid to junkets by heads 
of departments. 

I would recommend that discretionary power be placed in 
the mayor relative to heads of departments, boards, and com- 
missions, the same as is exercised towards committees of the 
city council. 
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BUILDING ORDINANCE! 

Again your attention must be called to the necessity for a 
thorough and up-to-date building ordinance. We are governed 
by an ordinance that is not applicable to a proper supervision 
of modern construction. Last year an architect was employed 
by the city, and an ordinance that has much merit was 
drafted. The city council failed to adopt it. The superin- 
tendent of public buildings is powerless, in many instances, to 
correct evils that exist in the construction of buildings. 

I recommend that the city council give immediate con- 
sideration to the provisions of this proposed ordinance, and if 
it meets with your approval, that it be adopted at once. 


BAND CONCERTS. 

Municipal band concerts are a form of public amusement 
that gives general satisfaction for a small expenditure. I 
recommend that the sum of $700 be set aside at the be- 
ginning of the year for concerts during the summer months. 
The concerts should be held on the North and South com- 
mons, both places being accessible to the greatest number 
of people. 


BOARD OF CHARITY. 

A recommendation in last year’s inaugural that the board 
of overseers of the poor be abolished, and a board of 
charity created instead, has been approved by the people. 
This board of charities is endowed with exceptional power, 
and undoubtedly will revolutionize the methods of the pan- 
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per department. That a great saving can be effected, that 
the worthy poor will be better taken care of, and that 
graft and abuses now existing will be remedied is expected 
from the members of the new board. 

Too much politics has heretofore prevailed in the man- 
agement of this department. Tittle effort for a curtailment 
of expenditures has been made. If there is a department 
which should be removed from political influence it is this de- 
partment, and it is well to observe that the citizens have at last 
realized the necessity for a change in the conduct of affairs. 
Any municipality whose pauper department costs more than 
one dollar per capita, per inhabitant, is being overburdened, 
and I firmly believe that the total cost of the pauper de- 
partment this year, under the board of charities, will be less 
than $100,000. This decrease in expenditure will not be fol- 
lowed by any hardship upon the worthy poor. Last year’s total 
expenditures was $117,417.99. In 1904 it was $124,828.04. 

The issuance of cash orders is a great evil and should 
be corrected. The amount expended on cash orders in 1905 
was $5,667.39; in 1904, $4,573.03; and in 1903, $4,446.73. 
All pauper officials disapprove the giving of cash orders, 
except in extreme cases. The giving of aid, while supposed 
to be a relief to a family, is oftentimes a detriment. When 
you remove from the head of the family any incentive 
towards self-support an injury is not only worked upon such 
family, but to the community as well. 

The result of a man’s efforts can never be fully realized 
until put to the test. In old age and sickness every self- 
respecting citizen is willing and anxious to alleviate distress, 
but the giving of aid to chronic recipients whose only object 
in life is to get something for nothing is a condition the 
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board of charities will be called upon to treat differently 
than heretofore . 

Another abuse of the pauper department has been the 
tendency of a number of idlers to hibernate in the alms- 
house. Admission should be denied this class. 

The ambulance service is altogether too costly. Last 
year the amount expended was $7,414.97. The board of 
charities can effect a saving in this department without im- 
pairing the efficiency of the service. 

The people of Lowell expect good results with the pau- 
per department under the control of a board of charities, 
and with men of integrity of character and honesty of pur- 
pose serving on the board they will not be disappointed. 


NEW INDUSTRIES. 

The prosperity of the community is determined by its 
industrial growth. To make progress a city must be con- 
stantly adding new industries which furnish additional em- 
ployment to citizens. A diversity of industries is most 
desirable. Our city has made steady progress along industrial 
lines. Last year an industrial boom was experienced that did 
much good to the community, and can be experienced again 
if the right kind of energy and public spirit are manifested. 
Business has been exceptionally good, our people are happy 
and contented, and a strong feeling of confidence in the future 
advancement of Lowell is apparent on all sides. This is a 
most desirable condition and should be encouraged. 

Every new enterprise will add to the taxable property 
of the city, open a wider field for the employment of labor, 
and place more money in circulation. Lowell is a good city 
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in which to live. It is a good city in which to do busi- 
ness. No enterprise, however small, should be ignored, but 
encouraged to locate here. The city council can do much 
good work in this respect, and should be active in pro- 
moting the industrial growth of the city. I might add that 
the greatest incentive for the location of new industries is 
a well-governed city. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

Upon the efficiency of the fire department depends the 
safety of life and security of property. Too much care 
cannot be exercised to keep this department up-to-date 
and equipped to combat large fires. It is my firm belief 
that this department is not maintained at as high a stand- 
ard as it should be. There is a tendency for easy-going 
methods that should not exist. There is too much of a 
trust-to-luck system in vogue rather than than well-directed 
systematic effort. 

Our city is growing and the department should grow 
with it. Of late years several down-town blocks have been 
partially converted into sleeping apartments, and are habitated 
by many persons at night. It is essential that the best fire 
protection possible be had. The department responds to 
alarms of fire not equipped with fire-nets and other para- 
phernalia necessary to successfully handle big fires. This 
condition should be remedied at once. 

I disapprove of appointment to positions in this depart- 
ment of men well-advanced in years. Active, energetic men 
are needed ; men who can make their presence felt and do 
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good work at a fire. Fire drills that would secure better 
discipline and more effective results at fires should be in- 
augurated . 

I would recommend that the committee on fire depart- 
ment give careful consideration to the present condition of 
the fire department, with the view of increasing its efficiency 
and providing equipments that will modernize the department. 


STREET DEPARTMENT. 

The department of streets and sewers has accomplished 
a large amount of work during the year just ended, and 
credit is due its superintendent for the thorough and economi- 
cal manner in which he has conducted this important depart- 
ment. 

I again recommend, for the paving of heavily-traveled 
streets, the use of granite blocks of uniform size, laid on a 
concrete base, and filled in with pitch tar and crushed stone. 
This kind of paving seems to be the most desirable and per- 
manent that can be laid. It is a paving that can be laid by 
our own city employees without the importation of outside 
labor. 

I would also recommend, in consequence of the extensive 
use of concrete for sidewalks, a municipal concrete plant. It 
can be secured for about $1,000 and will save the city a large 
sum annually. 

In the line of new work macadamizing is always an im- 
portant feature, as the demand for macadamized streets is 
constantly increasing. Twenty new streets were macadamized 
in different sections of the city last year, aggreating 58,977 
square yards, at a cost of $35,031.65. In connection with 
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work of this nature it seems proper, at this time, to call at- 
tention to the necessity of purchasing a new ledge. The 
Fletcher street ledge is exhausted, and the Carney ledge also, 
and to meet the demand for macadam it was found necessary 
to purchase a large amount of trap rock, which is much more 
costly than the stone that can be taken from ledges available 
in this vicinity, and it is hoped that the proper committee 
will give the ledge question its early consideration. 

The sum of $15,019.28 was expended for bridges, the 
chief item being for Central bridge, which was painted and 
paved. The bridge is now in first-class condition. 

The removal of snow was a large expense last year, 
$35,000 being expended for this work. For cleaning of streets 
$41,000 was expended. 

Twenty-nine new sewers and fifty-seven catch basins 
were built during the year, a total length of 18,000 feet. 
The Stromquist avenue and Bowden street sew T ers were fin- 
ished. The Stromquist avenue sewer was begun in 1904. 
These sewers are a section of a trunk sewer beginning at 
Moore street and ending at Nelson avenue. This trunk 
sewer was begun in 1901, its total length being 4,439 feet, 
and its cost $85,800.47. 

For several years the residents of the Oaklands district 
have endeavored to secure a system of sewers to drain that 
section, and last year work was commenced by building the 
Rogers street sewer, just completed, and the Wentworth 
avenue sewer, now under construction. 


TUBERCULOSIS EXHIBIT. 

Medical research in recent years has transferred the most 
fatal of all diseases, tuberculosis, into a social and economic 
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problem which enjoins a most important duty upon those 
entrusted with the health, property, and well-being of cities. 

The Massachusetts legislature appropriated $2,000 to 
provide an exhibit illustrative of the best methods and means 
for the prevention and cure of tuberculosis. Following the 
example set at Paris, Berlin, London, and New York, the 
state board of health has collected an exhibit at Boston 
which is now open, and is receiving much public attention 
and commendation. By means of charts, models, photo- 
graphs, etc., the different methods employed in the preven- 
tion of the spread of the disease from one person to another 
are plainly illustrated, as well as the favorable results ob- 
tained in curing the disease by means of home treatment. 

Lowell offers a field for such work as this exhibit sug- 
gests. The city is well situated in close connection with 
high, healthy surroundings, where the greatest opportunities 
prevail for obtaining the best results in the prevention and 
cure of tuberculosis. This exhibit shows how these advan- 
tages may best be secured. Humanity, as well as social 
economy, suggests the wisdom of placing these means within 
the reach of all. An effort should be made to secure this 
exhibit for Lowell, and I would recommend an appropriation 
for that purpose. 


SCHOOL DEPARTMENT 

The school department is by general consent the most 
important department of the city. It is also the most ex- 
pensive. There is no denying that the expenses of the school 
department have increased faster in recent years than have

the pupils. In the last ten years pupils have increased from 
9,516 to 10,502. The expenses in 1895 were $245,706.77. 
In 1905 the total appropriation was $311,000. In fact, the 
department spent last year $5,000 more than was asked at 
the beginning- of the year. 

It may be of interest to note that the increased ex- 
penses for the department have been mainly in salaries, and 
that the increase in salaries has been due to two causes, 
one an over-proportionate increase in the number of teachers 
in the High school from 20 to 36, with higher pay for the 
men teachers required for the manual training and the com- 
mercial departments. High school pupils have increased from 
633 to 890, and High school salaries from $19,961 to $34,833; 
as a partial offset to which the school earned, in 1904, 
$6,086 in tuition. 

The sum of $114,000 was borrowed this year to main- 
tain the schools. An appropriation of $197,000 was given 
the department at the beginning of the year, making a total 
appropriation of $311,000. On school houses the sum of 
$74,000 was expended, $8,000 of which was borrowed. For 
new schools the sum of $67,600 was borrowed, so that the 
total amount borrowed for school purposes was $189,600. 
Including the regular appropriation of $263,000 a grand 
total of $452,600 was expended for school purposes last 
year. 

If money appropriated for schools is being spent judi- 
ciously the taxpayers will find no fault. If it is not, then 
fair criticism may be directed against this department. I 
would recommend that the committee on appropriations give 
careful consideration to the appropriations for schools when 
the department estimates are presented. 
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STREET LIGHTING. 

The lighting of our streets is an important matter. The 
city of Lowell has been paying for street lights a price as 
high as any city in the country, in fact Lowell ranks 
among the highest. Contracting companies have realized 
enormous profits, profits that can be saved to the taxpayers 
by well directed efforts on . the part of public officials.. 

The gas contract expired the past year and was renewed, 
after several months of controversy, on an all night and every 
night schedule at a cost per lamp of $22.75, twenty-five cents 
less than the contract price on the old village schedule. The 
contracting company, however, would not have hesitated to 
sign the contract at $28.50 per lamp per year, a difference of 
$5.75 per lamp per year, if permitted to do so. 

Gas light is not the only illuminant that the city has 
been paying a fancy price for.. Unquestionably the city is 
paying an exhorbitant price for electric lighting. The con- 
tract for electric lighting was broken in 1902, before its ex- 
piration, and renewed for a period of six years at a cost of 
$120.45 per arc light. This price, to my mind, is decidedly 
excessive, especially when comparison is made with other 
cities where electric lights are installed at an average cost of 
between $85 and $90. It is possible that the candle power 
varies, but candle power is a very elastic term. 

I would recommend that .a committee be appointed to 
make a comprehensive study of street lighting in this and 

other cities. I believe that the result of such research will 

effect a saving of thousands of dollars on renewals of con- 
tracts for street lighting. The city has been taking things for 

granted too much in the past when contracts for street light- 
ing expired. I know of no more important work in which a 
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committee of the city council can engage with consequent 
benefit to the city than , the question of street lighting. 


CONCLUSION. 

In conclusion, ■ gentlemen of the city council, I would 
urge upon you to be vigilant at all times in the discharge 
of your duties. Courageously face the problems that will 
confront you, and decide your position honestly and fearlessly. 

As chief executive of the city I will earnestly co-operate 
with you in an endeavor to give to the citizens of Lowell a 
clean and progressive government. 

Let it be said of you when your term of office is ended 
that your every effort was for the good of the community, 
and that your official acts served to advance the welfare of 
your beloved city. 
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i. In the month of January, and not later than the sec- 
ond regular meeting after organization of each branch of the 
City Council, joint standing committees shall be appointed 
as follows : 

A Committee on Ceaims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Fire Department. 

A Committee on Lands and Buiedings. 

A Committee on Mieitary Affairs. 

A Committee on Ordinances and Legiseation. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A Committee on Streets. 

A Committee on Commons. 

A Committee on Industries. 

Each committee shall consist of two Aldermen and three 
members of the Common Council, except the Committee on 
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Streets, which shall consist of two Aldermen and five mem- 
bers of the Common Council. 


2. Each board shall, in such manner as it may deter- 
mine, select its own members for any joint committee. 


3. In all joint standing committees, except that on Fi- 
nance, the member first named in the Board of Aldermen 
shall be chairman ; on the Committee on Finance, the mem- 
ber first named in the Common Council shall be chairman ; 
and in all joint special committees, the member first named 
in the board where the business originates shall be chairman, 
and shall call the committee together. 


4. Reports of committees shall be made to the board 
first meeting after such reports are prepared and signed. 


5. No committee shall act by separate consultation, and 
no report shall be received unless agreed to in committee act- 
ually assembled. 

6. It shall be the duty of every joint committee, (the 
Committee on Streets excepted) to whom any subject may 
be specially referred, to report thereon within five weeks, or 
ask for further time. 


7. The by-laws of the city shall be termed ordinances ; 
the enacting clause of which shall be — Be it ordained by the 
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City Council of the City of Lowell, as follows : In all votes 
by which either or both branches of the City Council express 
anything by command, the form of expression shall be, Or- 
dered, and whenever either or both branches express opin- 
ions, principles, facts or purposes, the form shall be, Re- 
solved. 


8. An ordinance may originate in either board, and 
shall be considered in three several stages. It shall first be 
read for information, and the question shall then be on order- 
ing it to the Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances and 
Legislation, and then sent to the other branch for concur- 
rence. When reported back, the recommendations of the 
committee shall first be acted on. If it shall then be ordered 
to a second reading, it shall next be examined by a standing 
committee of that board, who shall see that it is drawn in 
proper form. When returned by such committee, the ques- 
tion shall be on ordering it to be enrolled. If so ordered, it 
shall then be sent to the other board, where the same order 
of proceedings shall be observed. When it has been ordered 
by both branches to be enrolled, it shall be enrolled by the 
Clerk of the Common Council, and shall be by him submit- 
ted to the proper committee of that board to ascertain if it 
has been correctly enrolled. If so reported, the question 
shall be on passing it to be ordained. If it shall so pass, it 
shall be signed by the President of the Common Council, and 
be sent to the Board of Aldermen, where it shall take a like 
course. If passed to be ordained in that board, it shall be 
signed by the Chairman of the Board of Aldermen and sent 
to the Mayor for his approval. 
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9. An ordinance may be rejected in any stage, but may 
not pass through all its stages m the same day. Each Board 
shall transmit to the other all papers on which any ordinance, 
joint resolution, or order shall be founded ; and all papers 
on their passage between the two boards, shall be under the 
signature of their respective clerks, except ordinances and 
joint resolutions in their last stage, which shall be signed by 
the presiding officer. If papers come before either board 
which have been duly acted upon in the other board, the 
presiding officer shall so state without reading the endorse- 
ments of the clerk, unless the latter are called for. 


10. All enrolled ordinances shall be written in a fair 
and legible hand, or typewritten, provided a permanent rec- 
ord ribbon is used, without interlineations or erasures, and 
no enrolled ordinance or resolution shall be amended. 


11. Every joint resolution shall be read in the board in 
which it is introduced, and the question shall be upon order- 
ing it to a second reading. If so ordered, the question shall 
then be upon its passage. If passed, it shall be sent to the 
other board, where the order of proceeding shall be the same. 
When passed by both boards, the resolution shall be present- 
ed to the Mayor for his approval, and when the same shall 
be in force, shall be enrolled by the clerk of the Common 
Council, and when found correctly enrolled as provided in 
the case of an ordinance, it shall be signed by the President 
of the Common Council and the Chairman of the Board of 
Aldermen, and be presented to the Mayor for his signature if 
he approved the original. 
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12. Joint orders shall require but one reading, and 
when adopted, shall be sent to the Mayor for his approval, 
except where they relate to a question of a convention of the 
two branches, or the election of any officer. 


13. When either board does not concur with the other 
in any ordinance or resolution sent from the other, notice of 
such non-concurrence shall be given by a written message. 


14. In any case of non-concurrence, each board may 
appoint a Committee of Conference. Such committee shall 
consist, in each case, of three members who support the vote 
of their own board. These two committees may meet jointly 
or separately, and a majority of each shall decide its action. 


15. All reports and other papers submitted to the City 
Council shall be written in a fair hand, or typewritten, pro- 
vided a permanent record ribbon is used, without endorse- 
ment, except in case of the introduction of an order or resolu- 
tion. In such a case the member introducing an order or 
resolution shall subscribe his name at the bottom of the back 
of the same. All other endorsemsnts upon the back of 
papers shall be made by the clerk ; and the clerks of the 
boards respectively, shall, on seasonable notice, make copies 
of any papers to be reported by committees, at the request 
of the respective chairmen thereof. 

16. No business shall be transacted by the City Council 
in convention, except such as shall have been previously 
agreed on, unless by unanimous consent. 
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17. In balloting in joint convention, blanks shall be 
reported but not counted as votes. 


18. When both boards are in session at the same time, 
neither shall adjourn without giving notice to the other of its 
intention. 

\ 

19. All petitions, reports, or other papers of whatever 
description, relating to business requiring the concurrent ac- 
tion of both boards of the City Council, shall be submitted 
by committees to the clerk of each board at least twenty-four 
hours before the time of meeting of either board, and the 
clerk of each board shall prepare a brief synopsis of all mat- 
ters to be acted upon, and place the same on the desk of each 
member of the City Council prior to the hour of opening the 
meeting. No reports or orders not previously furnished as 
herein described, shall be considered in either branch unless 
two-thirds of the members present consent thereto. 


20. These rules may be suspended for a specific pur- 
pose, or amended, whenever twenty-four members of a joint 
convention of the two branches shall so direct, or whenever 
a joint order to that effect shall be passed by the votes of six 
members of the Board of Aldermen and eighteen members of 
the Common Council. 


21. No resolution for the extension and laying out of 
any street or public highway shall be passed to a second 
reading by either branch of the City Council until the City 
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Civil Engineer shall certify to the council that said street or 
highway is fully completed, and graded to the grades named 
in the resolution, without expense to the city. 


22. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City 
Council shall be required to pass any order or vote involving 
the expenditure or the appropriation of the public moneys, 
or involving any debt or liability, and such yote shall be 
entered upon the records of each branch of the City Council. 


23. Less than a quorum of each branch of the City 
Council may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the regular 
meeting, and shall have power to compel the attendance of 
all absent members in such manner as the City Council may 
by ordinance provide. 


24. In the absence of rules governing both boards of 
the City Council, Cushing’s Manual shall decide the point. 
















1. At the appointed time the presiding officer shall take 
the chair, and on the oppearance of a quorum, proceed to 
business. 

2. The order of business shall be as follows: 

First. — At all regular meetings the journal of the last 
regular meeting and all intervening meetings of the board 
shall be approved without reading, unless the reading be 
called for by some member of the board. 


Second. — Petitions and similar papers. 


Third. — Appointments, elections, etc. 


Fourth. — New business, which, unless otherwise ordered, 
will take its place at the foot of Orders of the Day. 


Fifth. — Orders of the Day, consisting of unfinished busi- 
ness of the last previous meeting, papers from the Common 
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Council and such matters as have been introduced as new 
business. By a vote of six members, any matter in the Or- 
ders of the Day may at any time be taken up for immediate 
consideration. 


3. The presiding officer shall decide all points of order, 
subject to appeal. He may read while sitting, but must rise 
to put a question. He shall allow debate on a question until 
the vote has been declared, but not on the verification of a 
vote ; and on demand of two members shall take every vote 
by yeas and nays. 

4. When a question is under debate, the presiding offi- 
cer shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to take up a spci- 
ial assignment, to lay on the table, to postpone to a day cer- 
tain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely. These 

several motions shall have precedence in the foregoing order, 

# 

and debate upon any of them shall be confined to the actual 
motion, and shall not go into the merits of the main ques- 
tion, except on amendment. 


5. When a vote has passed, except for adjournment or 
to lay on the table, any member voting with the majority 
may move a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the same 
meeting. Any member voting with the minority may move 
a reconsideration, to be acted upon at the next meeting, 
which latter motion shall have priority, if made before the 
motion first mentioned shall have been decided. Provided, 
however, that no motion of reconsideration made by a mem- 
hen voting with the minority shall be received on any subsid- 
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iary or incidental question. No motion shall be twice recon- 
sidered. 


6. No member shall be interrupted while speaking, but 
by a call to order, or for the correction of a mistake ; nor 
shall there be any conversation among the members while a 
paper is being read, or a question stated from the chair. 


7. When any member is about to speak in debate, he 
shall rise in his place and respectfully address the presiding 
officer, shall confine himself to the question under debate, 
and avoid personality. 

8. In the month of January the following committees 
shall be appointed : 

A Committee on Bites in Second Reading. 

A Committee on Electric Wires. 

A Committee on Enrollment. 

A Committee on Licenses. 

A Committee on Lighting Streets. 

A Committee on Sewers. 

A Committee on Weights and Measures. 

A Committee on State Aid. 


The committees on Licenses, on Sewers, and on Electric 
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Wires shall consist of three members each ; the other com- 
mittees shall be composed of two each. 

9. Every member present shall be held obliged to vote 
on all questions, and not to leave without permission, if 
his presence is necessary to make a quorum. 

10. The clerk shall prepare, for the use of the board, a 
copy of the Orders of the Day, to which shall be added a list 
of matters laid on the table or postponed to a day certain. 

1 1. When a reference is proposed to more than one com- 
mittee the question shall first be upon a standing committee 
of the board, then a special committee, then a joint standing 
committee, and last a joint special committee. 

12. These rules may be amended or suspended when- 
ever two-thirds of the members present may so vote ; but a 
motion to amend shall not be made and finally acted upon at 
the same meeting. 


13. All nominations shall lie on the table three days at 
least before action thereon by the board. 

14. All papers, of whatever description, which may re- 
quire action by the board, shall be presented to the City 
Clerk not later than the hour of noon on the day of each reg- 
ular meeting. Petitions, reports and other papers, presented 
after that hour on such day, will not be considered until the 
next meeting. 


i. Upon the arrival of the hour fixed upon for the meet- 
ing, the President shall call for order, and within ten min- 
utes (or sooner, if a quorum be present,) cause the clerk to 
call the roll and report to him the number present, and the 
number absent, which information he shall, in turn, announce 
to the body. In the absence of the President, the eldest sen- 
ior member shall call to order and preside until a President* 
pro tempore is chosen. 


2. The President shall preserve order and decorum. 
He may speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers, rising for that purpose. He shall decide questions of 
order, subject to appeal, but shall entertain no discussion on 
the merits of his ruling. 


3. While addressing the body the President shall stand, 
but he may read or put questions while sitting. 

4. The President shall declare all votes, and, if a vote 
be doubted, he shall, without permitting further debate re- 
quire the members voting in the affirmative to rise and re- 
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main standing until they are counted by the clerk ; then he 
shall require the members voting in the negative to rise and 
remain standing until they are counted by the clerk, and he 
shall thereupon, on information from said clerk, declare the 
result. 


5. The President may call any member to the chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjourtment, 
and when out of the chair he may express his opinion on any 
subject under debate, but he must not resume the chair while 
the same question is pending. 


6. All questions shall be propounded by the President 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
# motion be previous in its nature. 


7. After a motion is stated by the President, it shall be 
disposed of by a vote of the body, unless the mover, (no ob- 
jection being offered) withdraws it before a decision or 
amendment. 

8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless 
the body is engaged in voting. 


9. The previous question shall be in this form : “ Shall 
the main question be now put?” It shall only be admitted 
when demanded by a majority of members present, and until 
it is decided, shall preclude all amendment and debate of the 
main question. 
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10. The yeas and nays shall be taken on any question 
upon demand of one-third of the members present. 


11. When two or more members rise at the same time, 
the President shall name the member who shall speak first. 


1 2. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
President or any member requires it. 


13. When a question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but to adjourn, to lay on the table, for the previ- 
ous question, to postpone to a certain day, to commit, to 
amend, or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions 
shall have precedence in the order in which they are arrang- 
ed ; and no motion to postpone or commit shall be allowed 
twfice in the same day, in the same stage of the ordinance or 
proposition, nor shall a vote on any subsidiary or incidental 
motion be reconsidered, except a motion to that effect be 
made and be acted upon at the same meeting at which the 
vote was decided. 


14. When any member is about to speak in debate, or 
deliver any matter to the body, he shall rise and respectfully 
address the presiding officer, confine himself to the question, 
and avoid personality. 

15. During debate no member shall be mentioned by 
name, but he may be described by such other designation as 
may be intelligible and respectful. 
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1 6. No member, while speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, but by a call to order or to correct a mistake. If 
any member, in speaking or otherwise, transgresses the rules 
of the body, the President shall, or any member may, call 
him to order ; in which case the member so called to or- 
der shall immediately be seated until the question of order 
is decided. If the decision be in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he 
shall not proceed without leave of the body. 


17. No member shall speak more than twice to the same 
question without obtaining leave of the body. 


18. Whilst the President is speaking, no member shall 
pass between him and the body, and while a member is 
speaking no person shall pass between him and the Presi- 
dent ; nor shall any person rise in front of a speaking 
member except to raise a point of order. 


19. When a question has been decided, any member vot- 
ing with the majority may move a reconsideration to be acted 
upon at the same meeting. Any member voting with the 
minority may move a reconsideration to be acted upon at the 
next meeting ; which latter motion shall have priority, if 
made before the motion first mentioned shall have been de- 
cided. No vote or question shall be twice reconsidered. 


20. Every member present when a question is put shall 
unless, for specific reasons, excused by a majority of the 
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members, give his vote. But in the election of any city offi- 
cer, he may decline to vote, as provided in Section 7, Chapter 
26 of the Revised Laws. And no member shall leave with- 
out permission, if his presence is necessary to make a quo- 
rum. 


21. No motion or proposition, on a subject different 
from that under consideration, shall be admitted under color 
of an amendment. 


22. All reports may be committed or recommitted at the 
pleasure of the body. 

23. The division of a question may be called for when 
the sense will admit of it. 


24. A majority vote shall be necessary to sustain objec- 
tion to the reading of a paper. 

25. No standing order shall be suspended, except by a 
two-thirds vote of the members present ; nor shall any rule 
or order governing the body be repealed or amended without 
one day’s notice, nor unless fourteen members concur therein. 

26. The order of business shall be as follows : 

1 — Roll call. 


2 — Reading of records. 
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3 — Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

4 — Communications and reports from city officials. 

5 — Presentation of petitions, remonstrances and memo- 

rials. 

6 — Reports of Committees. 

7 — Unfinished business of preceeding meetings. 

8 — Motions, orders or resolutions. 

The above order of business shall not be departed from, 
except by vote of a majority of the members present, but 
the body may appoint a committee of two to approve the 
records of the clerk during the year, and if such a committee 
is appointed, the reading of the records shall be omitted, un- 
less called for by one-third of the members present. 

27. The seats of the Common Council shall be number- 
ed and determined by lot, and no member shall change his 
seat but by permission of the President. 

28. All committees, except such as the body determines 
to select by ballot, or such as may be required by statute to 
be voted for, shall be appointed by the President, and the po- 
litical minority shall be represented by at least one member. 

29. No member shall be obliged to serve on more than 

two committees at the same time, or be chairman of more 
than one. « 
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30. All memorials and other papers addressed to the 
body shall be presented by the President, or by a member in 
his place, who shall explain the subject thereof ; and they 
shall be taken up in the order in which they were presented, 
unless the body shall otherwise direct. 


31. Standing committees shall be appointed on the 
following subjects : 

On Second Reading of Bills and Ordinances. 

On Enrollment. 


On Elections and Returns. 


32. No committee shall sit during a session of the body, 
without specal leave, except the Committee on the Second 
Reading of Bills and Ordinances and the Committee on En- 
rollment. 


33. These rules shall be observed in the Committee of 
the Whole, so far as they are applicable, except Rule 17. 


34. When a committee is nominated by the chair, the 
person first named shall be chairman. In the election of 
committees, except on finance, when a chairman is not spec- 
ially chosen, the person having the highest number of votes

shall act as chairman ; and in case of an equality in votes be- 
tween two or more members of a committee, the members 
thereof shall choose a chairman. 

35. All committees shall consist of three members, un- 
less otherwise specially provided for ; and no report shall be 
received from any committee unless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled ; and reports shall be in writing, unless 
otherwise ordered. 

36. It shall be the duty of every committee to whom 
any subject may be specially referred, to report thereon with- 
in five weeks, unless further time is previously asked for 
and granted. 

37. Members of the body may attend any meeting of 
any of its committees, but shall not vote thereat. 

38. All ordinances and resolutions shall have two sever- 
al readings before they shall be finally passed. See Joint 
Rules 7 and 8. 

39. All ordinances after being read a second time shall 
be referred to the Committee on the Second Reading of Bills 
and Ordinances, and after being reported upon by said com- 
mittee, shall be again read, after which the question shall be 
on passing the same to be enrolled. 

40. No ordinance or resolution imposing penalties, or 
authorizing the expenditure of money, shall have more than 
one reading the same day. 
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41. Any member offering a resolution or order shall 
write his name on the bottom of the back of such paper. 


42. All city officers shall be voted for in accordance 
with Section 7, Chapter 26, of the Revised Laws. 


43. The clerk shall keep brief minutes of the votes and 
proceedings of the body, entering thereon all accepted resolu- 
tions ; shall notice reports and memorials, and other papers 
submitted to the board, only by their titles or by a brief de- 
scription of their purport. 


44. The clerk shall keep the record of committees that 
may require that service ; and on the appointment of every 
standing committee, a book for records shall be provided 
by its chairman, or by said clerk. The clerk shall have 
the custody of all minutes by him kept ; and the records of 
the several committees shall be open to the inspection of 
members of the City Council. 


45. With the exception of an order for a joint conven- 
tion, any joint order or resolutin originating in the Common 
Council, shall be copied, and shall, previous to the hour for 
calling the meeting to order, be posted by the clerk, in some 
prominent place in the Common Council chamber or coat 
room, where it may be open to the inspection of members. 


46. All orders, resolutions, reports, petitions or other 
papers, (except communications) requiring concurrent action, 
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or action by this body only, shall be filed by members in the 
office of the City Clerk at least twenty-four hours before the 
time set for the meeting of the body ; also all reports or pa- 
pers from committees. 


47. No paper entered in violation of the preceding rule 
shall be considered except by unanimous consent. 


48. The clerk shall, previous to each regular or special 
meeting, prepare, in the sequence of the order of business, a 
brief synopsis of all matters to be acted upon, and place, or 
cause to be placed, on the desk of each member, a copy of 
the same, prior to the hour designated for calling such meet- 
ing to order. 


49. “ Cushing’s Manual ” shall be authority on all 
questions of debate or parliamentary usage, when the same 
does not conflict with the rules and orders of this body. 

50. A copy of “ Cushing’s Manual ” shall, at all times, 
during the sessions of this body, be on the desk of the Presi- 
dent.

Chp. 415. 

An Act to amend the charter of the City of Loweee. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. All executive powers which are now by law vested in the 
City Council of the City of Lowell, or either branch thereof, shall here- 
after be vested in and exercised by the Mayor of said city except as 
hereinafter otherwise provided. 


Sect. 2. The mayor may suspend or remove any executive or ad- 
ministrative officer except as hereinafter provided, for such cause as he 
shall deem sufficient, and shall set forth in the order of suspension or re- 
moval his reasons therefor, provided that no removal shall be made upon 
partisan grounds. The order of suspension or removal shall not take 
effect until it is approved by the City Council voting by yeas and nays. 
The City Council may, by a two-thirds vote in each branch, voting by 
yeas and nays, remove any of said officers without the consent of the 
Mayor ; provided, however, that nothing contained in this section shall 
apply to any of the following departments, namely : the School Commit- 
tee, the Police Commission, the Water Board, the Overseers of the Poor, 
or the Trustees of the Public Library. 


Sect. 3. There shall be a department of supplies, and all material 
and supplies for the city shall be purchased by the chief or head of such 
department, subject to the approval of the Mayor. So far as is practicable, 
purchases shall be after public advertisement and under contract approv- 
ed by the Mayor. All bills for material and supplies shall show the 
date of purchase, date of delivery, the unit of price, the quality and 
quantity of articles purchased and received, the number and date of the 
order of purchase, and if the purchase is under contract, the number 
and date of the contract, and shall be entered in full in an invoice book, 
which shall always be open to public inspection. The chief of this de- 
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partment shall be elected by the qualified voters of the city voting at the 
annual municipal election, and shall hold his office for the next munici- 
pal year thereafter, subject to the provisions of section two of this act. 


Sect. 4. The Mayor shall cause to be kept a record of all his official 
acts, and to aid him in his official duties may appoint one or more clerks. 


Sect. 5. The heads of the several departments and officers shall have 
the power to appoint and employ and to discharge all subordinate officers 
and employees in their respective departments ; and they shall keep a 
record, subject to inspection, of all so appointed and employed and of all 
discharged, and in all cases of discharge the grounds therefor ; provided, 
however, that no removals shall be made upon partisan grounds. 


Sect. 6. The heads of the several departments and offices shall have 
the general charge and management of all matters pertaining to their re- 
spective departments, and shall make and execute all contracts necessary 
therefor, except for the purchase of material and supplies ; but every 
contract made as aforesaid in which the amount involved exceeds three 
hundred dollars shall be approved by the Mayor before going into effect ; 
provided that nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent the 
City Council, by ordinance, from transferring any of the duties imposed 
upon an appointed head of a department by this act or by ordinance, ex- 
cepting the purchase of material and supplies, to another head of a de- 
partment or board or commission. 


Sect. 7. Neither the City Council nor either branch thereof, nor any 
committee or member thereof, shall directly or indirectly take part in 
the employment of labor, the purchase of material, the construction, 
alteration or repair of any public works or other property, or in the care, 
custody or management of the same, or in general in the expenditure of 
public money, or in the conduct of the executive or administrative' busi- 
ness of the city, except as may be necessary for defraying the contingent 
and incidental. expenses of the City Council, or of either branch thereof ; 
nor shall they or either of them take part in the making of contracts. 


Sect. 8. No sum appropriated for a specific purpose snail be expend- 
ed for any other purpose ; and no expenditure shall be made and no lia- 
bility shall be incurred by or on behalf of the city until the City Council 
has duly voted an appropriation sufficient to meet such expenditure or

liability, together with all prior unpaid liabilities which are payable 
therefrom, except that after the expiration of the financial year and be- 
fore the making of the regular annual appropriations, liabilities payable 
out of the regular appropriations may be incurred to an amount not ex- 
ceeding one-sixth of the total of the appropriation made for similar pur- 
poses in the preceding year ; provided, however, that nothing herein 
contained shall be construed to restrict or limit the School Committee 
in any expenditure which it is now or may be hereafter authorized to 
make under any general law of the Commonwealth, or to restrict or 
limit payments on account of the permanent or temporary debt, or such 
as are required by law to be made to the Commonwealth. 


Sect. 9. All revenues and all monies accruing to the City of Eowell 
from any source whatever, except trust funds and the revenues of the 
Water Department, shall, when collected or paid into the treasury, be 
carried to one general account, to be known as the General Treasury 
Fund ; and all appropriations by or on behalf of said city, except from 
trust funds and on account of the Water Derartment, shall be from such 
fund and as provided in section ten of this act. 


Sect. 10. All bills or other claims, before they are finally certified 
by the auditor or paid, shall pass the inspection of a committee of the 
City Council on accounts. Said committee shall consist of one member 
of the Board of Aldermen and two members of the Common Council, to 
be elected annually by ballot by the body they respectively represent. 
Said committee may report any such bill or claim to the City Council, 
with their reasons therefor, and no bill or claim so reported shall be 
passed by the Auditor, or be paid without the consent of the Council- 
Said committee may require the opinion of the City Solicitor as to the 
legality of a bill or other claim. 


Sect. 11. A yea and nay vote of the members of the City Council 
shall be required to pass any order or vote involving the expenditure or 
appropriation of the public monies, or involving any debt or liability, 
and said vote shall be entered upon the records of each braneh of the 
City Council. 


Sect. 12. Less than a quorum of either branch of the City Council, 
or of the School Committee, or of the Board of Overseers of the Poor, 
may adjourn to a fixed day earlier than the next regular meeting, and 
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shall have power to compell the attendauce of absent members in such 
manner as the City Council may by ordinance provide. 


Sect. 13. All acts or parts of acts and all ordinances of the City of 
Lowell inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed and annulled ; provid- 
ed, that no act or ordinance heretofore repealed shall thereby be revived ; 
and provided, also, that nothing in this act shall be taken to prohibit 
the City Council from abolishing any department, board, office or com- 
mission created by ordinance. 


Sect. 14. The question of the acceptance of this act shall be submit- 
ted to the qualified voters of the City of Lowell at the annual State elec- 
tion in the present year, and the affirmative votes of a majority of the 
voters present and voting thereon shall be required for such acceptance. 
If so accepted, so much thereof as provides for the election of a Chief of 
the Department of Supplies shall take effect at the next annual munici- 
pal election, and the act shall take full effect on the first Monday of Jan- 
uary in the y,ear eighteen hundred and ninety-seven. [Approved May 16, 
1896. 


[Chap. 95.] 

An Act relative to the duties and powers of certain officers 
of the City of Lowell. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. The City Council of the City of Lowell, and each branch 
thereof, shall have and exercise all the power and authority relative to 
the election or appointment of city officers, or the confirmation of ap- 
pointments to office, which were vested in them prior to the enactment of 
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section one of chapter four hundred and fifteen of the acts of the year 
eighteen hundred and ninety six. 


Sect. 2. The Chief of the Fire Department of said city shall be 
elected by concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council. 


Sect. 3. The City Council shall by ordinance determine what officers 
shall be the heads of the various departments of the City Government. 
The head of the department of supplies may sell or dispose of the per- 
sonal property of the city, upon the recommendation of the Mayor and 
of the head of the department to which such property belongs, except 
the products of the City Farm, which the superintendent of said farm 
shall have the right to dispose of. 

Sect. 4. All ordinances of said city inconsistent herewith are hereby 
annulled, and all acts or parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 


Sect. 5. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved Feb- 
ruary 20, 1897. 



[Chap. 173.] 

An Act relative to appointments in the fire department of 
the City of Eowkee. 

Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 

Section i. The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department of the City 
of Dowell may, on the recommendation of the Board of Engineers, ap- 
point as members of the permanent force, or as call men, without civil 
service-examination, any person who has served as call or substitute call- 
man in said service for three or more successive years prior to the passage 
of this act. 
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Sect. 2. Said Chief Engineer shall have the power to discharge all 
subordinate officers and employees in the Fire Department of said city, 
except the members of said board, and with the approval of said board, 
to appoint and employ all such officers and employees. 

Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith are hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved 
March 15, 1S9S. 


Sec. 7, Chap. 26, Revised Laws. 

No election of a city officer by a municipal body or board shall be 
valid unless made by a viva voce vote, each member who is present 
answering to his name when it is called by the clerk or other proper offi- 
cer, stating the name of the person for whom he votes, or that he de- 
clines to vote. The clerk or other proper officer shall record every such 
vote

An Act to abolish the board oe overseers oe the poor and to 

CREATE A BOARD OF CHARITIES IN THE ClTY OF EOWELL. 

Be it enacted,' etc., as follows : 

Section i. The board of overseers of the poor in the City of Lowell 
shall be abolished as hereinafter provided, and all its powers, rights, du- 
ties and liabilities shall be transferred to a board of charities in the said 
city. No existing contracts, liabilities or suits shall be affected by this 
act except as hereinafter provided, but the board of charities hereinafter 
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created shall be in all respects the successor of said board of overseers of 
the poor. 


Sect. 2. Retween the fifth day and the fifteenth day of January, nine- 
teen hundred and six, the mayor shall appoint a board of charities consist- 
ing of five persons, residents of the city, who shall hold office for terms of 
one, two, three, four and five years, respectively, from the fifteenth day of 
January, nineteen hundred and six, or until their successors are appoint- 
ed and qualified ; and thereafter the mayor shall annually, before the fif- 
teenth day of January, appoint one member of said board to serve for a 
term of five years from said fifteenth day of January. A vacancy shall 
be filled in the same manner for the unexpired term. The mayor shall 
designate a member to be chairman. The mayor may remove any mem- 
ber at any time. 


Sect. 3. No ov.erseers of the poor shall be elected at the City elect- 
ion of ninteen hundred and five, but the overseers of the poor who were 
elected for terms ending on the first Monday in January, nineteen hun- 
dred and seven, shall constitute the board of overseers of the poor from 
the first Monday in January, nineteen hundred and six, until the fifteenth 
day of January, nineteen hundred and six, when their terms shall expire. 
The term of office of all officers and employees of the overseers of the 
poor shall expire on the fifteenth day of January, nineteen hundred and 
six, or upon the appointment of their successors thereafter. 


Sect. 4. The board of charities shall appoint a superintendent of 
charities, who shall have general executive charge of the department of 
charities, and shall hold office dnring the pleasure of the said board. 
He shall receive such salary as the city council may determine. 


Sect. 5. All other officers and employees of the department of 
charities shall be appointed by the superiutendent of charities and shall 
hold their offices and positions at his pleasure. 


Sect. 6. This act shall be submitted to the qualified voters of the 
City of Lowell at the annual state election in the present year and shall 
take effect upon its acceptance by a majority vote of those voting thereon. 
The question of acceptance shall be placed upon the official ballot di- 
rectly after the list of candidates and in the following form : — Shall an 
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act passed by the general court in the year nineteen hundred and five, 
entitled “An act to abolish the overseers of the poor and to create a 
board of charities in the City of Lowell,” be accepted? 


Sect. 7. So much of any act or of any ordinance of the City of 
Lowell as is inconsistent herewith is hereby repealed or annulled. 

Sect. S. So much of this act as is contained in section six shall 
take effect upon its passage. [Approved April 26, 1905.

Passed Since 1894 

An Ordinance authorizing the city treasurer to issue regis- 
tered CERTIFICATES, NOTES OR BONDS IN EXCHANGE FOR CERTIFI- 
CATES, NOTES OR BONDS PAYABLE TO BEARER. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

*The City Treasurer may, in accordance w T ith the provisions of Sec- 
tion 5 of Chapter 77 of the Public Statutes, at the request of the owner 
or holder of any bond, promissory note or certificte of indebtedness of 
the City of Cowell, at any time while more than one year remains before 
the principal of such bond, note or certificate is payable, issue in ex- 
change therefor a bond, note or certificate of same effect, payable to the 
the owner or holder by name. 


The City Treasurer may also, under like conditions, issue registered 
certificates, in substitution for any mutilated, defaced or endorsed bonds, 
notes or certificates ; and where a bond, note or certificate of any issue 
has been lost or destroyed, the City Treasurer, under the direction of the 
joint standing committee on finance, may issue in place thereof a new 
bond, note or certificate of the same effect. 


The City Auditor, as well as the City Treasurer, shall keep a register 
of the dates, numbers and amounts of all bonds, notes and certificates is- 
sued by the City Treasurer, showing to whom they were issued, when 
they are payable, and if issued in exchange, for what they were substitu- 
ted. [Approved May 12, 1896.

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An Ordinace amending section thirteen of chapter one of 

THE REVISED ORDINANCES SO AS TO PROVIDE THAT THE SALARIES 
AND COMPENSATION OF CITY OFFICERS WHEN ONCE ESTABLISHED. 
SHALL CONTINUE UNTIL RE-ESTABLISHED OR CHANGED. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 13 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby amend- 
ed by striking out between the word “year ” in the third line of said 
section and the word “ provided ” in the sixth line thereof, the following 
words: “for the year commencing on the first Monday of January next 
ensuing ; and no change of salary shall be made to take effect during the 
time for which said salary was established,’ ’ and inserting in' place there- 
of the following : “ provided that when such salaries and compensa- 

tion shall have been once established, they shall continue until re-estab- 
lished or changed in pursuance of the provisions of this section ; and ” 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows : 


Section 13. The salaries and compensation of city officers shall be 
eetablished in the month of December and after the annual municipal 
election shall have been held, in each year ; provided, that when such 
salaries and compensation shall have been once established, they shall 
continue until re-established or changed in pursuance of the provisions 
of this section ; and provided that in case any new office shall be created 
the salary of said newly created office may be fixed at any time ; and the 
salaries or compensation fixed for the payment of said officers shall be in 
full for all services performed by them by virtue of their offices ; and all 
sums of money received by them from any and every source, in discharge 
of said services, during any quarter of the fiscal year, shall at the expira- 
tion of said quarter be by them paid over or accounted for to the City 
Treasurer. [Approved May 12, 1896. 


An Ordinance regulating the weighing and measuring of cer- 
tain articles purchased by the city. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

All supplies of hay, grain, straw, coal, and any other material pur- 
chased for the use of the city or any department thereof exceeding one 
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hundred pounds in weight and usually weighed, shall be weighed on the 
city scales, and all wood purchased for said city shall be measured by the 
City Measurer of Wood, and no bills shall be paid by the City Treasurer 
or approved by any committee for such article so furnished the city, un- 
less the certificate of said weigher or measurer shall accompany or be 
attached to said bill. [Approved May 12, 1896. 


An Ordinance to prevent the placing of ashes, glass, crock- 
ery, ETC., IN OR ON THE PUBLIC STREETS OR WAYS. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. Any person who shall put or place, or cause to be put or 
placed, in or upon any street, lane or alley, or other public place in this 
city, any ashes, glass, crockery, scrap iron, nails, tacks or any other arti- 
cle which would be liable to injure the feet of children or animals, or the 
tires of bicycles or other vehicles which have wheels with rubber or 
pneumatic tires, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 


Sec. 2. Any person violating the provisions of the preceding sec- 
tion or who is guilty of the misdemeanor therein described, shall be lia- 
ble to a fine of not less than two dollars or more than twenty dollars for 
each offence. [Approved October 9, 1896. 


An Ordinance amending sections one and nine of chapter 

TWENTY OF THE ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL- 
Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. That section 1, of Chapter 20 of the Ordinances of the 
City of Eowell be and the same is hereby amended by inserting after the 
word “engineer” in the second line of said section, the words “a first 
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assistant engineer and three other,” and by striking out the word “ four” 
in the second line of said section, and by inserting after the word “ re- 
moved ” in the sixteenth line of said section, the words “ the first assist- 
ant engineer shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the 
month of March or April, or whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall 
enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office on the first day of 
May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for a full term 
prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office for a term of three 
years from said first day of May, and until his successor is appointed, or 
he is removed ; and if appointed after the first day of May in any year, 
he shall enter upon the duties of said office forthwith and shall continue 
therein until the expiration of the full term as existing at the time of 
said appointment, or until removed;” and by inserting between the words 
“said” and “assistant” in the seventeenth line of said section, the 
word “ other;” and by inserting after the word “ engineer ” in the twenty- 
eighth line of said section, and before the word “shall” in the twenty- 
ninth line of said section, the words “and first assistant engineer;” 
so that said section shall read as follows : 


Section i. The Fire Department shall consist of a Chief Engineer, 
a First Assistant Engineer, who shall perform such duties as may be re- 
quired of him by the Chief Engineer, and three other assistant eugineers 
and as many enginemen, liosemen, hook aud laddermen and other per- 
sons, to be divided into companies, as the number of engines and other 
fire apparatus of the city shall from time to time require ; the Chief Engi- 
neer shall be appointed by the Mayor and Aldermen in the month of 
March or April, or whenever a vacancy occurs, and he shall enter upon 
the discharge of the duties of said office on the first day of May of the 
year in which appointed, if appointed for a full term prior to May of any 
year, and he shall hold said office for the term of three years from said 
first day of May or until he is removed ; and if appointed after the first 
day of May of any year, he shall enter upon the discharge of the duties 
of said office forthwith, and shall continue therein until the expiration of 
the full term as existing at the time of his said appointment, or until re- 
moved. The First Assistant Engineer shall be appointed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen in the month of March or April, and whenever a vacancy 
occurs, and he shall enter upon the discharge of the duties of his office 
on the first day of May of the year in which appointed, if appointed for 
a full term prior to May of any year, and he shall hold said office for a 
term of three years from said first day of May and until his successor is 
appointed or he is removed ; and if appointed after the first day of May 
in any year, he shall enter upou the duties of said office forthwith, and 
shall continue therein until the expiration of the full term as existing at 
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tlie time of his saickappointment, or until he is removed ; and the appoint- 
ment of said other assistant engineers shall be made by the Mayor and 
Aldermen in the month of March or April annualy, and whenever a 
vacancy occurs, and they shall hold their respective offices for the term 
of one year from the first day of May succeeding their appointment, or 
until others are chosen ; all other members of the Fire Department 
shall be nominated by the Board of Engineers, and their names sent to 
the Mayor and Aldermen, and when by them appointed they shall be 
members of the Fire Department ; provided, that vacancies may be filled 
at any time, and that the Mayor and Aldermen may at any time remove 
any and all of said officers or members ; except that the Chief Engineer 
and First Assistant Engineer shall not be removed without a hearing and 
cause shown thereat. No person shall be appointed a member of the 
Fire Department who does not sustain a good moral character and who is 
not a citizen of the City of Lowell. 


Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed Nov. 27, 1896. 


An Ordinance in relation to an ordinance on openings and 

EXCAVATIONS IN STREETS AND IMPOSING A PENALTY. 

(See Ord. 1898.) 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall dig up, make any 
excavation in, or in any manner change or interfere with the surface or 
grade of any street for the purpose of laying water, gas or sewer pipes or 
railway tracks, or for any other purpose, without first giving notice to 
the Superintendent of Streets, which notice shall state specifically the 
time when work will be commenced and the probable time within which 
it shall be completed. 


SECT. 2. When any opening or excavation shall be made in any 
street in pursuance of Section 1, the Superintendent of Streets, by him- 
self or by a servant or agent appointed by him for that purpose, shall see 
that the surface of such street is left in good order and condition for 
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public travel thereon. The expense for labor and material used in clos- 
ing and covering such excavation shall in all cases be borne by the party 
causing the same to be made. 


Sect. 3. Said superintendent shall, when about to build a new sewer 
or repair an old one, notify all the abutters on that part of the line of 
said sewer when he proposes to do work, so that said abutters may enter 
said sewer. He shall notify all abutters, when about to construct a new 
street, at least four weeks before beginning work, and when about to 
make a new surface of any street, at least two weeks before beginning 
work, shall notify the Superintendent of Camps and Water Board and all 
per.sons authorized to place any obstructions in such street, and shall re- 
quire and see that all said departments or persons having any work to be 
done in the street so designated, shall do all such work before the surface 
of such street is again prepared for and opened to public travel, and after 
the completion of the work then done in such street, shall not permit 
any department or person who shall have been so notifed, for the space 
of two years, to again disturb the surface of such street or way within 
the area of such previous disturbance, except in case of obvious necessi- 
ty, to be verified in writing to, and approved by the Mayor, and except in 
cases of tracks or leaks in pipes, sewers or wires. 


Sect. 4. Any person, firni or corporation who shall dig up, make 
any excavations, or in any way change or alter the grade or surface of 
any accepted street, without giving the notice mentioned in Section 1 of 
this ordinance, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Section 5. All ordinances and parts of ordinances, resolutions or or- 
ders of the City Council inconsistent herewith, are hereby repealed. 
Approved November 27, 1896. 
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An Ordinance creating the office of superintendent of com- 
mons AND PROVIDING FOR THE ELECTION OF SUCH OFFICER. 

(Superceded by Chap. 28, Revised Laws.) 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. There shall be chosen by concurrent vote of both brauches 
of the City Council in the month of January, 1898, a Superintendent of 
Commons ; and in the month of January in each year thereafter, the City 
Council by concurrent vote of both branches shall elect a Superintend- 
ent of Commons who shall hold his office for one year and until his suc- 
cessor is chosen, but said officer may be removed from office at any time 
by a two-thirds vote of both branches of the City Council voting by yeas 
and nays.

exceeds three hundred dollars, shall be approved by the Mayor before 
going into effect. [Approved June 18, 1897. 


An Ordinance amending section twelve of chapter five of the 
revised ordinances. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

That section 12 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Lowell be 
and the same is hereby amended by striking out the words “ nor on either 
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side of Westford Street from the westerly line of Grand Street to the 
easterly line of Royal Street for a distance of fifty feet back from either 
line of Westford Street. [Approved July 21, 1897. 


An Ordinance amending section fifteen, chapter thirty-nine 

OF THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE YEAR EIGHTEEN HUNDRED 
AND NINETY-FOUR. 


Be it ordained, etc.; as follows : 


That Section 15, Chapter 39, of the Revised Ordinances of the year 
1894, be, and is hereby amended by striking out of the seventh line the 
word “ forty third,” and inserting in place thereof the word “forty- 
fifth.” [Approved July 21, 1897. 


An Ordinance regulating hawkers and peddlers. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. No person shall hawk or peddle, sell or expose for sale 
within said city any of the articles enumerated in Section 1 of Chapter 
68* of the Public Statutes, until he has been duly licensed by and has 
recorded his name and residence with the Board of Police of the City of 
Lowell, and has been assigned a number by said board, to be worn in such 
manner as such board may prescribe. Provided, however, that the fore- 
going provisions shall not apply to any other person than the one named 
in the license. 


Sect. 2. No person hawking, peddling or selling, or exposing for 
sale any of the articles enumerated in Section 1 of Chapter 68* of the 
Public Statutes, shall cry his wares to the disturbance of the peace and 
comfort of the inhabitants of the city. 


Now Chap. 65, Sec. 15, 16, Revised Laws. 
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Sect. 3. No hawker or peddler shall carry or convey any of the ar- 
ticles enumerated in Chapter 68* of the Public Statutes in any manner 
that will tend to injure the public health, or disturb the public peace or 
comfort, nor otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which have print- 
ed on them in letters and figures at least two inches in height the name 
of the person selling and the number given him by the Board of Police. 

Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the preceding 
sections of this ordinance shall be liable to a penalty of not more than 
twenty dollars for each offence. [Approved July 29, 1897.* 


An Ordinance to amend section eighteen of chapter six of 

THE CITY ORDINANCES RELATING TO THE HITCHING OF HORSES 
TO LAMP POSTS. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 18 of Chapter 6 of the City Ordinances is hereby amended 
by s riking out all after the word “ any ” in the third line thereof and in- 
serting instead thereof the words “lamp posts maintained by the city,” 
so that said section as amended shall read as follows : 


Sect. 18. No owner, driver or other person having the care or order- 
ing of a vehicle shall hitch or fasten the horse or horses attached thereto 
to any lamp post maintained by the city. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


An Ordinance authorizing the city treasurer to prescribe 

THE SYSTEM OF BOOKKEEPING FOR CERTAIN DEPARTMENTS AND 
OFFICERS RECEIVING MONEY BELONGING TO THE CITY AND PRO- 
VIDING FOR MORE FREQUENT RETURNS OF SUCH MONEY TO THE 
CITY TREASURY. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. All departments and officers of the City Government ex- 


*Now Chapter 65, Sect. 15, 16, of the Revised Laws. 
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cept the City Treasurer, whose official duty requires the receipt of money 
belonging to the city, shall keep such books and records relating to the 
same as shall be prescribed by the City Treasurer. 


Sect. 2. The heads of each department and officers receiving money 
for the city shall remit to the Treasurer as often as once in each month 
any balance that may be in the possession of such department or officer 
belonging to the city, except in case when the time for such payment 
into the City Treasury is prescribed by statute. 


Sect. 3. The Joint Committee on Accounts shall annually in con- 
nection with the annual examination of the accounts of the City Treas- 
urer, examine, investigate and audit the books and accounts of all depart- 
ments and officers receiving money for the city, and said committee shall 
make report of such examination to the City Council. 


Sect. 4. All heads of departments and officers whose official duty re- 
quires the rendering of bills to individuals, cities or towns for charges of 
any nature, shall hereafter deliver all such bills to the City Treasurer for 
collection through his office. 


Sect. 5. Section 9 of Chapter 1 of the Revised Ordinances and all 
ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. [Approved January 1, 1898. 


An Ordinance providing for estimates for appropriations and 

FOR OTHER PURPOSES 
Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section 1. At the beginning of each municipal year and not later 
than the third Tuesday in January the mayor shall make and transmit to 
the City Council an estimate of the expenditures required for the year. 
Such estimate shall be framed and itemized so as to show separately : , 
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Par. 2. The amounts required by each department, office, board, 
commission or other sub-division of the executive branch of the govern- 
ment, and so far as may be practicable for the sub-division of the work 
of each department. 


Par. 3. The salary or compensation of each officer, deputy, assist- 
ant, clerk, or employee of the city not classed as a laborer. The amounts 
required for labor shall, when practicable, be stated separately from 
those for materials and supplies. 


Par. 4. Such estimates shall be in such form as to show in parallel 
columns, opposite each item, the amount paid for the previous year, and 
the amount unexpended at the close of such year. 


Sect. 2. The Mayor shall make, or cause to be made, and shall 
transmit to the City Council with the estimate required by the preceding 
section : 


Par. 2. An itemized estimate of the revenues of the year from all 
sources except taxation of real and personal property and polls. 


Par. 3. A statement of the balance unpaid at the close of the previ- 
ous year on account of temporary loans, and the amount due by financial 
years, as unpaid taxes on real and personal property and polls. 


Par. 4. An itemized statement of the debt, with interest becoming 
due during the year, and the margin available for loans within the debt 
limit for the year. 


Par. 5. An itemized statement of all orders, etc., of the City Coun- 
cil involving expenditures which have not been appropriated for. In all 
cases the finances of the water service shall be shown separately. 

Sect. 3. All regular annual appropriations shall be for and only ap- 
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plicable to the liabilities incurred during the year in which they are 
made, any form of phraseology in the order, resolution or vote providing 
for the same, to the contrary notwithstanding. 


Par. 2. It shall be the duty of the Auditor to close all regular 
annual appropriation accounts with the last secular day in December 
of the year for which the appropriations are made, and to credit the gen- 
eral treasury fund account or accounts with the water service, as the case 
may be, with the balance to the credit of such appropriations ; and there- 
after no payment shall be made under such appropriations. He shall 
promptly report to the City Council the amount of each balance thus 
credited, and amount available in the general treasury fund, and the 
account with the water service, for the expenditures of the current year 
not otherwise appropriated. 


Par. 3. All claims, accounts and bills against the City of Lowell 
under such appropriations remaining unpaid at such date, shall be num- 
bered consecutively, and be entered by the Auditor in such order, in a 
permanent book of record, to be known as the register of claims, so as to 
show the name of the claimant, the amount claimed and allowed, the na- 
ture of the service and the action had thereon. The Auditor shall trans- 
mit to the City Council, on or before the first regular meeting night in 
February, of either branch of the City Council, a schedule of such claims 
with a condensed statement of the nature of each claim, and the action 
had thereon. 


Sect. 4. The several estimates and statements called for by this 
ordinance shall on their receipt by either branch of the City Council be 
referred, without other action, to the Joint Committee on Appropriations. 


Par. 2. The Committee on Appropriations shall consist of the Chair- 
man and two additional members of the Board of Aldermen and the 
President and three additional members of the Common Council. 


Section 6 of Chapter 1 of the Ordinances of the City of Lowell is. 
hereby repealed. 
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Par. 3. Said committee shall have actress to all or any of the records 
and official papers of the city, shall have power to require from any offi- 
cer or employee of the city such additional statement or statements relat- 
ing to the expenditures and revenues of the city as it may deem essential* 
and to summon any officer or employee of the city to be present at any 
designated meeting of said committee ; and to remain in attendance until 
discharged by the committee ; and any officer or employee who shall fail 
or refuse to comply with such request, order or summons, may be report- 
ed to the City Council or either branch thereof, for such action as it may 
have the power to take and see fit to exercise. 


Sect. 5. The Committee on appropriations shall make a final report 
in print, not exceeding two hundred copies, to the City Council or either 
branch thereof, on or before the fifteenth day of February of each year 
unless granted further time by the City Council. 


Sect. 6. All ordinances or parts of ordinances conflicting with this 
ordinance are hereby repealed. [Approved January 1, 1S98. 


An Ordinance providing for the appointment of an inspector 

OF WIRES AND DEFINING THE DUTIES OF SUCH OFFICER, IN AC- 
CORDANCE WITH CHAPTER FOUR HUNDRED AND FOUR, ACTS OF 
1890.* 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. Within thirty days after the passage of this Ordinance, 
there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation by the 
Board of Aldermen, an Inspector of Wires for the City of Lowell, who 
shall enter upon the duties of his office immediately, and shall hold said 
office, unless sooner removed, until the first day of February, 1901, and 
prior to the first day of February, 1901, and prior to the first day of Feb- 
ruary of every third year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like 


*Now Chapt. 122, Revised Laws. 
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manner an Inspector of Wires who shall hold his office during a term of 
three years and until his successor is appointed, unless sooner removed 
in the manner prescribed by law. 


Sect. 2. Said Inspector of Wires shall perform the duties prescribed 
by Section 3, Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890,* and such other duties as 
are or may be hereafter prescribed by the laws of the Commonwealth or 
the ordinances of the city. He shall annually in the month of January 
make a report to the City Council of the business of his office for the 
year ending the thirty-first day of December next preceding. [Approv- 
ed July 15, 1898. 


An Ordinance relating to the permanent repairs on streets 

AND THE PLACING OF UNDERGROUND SERVICES THEREIN ; ALSO 
TO THE NECESSARY REPAIRS OF SAME. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. That before any street is paved with granite, concrete or 
other paving, macadamized or otherwise put in permanent repair by the 
city, the owners of land abutting on such street shall be notified at least 
four weeks previous to the time when such permanent improvements are 
to be commenced, that all underground services, whether for sewer, water, 
gas, electrical or other connections, shall be constructed and placed in 
said street previous to the date set for the making of said permanent 
improvements. 


Sect. 2. That all corporations or individuals having services laid in 
said street, or intending or desiring to construct the same, whether for 
gas, electric, telephone, telegraph, or for any service of whatsoever na- 
ture, or who shall desire to renew or repair services already constructed, 
shall be notified by the posting of a notice at the City Hall of the inten- 
tion of the city to so repair such street, and by a notice which shall be 
published for six consecutive days in one morning and one evening news- 
paper printed in the city of Lowell, the last publication of said notice to 
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be at least three weeks previous to the time stated for making said per- 
manent improvements. 


Sect- 3. That when any street has been so paved, macadamized, or 
otherwise put in permanent repair, it shall not be opened or torn up 
for the placing of any new underground construction of any nature what- 
soever during five years next succeeding the date in said published 
and posted notices stating the intention of the city to place said street in 
permanent repair ; provided, however, that in case repairs to any service 
become necessary, the same may be made after a permit has been granted 
by the Board of Aldermen, and said repairs shall be made under the su- 
pervision of the Superintendent of Streets. In case of leakage of gas or 
water pipes, the same may be repaired at once by the Gas Company or 
Water Board, and the surface of the street placed in a condition satisfac- 
tory to the Superintendent of Streets. 


Sect. 4. Wherever on said street there may be unimproved land, 
and where no sewer, gas, water or other necessary services have been 
constructed, the same shall be laid and constructed, to a point at least 
two feet beyond the outside line of the sidewalk on said street, one each 
of the services mentioned for gas, water and sewer connections, for each 
fifty feet of frontage of the said land on said street, or at such distances 
as may be agieed upon by the owner of said land and the Superintendent 
of Streets. In case of neglect of the owner or of a corporation or indi- 
vidual to construct the same, said service for sewer, water and gas con- 
nections may be constructed by the city, and shall be paid for by the par- 
ties to whom rightfully belongs the construction of the same. 

♦ 


Sect. 5. Any violation of the foregoing conditions in regard to the 
digging up of streets shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty 
dollars ($20). 


Sect. 6. All ordinances and parts of ordinances inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. [Approved August 5, 1898. 
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An Ordinance providing eor the appointment oe a superinten- 
dent AND ASSISTANT SUPERINTENDENT OF STATE AID. 


Be it Ordained, etc., as follows : 


Section. I. Within thirty days after the passage of this ordinance 
there shall be appointed by the Mayor, subject to confirmation of the 
Board of Aldermen, a Superintendent of State Aid and an Assistant 
Superintendent of State Aid for the City of Lowell, who shall enter upon 
the duties of their offices immediately and shall hold said offices, unless 
sooner removed, until the first day of February, 1899 ; and prior to the 
first day of February, 1899, and prior to the first day of February of 
every year thereafter, there shall be appointed in like manner a Superin- 
tendent of State Aid and an Assistant Superintendent of State Aid, who 
shall hold their offices during the term of one year and until their succes- 
sors are appointed, unless sooner removed in the manner prescribed by 
law. 


Sect. 2. Said Superintendent of State Aid shall disburse state aid 
and city aid under the direction of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen as 
prescribed by ^Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1893, ^Chapters 279 and 301 of 
the Acts of 1894, ^Chapter 279 of the Acts of 1896, ^Chapter 561 of the 
Acts of 1898, or any other laws of the Commonwealth, or that may be 
hereafter prescribed by the ordinances of the city. He shall annually, in 
the month of January, make a report to the City Council of the business 
of his office for the year ending on the thirty-first of December next 
preceding. 


Sect. 3. Said Assistant Superintendent of State Aid shall perform 
such duties as may be prescribed by the Superintendent of State Aid. 
[Approved September 27, 1898. 
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An Ordinance amending section six of chapter nine of the 

REVISED ORDINANCES OF the CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


That Chapter 9 of the Revised Ordinances of the City of Lowell be 
amended by striking out Section 6 and substituting therefor the 
following : 


Sect. 6. The City Treasurer shall receive and have the care and cus- 
tody of all sums of money paid the city by persons for the. perpetual care 
of lots in any of the city cemeteries, and give the vouchers of the city" 
therefor, and money so received shall constitute a special fund to be 
known as the “Cemetery Fund for the perpetual care of lots.” The 
Treasurer shall not receive a sum of money less than one hundred dollars 
($100.00) for the perpetual care of lots in any of the city cemeteries or 
public burial grounds. The Treasurer shall notify the Superintendent of 
the cemetery of all such payments, together with the description of the 
lots and graves on account of which such payments are made, and 
annually, at such time as the Trustees of Public Burial Grounds request, 
shall pay over to them four per centum as interest upon all sums so paid 
lo and receipted by him. The Treasurer shall invest the moneys of this 
fund in securities in which by law the funds of savings banks may be 
invested, and pay the amount of interest realized thereon into the City 
Treasury. [Approved October 11, 1898. 


An Ordinance relating to the construction and repair of 

BUILDINGS. 

Be it ordained etc., as follows : 


Section 1. Before the repair, erection, construction or material 
alteration of any building, the owner, architect or builder thereof shall 
file with the Superintendent of Buildings a statement in writing, giving 
the intended location of such building, its dimensions, materials, manner 
of construction and estimated cost. If such a building is to be repaired. 
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erected or materially altered within the fire limits of the city, such owner 
architect or builder shall, in addition to the statement aforesaid, submit 
for examination full specifications and plans of the proposed repairs, 
buildings or alterations ; the owner or contractor shall also sign an agree- 
ment that the proposed work shall be done in accordance with the 
description set forth in such plans, specifications and statement, and all 
such matters and things connected with such work shall be done in strict 
compliance with this chapter. If it appears from said statement, plans 
and specifications that the building to be erected, altered or repaired will 
conform to the provisions of this chapter, so far as applicable thereto, 
then the Superintendent of Buildings shall issue a permit. No person 
shall repair, construct or materially alter any building without such 
permit. 


Sect. 2. The Superintendent of Buildings shall furnish suitable 
blanks upon which applications shall be made ; and such applications 
shall be recorded by the Assessors in a book provided for the purpose, 
each page of which shall be a duplicate of such application for the erec- 
tion, construction or material alteration of any building in the City of 
Dowell after the passage of this ordinance. 


Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed December 29, 1898. (Amended 1901.) 


An Ordinance reeating to the assessment oe taxes in the city 
oe eoweee. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Chapter 3 of the Revised Ordinances of 1894 is hereby amended by 
striking out all after Section 1 of said chapter, and substituting in place 
thereof the following ; 


Sect. 2. The Board of Assessors shall annually, in the month of 
January, or as soon as practicable thereafter, organize, by choosing one of 
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their number to act as chairman ; said chairman shall not receive extra 
compensation, and all members of the board shall devote their whole 
time to the service of the city. 


Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the Assessors of Taxes to complete 
their assessments and place the list of taxes in the hands of the Collector 
of Taxes on or before the first day of September, annually ; and they 
shall, on or before the first day of September, annually, indicate on said 
list the residence of the several taxpayers for that year and the year 
next preceding. 


Sect. 4. When any tax shall be abated in whole or in part by the 
Assessors of Taxes, they shall make a record thereof in a book to be kept 
by them for that purpose, which record shall contain the names of all 
persons whose taxes may be so abated, and the reasons for such abate- 
ment ; and they shall also annually, in the month of January, make out 
and transmit to the City Council a full report of the work of their board, 
said report to show the total valuation of the city, amount of real estate, 
amount of personal estate, total corporation valuation in detail, total 
valuation in bank stock, street-watering assessment, number of polls, 
name, amount and reason of any abatement of taxes and such other 
items as may be of interest to the public. Said figures to be in a column 
parallel to a column containing the figures of the preceding year. 


Sect. 5. The Assessors shall annually, on the thirty-first day of 
December, report to the Auditor, all abatement of taxes made by them 
during the year ending on said day distinguishing the abatements made 
on the different years’ taxes, and whether abated before or after collect 
tion. \ 


Sect. 6. The Assessors shall have full power to hire as many tempo- 
rary clerks, not to exceed six, as may be necessary to assist them in the 
performance of their duties, the compensation of said clerks not to exceed 
two dollars and fifty cents per day, and they shall only be employed dur- 
ing the months of May to September inclusive. Provided, however, that 
permanent clerks, not to exceed two, one to be known as chief clerk, 
may be employed the whole year at such compensation as the board may 
determine. They shall also have the power to employ six temporary 
assistants during the months of May and June for the purpose of obtain- 
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ing the list of polls and incidental personal property, compensation not 
to exceed three dollars per day. Said Assistant Assessors shall be 
appointed by the Mayor, subject to conformation by the Board of Aider- 
men and Common Council. 


Sect. 7. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed February 28, 1899. 


An Ordinance establishing an inspection of wires department, 

* 

AND GOVERNING THE SAME. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. An Inspection of Wires Department is hereby estab- 
lished, of which the Inspector of Wires shall be the head. 


Sect. 2. The Inspector of Wires shall have supervision of all electric 
and other wires erected upon, over or under any street, way or building, 
and of every wire within any building where such wire is designed to 
carry an electric current, and shall have authority over, and shall inspect 
such wires, their condition, attachments, insulation, supports and appli- 
ances ; he shall require all persons and corporations owning or operating 
wires to place and arrange all posts, arms, fixtures, insulating supports, 
attachments and appliances so as to secure safety to life and property, 
and shall see that the provisions of ^Chapter 404 of the Acts of 1890 and 
all other laws, ordinances and regulations relating to electric and other 
wires are strictly enforced, and shall give prompt notice to any person or 
corporation owning or operating any such wire, when in his judgment 
the same is unsafe, or is not placed, kept and maintained in accordance 
with the requirements of said chapter or the provisions of any other law, 
ordinance or regulation. 


Sect. 3. Said inspector shall, at least once in each year, inspect all 
posts supporting electric or other wires upon or over any street or build- 
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ing, and all supports of such wires when attached to buildings, and ascer- 
tain if said posts and supports are kept in proper condition and not weak- 
ened by decay or other causes ; and in case any person or corporation 
owning, leasing, or operating wires shall neglect or refuse to maintain 
said supports in proper condition for safety, the inspector shall cause said 
fixtures and supports to be put in proper condition at the expense of the 
person or corporation owning or operating the same, after first giving the 
person or corporation due notice in writing of his intended action. 


Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the inspector to cause to be removed 
all dead wires of whatever nature, attached to buildings, if, in his judg- 
ment, they are in a dangerous condition or liable to become dangerous to 
life or property, and he shall notify in writing the person or corporation 
owning, leasing or operating such wires of his desire for the removal of 
any wire, and give them at least ten days in which to comply with the 
requirements, except in cases in which, in his judgment, there is immedi- 
ate liability of injury to person or property from the wire and in all 
such cases the notice shall require their removal forthwith. In the event 
of the refusal of any person or corporation to take proper action, the in- 
spector may cause the work to be done and the expense to be charged to 
the owners. 


Sect. 5. No person or corporation shall allow any piece of wire to 
be left on the suriace of any street or sidewalk, or to permit unused fix- 
tures, coils or loose ends of wire to remain attached to auy cross-arm or 
post more than twenty-four hours without special permission. 


Sect. 6. Every person or corporation operating electric or other 
wires over or under any street, way or building in the city, upon request 
of the inspector shall furnish within fifteen days thereafter accurate lists 
of the posts or other supports of their wires, the location of couduits and 
manholes, with information as to location, where, and what service is 
rendered, whether telegraphic, telephonic, power or electric lighting, 
and in the latter case, whether arc or incandescent current is used. 


Sect. 7. The said inspector, upon request, shall also be furnished 
by any person or corporation operating or owning electric wires with 
such information as to kind, size and tested strength of supporting 
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or service wires, the maximum volts used, together with such other 
information as may be necessary to the faithful and effectual discharge of 
his duties. 


Sect. 8. All wires, appliances and apparatus in the interior of 
public buildings or on private premises which are intended for the trans- 
mission of electricity, either for isolated lighting or power, or to be con- 
nected with an outside circuit, shall be made, placed and arranged, and 
at all times kept safe to the satisfaction of the inspector ; and said 
inspector may at all proper and reasonable times have access to such 
wires and apparatus. 


Sect. 9. In no case shall a current of electricity be connected to any 
system of wiring or apparatus intended to be used for power or lighting, 
without permission first being obtained and a written permit granted by 
the Inspector of Wires ; the jurisdiction of the inspector is intended to 
include all public and private electrical systems that are now and may 
hereafter be installed in the City of Towell. 


This ordinance is not intended to govern or call for the inspection of 
electric bell systems, private or public telephones inside of public or 
private buildings, or the interior apparatus or boxes of the fire alarm or 
police system of the city. 


Sect. 10. No person or corporation shall change the position or 
make additions to any wiring system, or install any new work or elec- 
trical apparatus without first notifying the inspector, and he given full 
opportunity to inspect the same before such work is completed ; and 
when any electric wires designed to carry an electric light or power 
current are to be concealed, the inspector must be notified before work is 
commenced, and he shall give his permission and approval for all such 
work and connections immediately, unless in his judgment such apparatus 
or wiring endangers life or property or is not in accordance with the laws 
and ordinances, or in conformity with the established insurance rules. 


Sect. 11. The inspector shall require that the established rules and 
regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters shall be complied 
with, both for outside and interior construction. 
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Sect. 12. It shall be the duty of the Inspector of Wires to carry out’ 
any order of the Mayor and Board of Aldermen on any matters referred 
to him by them, coming under the laws or ordinances, and all questions 
of right and authority shall be determined by the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen upon any appeal or refusal of any person or corporation to 
comply with the requirements of the inspector an<J the laws and 
ordinances. 


Sect. 13. The inspector of Wires shall keep a record of all inspec- 
tions and permits in a book provided for the purpose and this book shall 
be open to inspection (at all reasonable times) by any interested parties. 


The Inspector shall make monthly reports of his doings to the 
Mayor and Board of Aldermen, and an annual report to the City 
Council. 


Sect. 14. Whoever violates or fails to comply with any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance after being duly notified in writing by the 
inspector shall forfeit and pay for each offence not less than ten or more 
than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 15. The Inspector of Wires shall be on duty eight hours per 
day, from 9 A. M. till 5 P. M. each regular working day, and at such 
other times as cases of emergency may require, and shall receive such 
compensation as may be determined by the City Council. Said inspector 
shall devote his whole time to the service of the city, and shall engage 
in no other business or calling. [Approved July 26, 1899. 


An Ordinance to provide for the election of a city physician 
and defining his duties. (Repealed 1905.) 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. There shall be chosen immediately after the approval of 
this ordinance and thereafter annually in the month of March or April, 
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and whenever a vacancy occurs, by concurrent vote of both branches of 
the City Council, a City Physician, who shall enter upon the duties of his 
office on the first day of May in each year and until his successor is 
chosen, unless sooner removed therefrom in the manner provided by 
law. 


Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Physician to attend upon all 
patients under the care of the city authorities at the City harm or Police 
Station ; to make a report annually in April to the City Council covering 
the services rendered by him during the previous year. In case of an 
alarm by any infectious or contagious disease to give to either branch of 
the City Council or any committee thereof all such professional advice 
and counsel as they may request of him, and generally to perform such 
other professional services as may reasonably be required of him by the 
Mayor or the City Council, or the Superintendent of the City Farm. 


Sect. 3. Chapter 12 of the Revised Ordinances is hereby repealed. 
[Approved June 27, 1900. 


An Ordinance prohibiting heavy teaming and trucking upon 

THE SPEEDWAY PORTION OF THE PAWTUCKET BOULEVARD. 


Ee it ordained, etc., as follows: 

Section 1. The driving or drawing of heavy wagons, carts, trucks or 
similar vehicles used for the purposes of transportation of stone, lumber, 
coal, ice, express packages, groceries, or other merchandise requiring for 
the transportation of the same a vehicle exceeding in weight a family 
carriage, buggy, carry-all or similar vehicle used principally for pleasure 
driving or recreation, is hereby prohibited upon that portion of Pawtucket 
Boulevard commonly called the Speedway ; provided, however, that this 
prohibition shall not apply to any vehicle used for the purpose of trans- 
porting any article or material necessary for the improvement or repair 
of said speedway, or of any portion of said boulevard, or of the structures 
connected with the water plant in said boulevard. 
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Sect. 2. Any person who shall violate any provision of Section t of 
this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offense. [Approved July 31, 1900. 


An Ordinance providing for the printing oe the union label 

ON ALL PRINTING FOR THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. That all printed matter for the City of Lowell shall here- 
after bear the imprint of the Union Label of the Allied Printing Trades 
Council of Lowell, Mass. 

Sect. 2. That in calling for bids for city printing hereafter, the Chief 
of the Department of Supplies shall make stipulation in accordance with 
Section 1 of this ordinance. ' 


Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed December 15, 1900. 


An Ordinance establishing the office of clerk of com- 
mittees. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. There shall be a Clerk of Committees, to be chosen by 
concurrent vote of both branches of the City Council as soon as may be 
after the enactment of this ordinance, who shall enter upon the duties of 
his office immediately after his election, and hold the same for a period 
of three years from and after January 1, 1901, and until his successor is 
elected and qualified. Thereafter the City Council shall, in the month of 
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January following the expiration of each three-year term, choose a Clerk 
of Committees who shall hold office for three years. Such Clerk of 
Committees shall receive such compensation as the City Council shall 
determine. 


Sect. 2. He shall make a proper record in books kept for the pur- 
pose, of all proceedings and transactions, and keep a calendar of all 
meetings of the committees of which he is clerk. He shall perform such 
other duties and services, in making estimates and computations, drawing 
orders and reports, and rendering assistance, as such committees shall 
require. 


Sect. 3. On the request of the chairman of any committee, the said 
Clerk of Committees shall authorize the City Messenger to notify all 
committee members of the time and place of meeting. 


Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Passed 
December 18, 1900. 


An Ordinance reeating to^advertising bices and posters. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. No person, firm or corporation shall distribute or cause to 
be distributed in or upon any street, way, common or place within the 
limits of the City of Lowell, or post or cause to be posted on any bill- 
board, fence, wall or structure, or shown in windows, any card, circular, 
bill, lithograph, or advertisement whatsoever, containing any cut, photo- 
graph, painting or pictorial representation of any kind, for the purpose 
of advertising or calling attention to any show, circus, play or exhibition, 
whether given, or to be given, within or without the City of Lowell, 
without having first submitted the same to the Supt. of Police and 
obtaining his approval thereof, and of such distributing or posting. 
And no such card aforesaid, bill or advertisement shall be distributed or 
posted, as aforesaid, without having attached thereto or printed or pasted 
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thereon, a statement that it has been approved by the Supt. of Police of 
Dowell, and the date of such approval. 


Sect. 2. Whoever violates the provisions of this ordinance, shall, on 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offence. 


Sect . 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed December 27, 1901. 

(Amended, ordinance 1902.) 


An Ordinance- amending an ordinance entitled “ an ordinance 

RELATING TO THE CONSTRUCTION OF BUILDINGS.” 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 


That an ordinance entitled, ” Relating to the construction and repair 
of buildings ” be and the same is hereby amended by striking out the 
third section thereof and inserting in place thereof the following 
sections : 


Sect. 3. Any person who shall violate any provisions of Section 1 of 
this ordinance shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
($20.00) for each offence. 


Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed December 27, 1901. 
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An Ordinance: relating to the approval oe bills and claims 
payable from the appropriation for incidentals. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section i. Every bill and claim against the city which, if correct,, 
would be chargeable to the Appropriation for Incidentals, shall, before 
being passed by the Committee on Accounts, be submitted to the Mayor, 
who shall examine the same and endorse thereon a statement that he does 
or does not object to the payment of the same or any of the items 
thereof. He shall then return such bill or clain to the City Auditor or 
the Committee on Accounts, and if he objects to the payment of said bill 
or claim, in whole or in part, he shall submit to said auditor or to said 
committee with said bill when so returned, a specific statement in writing 
signed by him of his objections thereto and his reasons for such objection, 
[Approved December 27, 1901. 


An Ordinance relating to shade trees on the public streets 

OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

First. That no person or corporation shall be allowed to remove any 
shade trees on the streets of the City of Dowell without first filing a peti- 
tion requesting authority for the lemoval of the same from the City 
Council of said city. 


Second. All petitions for the removal of shade trees on the streets of 
Dowell shall be referred to the aldermanic members of the Committee on 
Streets of the City of Dowell. 

Third. That the aldermanic members of the Committee on Streets 
shall constitute and be known as the Committee on Shade Trees. 
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Fourth. That on the presentation of a petition for the removal of a 
shade tree as aforesaid and after its reference to the Committee on Shade 
Trees, they shall cause a notice to be posted on the tree by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets or by some person authorized by him, said notice to set 
forth that a petition for the removal of the tree upon which the notice 
has been posted has been filed ; said notice shall also give the time and 
place where all persons interested can be heard at a public hearing by 
said committee. The above notice shall be posted on the tree at least 
seven days before the time set for the hearing. 


Fifth. That the Superintendent of Streets or the Committee on 
Shade Trees shall not authorize the removal of any shade tree in the City 
of Lowell except in accordance with the preceding sections. In case 
where the Superintendent of Streets or the Committee on Shade Trees are 
satisfied that public necessity by reason of danger to life and property 
requires the immediate removal of a shade tree, the superintendent or 
said Committee may authorize such removal without complying with the 
conditions named in the preceding sections. 


Sixth. Any person or corporation violating this ordinance or any 
provisions of the same, shall be punished for each offence by a fine not 
exceeding twenty dollars. 


Seventh. All ordinances or parts of ordinances inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. [Approved December 27, 1901. 


An Ordinance amending an ordinance entitled “ relating to- 
advertising BILLS AND POSTERS.” 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

That the Ordinance entitled “ Relating to advertising bills and 
posters,” passed by the City Council and approved by the Mayor 
December 27, 1901, be and is hereby amended by striking out all after the 
enacting clause and inserting in place thereof, the following : — 
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Section I. No person, firm or corporation shall distribute, or cause 
to be distributed in or upon any street, way, common or place within the 
limits of the City of Lowell, or post or cause to be posted on any bill- 
board, fence, wall or structure, or shown in windows, any card, photo- 
graph, painting or pictorial representation of any kind for the purpose 
of advertising or calling attention to any burlesque show, whether given 
or to be given within or without the limits of the City of Lowell ; nor 
shall any person, firm or corporation distribute or cause to be distributed 
within the limits of the City of Lowell any pamphlet or circular contain- 
ing advertisements therein or aphrodisiac cures, without having first sub- 
mitted the same to the Superintendent of Police and obtaining his 
approval of such posting and distributing. And no such card, bill, 
pamphlet, circular or advertisement aforesaid shall be posted or dis- 
tributed without having attached thereto, or printed or pasted thereon, a 
statement that it has been approved by the Superintendent of Police of 
the City of Lowell, and the date of such approval. 

Sect. 2. No person, firm or corporation shall throw, deposit, drop 
-or leave, nor cause to be thrown, deposited dropped or left in any high- 
way or upon the doorsteps or within the hallway of any dwelling house 
within the limits of the City of Lowell, any sample of medicinal or toxic 
substance, either in package or bulk and shall leave such sample of 
medicinal or toxic substance in a dwelling house only with the consent 
and approval and in the possession of an adult occupant. 


Sect. 3. Whoever violates the provisions of this ordinance shall, 
on conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offence. 


Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved 1902. 


An Ordinance regulating the operation of motor cycles in 
THE CITY OF LOWELL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. No motor cycle shall be ridden upon the streets, avenues, 
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boulevard, parks or commons of the City of Eowell, unless the motor of 
such cycle shall be fully covered and provided with mufflers designed 
expressly to deaden the noise of a motor cycle. 


Sect. 2. Any person who violates the provisions of the preceding 
section, shall be punished by a fine not exceeding ten dollars for each 
offence. 


Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Ap- 
proved 1902.

An Ordinance officially designating city institution buildings 

IN CHELMSFORD STREET AS THE LOWELL CITY HOSPITAL AND 
ALMSHOUSE. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

That the City Institution buildings located in Chelmsford Street be 
designated and hereafter known as the Eowell City Hospital and Alms- 
house. 

This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved April 
10, 1903. 


An Ordinance amending sections 12 and 16 of chapter 39 of the 

REVISED ORDINANCES. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

That Section 12 of Chapter 39 of the Revised Ordinances be amend- 
ed by striking out the words “ board of aldermen ” in the fifth and sixth 
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lines of said section, and inserting instead thereof the words “ Superin- 
tendent of Stieets ; ” and that Section 16 of said chapter be amended by 
striking out the words “ Superintendent of Streets,” and by striking out 
the word they ” in the fourth line and inserting instead thereof the 
words “ board of aldermen ; ” so that said section shall read as follows : 


Sect. 12. No person shall break or dig up the ground in any street, 
townway, highway, or common and public passageway, in the city, nor 
erect any staging for building thereon, or pile or deposit thereon any 
earth, bricks, lumber or other building material, without a written license 
from the Superintendent of Streets, and without faithfully complying 
with the conditions of such license. 


Sect. 16. In all cases in which license may be given by the Superin- 
tendent of Streets to obstruct any highway, street, townway, or passage- 
way as described in the twelfth section of this chapter, the Board of 
Aldermen may impose such reasonable conditions and limitations with 
regard to the erection of barricades, the maintaining of lights and the 
taking of other precautions for the security of travellers and passengers 
as they may consider necessary. 


This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved Octo- 
ber 9, 1903. 


An Ordinance authorizing the superintendent of police to 

PARTITION OFF STREETS, WAYS OR SIDEWALKS FOR THE PROTEC- 
TION OF THE PUBLIC. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section -1. For the protection and safety of the public, the Superin- 
tendent of Police is authorized to partition off with rope, wire or other 
material, any portion or portions of any street, way or sidewalk within 
the limits of the City of Lowell on the occasion of any public observance, 
celebration or procession, or upon any other occasion when, in the opin- 
ion of the said Superintendent of Police, it becomes necessary. 
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Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage [Approv- 
ed October 9, 1903. 


An Ordinance to provide for the election of a city physician 

AND DEFINING HIS DUTIES. 


Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. There shall be a City Physician, to be chosen by concur- 
rent vote of both branches of the City Council as soon as may be after 
the enactment of this ordinance, who shall enter upon the duties of his 
office upon December 1, 1905, and hold the same, unless sooner removed 
therefrom in the manner provided by law, for a period of three years 
from and after said December 1, 1905, and until his successor is elected 
and qualified. ‘Thereafter the City Council shall, in the month of Octo- 
ber or November immediately preceding the expiration of each three- 
year term, choose a City Physician who shall hold office for three years 
from the first day of December following and until his successor is chosen 
and qualified, unless sooner removed therefrom in the manner provided 
by law. Whenever a vacancy occurs the City Council shall choose a 
city physician who shall fill the remainder of the unexpired term, un- 
less sooner removed in the manner provided by law. 


Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Physician to attend upon 
all patients under the care of the city authorities at the City Farm or 
Police Station ; to make a report annually in April to the City Council 
covering the services rendered by him during the previous year. In case 
of an alarm by an infectious or contagious disease to give to either 
branch of the City Council or any committee thereof all such profession- 
al advice and counsel as they may request of him, and generally to per- 
form such other professional services as may be reasonably required of 
him by the Mayor or the City Council, or the Superintendent of the City 
Farm. 


Sect. 3. The ordinance approved June 27, 1900 entitled “An Ordi- 
nance to provide for the election of a City Physician and defining his du- 
ties M is hereby repealed, said repeal to take effect December 1, 1905. 
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Sect. 4. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. [Approv- 
ed December 9, 1905. 


An Ordinance amending section thirteen of chapter five of 

THE REVISED ORDINANCES OF THE CITY OF LOWELL. 


Be it ordained etc., as follows : 

That section 13 of chapter 5 of the Revised Ordinances of the City 
of Lowell be amended by inserting it the twelfth line, after the word 
“ buildings ” the words “except those of steel construction”; and by 
adding to the end of said section 13 the following words : “Buildings of 
steel construction shall be erected in accordance with the Fire Un- 
derwriters Code ”, so as to read as follows : 


Section 13. The exterior and party walls of all buildings hereafter 
erected, wholly or in part within said district, shall be built of brick, 
stone, iron or other hard and incombustible material. All such walls 
when constructed of brick, stone, or other incombustible substance, shall 
be solidly and firmly laid in mortor or cement, and shall not be less 
than eight inches thick, and the roof shall be securely covered with 
slate, tin, gravel or other incombustible material. And if the building 
is more than thirty-two feet in height, then the walls to the height of the 
first story shall not be less than sixteen inches thick, and those above the 
first story not less than twelve inches. In all three story buildings, ex- 
cept those of steel construction, the walls of the first two stories shall 
not be less than sixteen inches thick. Buildings of steel construction 
shall be erected in accordance with the Fire Insurance Underwriters 
Code. [Approved February 9, 1906. 


An Ordinance to create a commission to acquire a site and to 

RE-BUILD HUNTINGTON HALL. 

Be it ordained, etc., as follows : 

Section 1. There shall be chosen in the manner hereinafter provid-

ed, four citizens of Lowell who shall hold no other municipal office, 
who, together with the mayor for the time being, ex-officio, shall constitute 
a commission to be known as the Huntington Hall Commission. The 
members of said commission shall not receive any salary or emolument 
for their services, and shall, unless sooner removed in the manner pro- 
vided by law, hold their respective offices until the completion of the 
building hereinafter mentioned, and upon the declaration by the mayor 
in writing filed with the city clerk that the work contemplated by this 
ordinance has been fully completed, the authority of said commission 
shall cease and determine. 


Sect. 2. Within thirty (30) days after the enactment of this ordi- 
nance, the Board of Aldermen and the Common Council shall meet in 
joint convention and elect four persons as above specified to be members 
of said commission. If any member so elected shall decline to serve, or 
if by the death, resignation or removal from office of any member of said 
commission a vacancy shall exist, the city Council shall, in joint con- 
vention, elect a new member to fill such vacancy. 


Sect. 3. Said commission shall have the general charge and manage- 
ment of all matters pertaining to the erection of a new public hall to 
take the place of Huntington Hall recently destroyed by fire ; shall se- 
lect and purchase or otherwise acquire a site therefor, and shall do, or 
cause to be done, all things necessary for the erection of a suitable and 
commodious public hall with such appurtenances and furnishings as they 
may deem proper. They shall make all contracts in relation thereto ex- 
cept for the purchase of material and supplies, but no contract so made 
involving the expenditure of more than three hundred dollars($3oo) shall 
be valid and binding upon the city until approved by the mayor in writ- 
ing ; and no expenditure shall be made by said commission under the 
authority of this ordinance until the city council has duly voted an 
appropriation therefor. 


Sect. 4. The chairman of the board of aldermen and the president 
of the common council shall constitute a committee to submit to said 
joint convention a list of four names as nominees for commissioners ; such 
names shall be voted on separately, and in case of failure to elect any 
one or more of the persons so named, new names shall be submitted by said 
committee until four persons shall have been elected, who, together with 
the mayor, shall constitute such commission. [Approved May 15, 1906.

REPORTS 



Report of the School Committee 


The committee on reports, complying with the 
statutes of the Commonwealth, hereby respectfully sub- 
mit the annual report of the School Board of Lowell for 
the year nineteen hundred and five. 

It is with much satisfaction that we announce that 
our schools are enjoying at the present time a pros- 
perity almost unprecedented. Pupils and teachers have 
been singularly* blessed with good health, and the fruits 
of this priceless possession have been conspicuous in 
the improved attendance, deportment and scholarship of 
the pupils, and the added efficiency of their faithful 
instructors. Through the untiring efforts of Mr. A. K. 
Whitcomb, our superintendent, and his corps of cultured 
assistants, Lowell has become a beacon light in the 
educational realm of New England. This standard, 
however, could only be possible with superior service, 
which we pride ourselves in having, but which we regret 
to say is still inadequately compensated. Financial 
conditions do not yet appear to warrant a general 
increase in teachers’ salaries, although such has been 
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contemplated for some time and the first step in this 
direction was taken last year when the salaries of the 
High School teachers were advanced in accordance with 
a graduated scale which the committee adopted at that 
time and which scale we earnestly hope all teachers will 
be the beneficiaries of in the very near future. 

It is also our pleasure to report that the average 
per cent, of attendance of the children between the ages 
of five and fifteen is well maintained in all our schools, 
and we are gratified to note the marked increased atten- 
dance at the High School as compared with ten years 
ago. In 1895 the number of pupils belonging in High 
School was 633 and the number belonging in 1905 was 
884, an increase of 40 per cent., showing that the people 
of Lowell appreciate the advantages of a higher educa- 
tion for their children. 

While the School Board warmly commends the 
citizens of Lowell for their endeavors to give their sons 
and daughters every opportunity to advance in 
knowledge, it mentions in fear and trembling that this 
extended education costs the department money . An 
obvious conclusion, yet there are those who fail to see 
why the schools cost more now than they did fifty 
years ago. 

With the establishment and equipment of a com- 
mercial course in our high school a few years ago an 
expense equal to one dollar per pupil for the whole 
school has been incurred by reason of the additional 
number of male teachers required and the high-priced 
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supplies necessary for this course. But the High 
School earned in tuitions this year upwards of sixty-five 
hundred dollars which if deducted from the general 
expenses of the school would reduce the cost per pupil 
to about thirty-three dollars — a sum much below the 
average cost per pupil in the other high schools in the 
State. The excellent reputation of the Lowell High 
School amply justifies the cost of its maintenance. 

The increased cost of the school department in 
recent years is due mainly to the removal of the resi- 
dents from the central part of the city to the outlying 
districts, thus reducing the number of pupils per teacher 
in the existing schools and at the same time creating a 
demand for schools and teachers in the new localities. 
This condition is not confined to any particular locality 
or to any particular grade of schools ; all are affected 
more or less. But the Colburn Grammar School has 
suffered a decided decrease and may ultimately be 
abandoned. 

Another cause for the department’s heavy expense 
this year was the many imperative repairs, including 
improvements in heating and ventilating, for which the 
City Government failed to make the necessary appro- 
priation, and consequently they had to be paid for out 
of the school fund. 

The pressing need of better accommodation for the 
pupils in some of our schools is a matter which demands 
the immediate attention of the City Government. In 
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the Butler School for example, the children are obliged, 
for the lack of better facilities, to take their recreation 
either in the basement of the building or in the public 
street, a state of affairs wherein not only is the health of 
the little ones jeopardized but their very lives are in 
peril. And with the event of new industries in this 
neighborhood, the population will naturally increase ; 
and where shall the new pupils be taken care of when 
this school is already over-crowded ? 

The Howard and Grand street schools, which have 
been, because of the committee’s vigilance in maintain- 
ing them in a sanitary condition, a burden of expense 
for several years, should be replaced as soon as possible 
by one eight-room building which should have a central 
location and which should accommodate the primary 
scholars now in the Abraham Lincoln school building, 
who are occupying rooms needed for grammar pupils 
next term. 

The Ennell street school in Centralville when com- 
pleted will suffice for the present needs of this section. 
It would make an ideal situation for the Training School 
in the event of its having to remove from the Colburn 
School. 

The temporary annex erected in the Highland 
school yard does not relieve the crowded condition ol 
this school as was expected. The greatest benefit to 
this school, with regard to efficiency and economy would 
accrue from the addition of a twelve-room wing to the 
building.

The committee does not think it advisable to build 
at present a new school house on the land purchased by 
the city this year in the Highlands. 

The cost per room for supervision alone in a six- 
room school would be two hundred and fifty dollars 
more than in a twenty-four-room school. 

The re-organization of the Evening Drawing School 
this year has resulted in greater efficiency in the teach- 
ing department and in a more economical management. 
The number of teachers has been reduced, the studies 
are confined to mechanical and free hand drawing and 
architecture only, and the entire school has been placed 
under the supervision of the Superintendent of Schools. 
The salary saving will be fully $1200. 

Early in the year the committee on private schools 
with the superintendent visited the following parochial 
schools : St. Michael’s, Sacred Heart, Immaculate 
Conception, St. Patrick’s and St. Joseph’s. The com- 
mittee were cordially received everywhere throughout 
their visit and were given every opportunity to examine 
into the courses of study pursued and were pleased to 
find that they were in every respect equivalent to those 
of the public schools.' The principals were advised to 
take advantage of the rule adopted by the school board 
last year in regard to admitting to the High School 
pupils from private schools on recommendation of their 
principals, and as a result 34 pupils from these schools 
entered High School in September, and the satisfactory 
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working of this rule thus far proves the wisdom of its 
adoption. 

For statistics and further details of topics touched 
upon in this report you are respectfully referred to the 
report of the Superintendent of Schools.

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SCHOOL CENSUS AND ATTENDANCE. 


The enumeration of children between five and fifteen years of 
age made by the truant officers in September, resulted in a record 
of 14,65S names, a gain of 36S over the school census of 1904. The 
attendance upon the public schools in the same month was 10,9S4, 
and as nearly half as many more pupils were in private and paro- 
chial schools it is evident that nearly all children of school age were 
in schools of one kind or another, a conclusion which was well cor- 
roborated by the investigations of the census takers. They found, 
indeed, only about a dozen families, the mtist of them new-comers, 
who were remiss in their duty as to the education of their children, 
and these promised an immediate reform. In most eases the promise 
was kept, and in the few where it was not the children were so fol- 
lowed lip that by the time the census was finished all children dis- 
closed by it were in school. The advantage of having the census 
taken at the beginning of the year instead of in May, as formerly, is 
obvious, especially if, as with us, it is taken by the truant officers. 
The census this year was taken by Messrs. Thornton, Williams and 
Roussin, Mr. Kelly giving his whole time in September to truant 
work. 


RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES. 

Salaries in day schools were larger than in 1904 by $5,694, and 
in evening schools by about $1,000. The increase in day school ex- 
penditures was due in part to an increase in the number of teachers 
and in part to an increase of salaries in a few individual eases and 
to all temporary or newly elected teachers. Forty years ago a young 
woman with only a grammar school education could be elected with- 
out training or experience, if she could get votes enough, and very 
properly she was required to begin with less than maximum pay. 
For many years the rule was to pay inexperienced substitutes and 
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temporary teachers $1.25 a day and newly elected teachers $450 for 
their first year, $500 for the second and maximum salary, $600, 
thereafter. As it is now, no inexperienced teachers are ever em- 
ployed, except for temporary service in case of emergency, and no 
teachers have been elected in recent years who have not added at 
least three years of successful experience to a college or normal edu- 
cation. This is more both of training and experience than was 
formerly required to enable a teacher to reach maximum salary, and 
the committee feel that under the changed conditions it is no longer- 
fair to withhold full pay for two years after election. Teachers 
now, therefore, receive $600 as soon as elected, and all teachers 
serving under temporary appointment receive $2.50 a day. That 
this is just is generally conceded, but it increases totals all the 
same, and an increase in totals is always unpopular, even with those- 
who approve in detail the larger payments which produce the in- 
creased aggregate. Increased expenditure in evening schools was 
due to an increase in the number of teachers and not at all to higher 
pay. 

It is very popular in some quarters to compare the cost of the 
schools and the number of pupils ten or twenty years ago with the 
same items today, and to show that expenses have increased in a far 
greater proportion than has the number of pupils. That this is a 
fact cannot be denied, and it is well, I think, that the reason for it 
should be frankly stated. The increase, then, is not due to a gen- 
eral increase in salaries, for the pay of grade teachers has not 
changed in forty years, although the cost of living has increased in 
that time by one-third and the wages of almost everybody else have 
increased proportionately. Nor is it due to that part of the depart- 
ment’s expenses which we designate as bills in distinction from 
salaries. Despite the fact that improved systems of ventilation re- 
quire nearly twice as much coal, to say nothing of the cost of elec- 
tric motors for ventilating purposes; that we now have to pay several 
thousand dollars a year for board of truants in a school which did 
not exist in the days of our fathers, more’s the pity; that we now 
earn about $7,000 a year in tuitions for which we receive no credit; 
despite these things and a dozen others like them, the expense per 
pupil for items other than instruction has not materially increased 
since free text books were introduced in 1881. 

Expenses have increased largely, however, in two directions r 
First, the high school has more than doubled in size in quite recent 
years, and this increase has been largely in two new departments, 
those of manual training and of practical business. Both of th^se 
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departments are exceedingly popular; no citizen would wish them to 
be less than they are, but, both in supplies and in cost of instruction, 
(men teachers instead of women) they are undeniably Costly. The 
same is true of kindergartens, which are good enough so that no one 
dares face the public with a serious proposition to abolish them, but 
which are also costly in comparison with the number of children in 
them. Far more effective than either of these things, however, is the 
decrease in the number of pupils assigned to each teacher. Were 
we willing to return to conditions like those when Miss Neal, who 
is still with us, began teaching in Lowell we could cut all our ex- 
penditures in halves at once, and save fully $100,000 ! She had more 
than 200 different pupils in her room in one year, once, and kept 
up an average of 90 in actual daily attendance, divided into all the 
grades of the primary school at that, and with promotions to a gram- 
mar school four times each year. Today our average is less than 34 
to the teacher, and more than one grade in a room is a rarity. No 
longer ago than ten years the average per teacher was 42, and a re- 
turn to that number would decrease our expenses for salaries more 
than $40,000. The question for the public to decide is whether the 
decrease in pupils is worth the increase in cost. It is but fair to say 
that teachers, schoolmen of all classes, and citizens generally so far 
as I know, are pretty nearly unanimous in favoring the decrease in 
number of pupils to the teacher, but those who favor, and those who 
do not, if there are any such, ought to know, as they will if they 
study carefully the conditions here stated, just where to place the 
responsibility for the increase. Now it is not pleasant to stand 
alone; to do so is to lose favor at home and abroad, but I cannot be 
honest with myself or the public without saying that, in the present 
state of the finances of the city, I think we have gone far enough, 
and indeed a little too far, in this direction, and I am willing to 
stand up and be counted among those, if any such there be, who 
think that the average number of pupils to the teacher throughout 
the city should be forty instead of thirty-four as at present. 

In bills, that is in expenses for fuel, text books, repairs, etc., 
there was an increase this year of a little over $3,000. Coal cost 
more by $500, and repairs were greater by nearly $2,500, facts which 
show that on items where economy is possible the usual economy 
was practised. The total expenses of the department were $309,- 
245.84, as already stated. In 1906 they will inevitably be somewhat 
larger. We shall begin that year with eight more teachers than 
were in service Jan. 1, 1905, and if we open the Ennell street school 
house in 1906, as is now expected, we must expend about $1,000 on 
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equipment and a year’s stock of fuel. My estimate for the year is 
$312,000, and the city council will be asked for an appropriation for 
that amount. 

Compared with the amounts expended for instruction, those ex- 
pended for text books and supplies are small, but they are receiving* 
nmch attention elsewhere, and are always a matter of interest. In 
New York City $2.20 per student is allowed in the high schools and 
$1 per pupil in the elementary schools, on an enrollment taken in 
October, that month being' chosen as the one in which the largest at- 
tendance is expected. This sum is smaller than that used in any 
other city of which I know, and principals anl teachers there claim 
that it is inadequate. Some wealthy and liberal cities, indeed, use 
twice as much as does New York, and the average is, I think, fully 
$1.50 for all grades taken together, though I have no very extended 
or reliable data on this point. In Lowell in 1905 we expended for 
text books, writing and drawing books, stationery, apparatus and sup- 
plies for laboratories, lumber, etc., for manual training, material for 
sewing classes, kindergarten supplies, etc., etc., to include every con- 
ceivable kind of supply furnished to schools, teachers, or pupils, 
$15,133. Deducting $1000 for supplies furnished to evening schools 
and dividing the remainder by the average number of pupils belong- 
ing through the year gives a quotient of $1.35 as the expense per 
pupil. Attendance in October was 492 larger than the average for 
the year, and on that basis the average cost per pupil for supplies 
was $1.29. Averages were, of course, higher in the high school than 
in any other, made so especially by laboratory and manual training 
supplies, which aggregated $745, and commercial department sup- 
plies which amounted to $881, and the expenses of the elementary 
schools were scarcely at all above the sum allowed in New York. 

The following table gives the value of the text books and sup- 
plies furnished to each school in 1904 with the average per pupil 
based on the average number belonging: 

In explanation of the large average at the high school it should 
be stated that the average there for text books alone was but $1.78, 
and the high average of the table is due to the inclusion of $1457 for 
bookkeeping books and blanks, stationery, etc., $542 for printing and 
$315 for laboratory and manual training supplies, some of which 
items must have been excluded in the New York computations to al- 
low of getting along on an average as small as $2.20 per pupil.

Whether a large or small expenditure is a matter for commenda- 
tion or not will doubtless be a question of opinion. Some will praise 
economy, while others will consider those teachers deserving of most 
honor who have asked and obtained for themselves and their children 
most lavish supplies. In fairness, too, to some schools which differ 
widely from the average it should be said that unusual orders for 
books and material one year are sometimes compensated for by 
smaller orders the next, so that a fair comparison could only be had 
by taking the average of several years. The Bartlett primary school, 
for instance, which seems to have outdone all the rest in 1904, has 
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been very modest in its orders since. The Lincoln primary, on the 
other hand, probably owes its exceedingly small expenditure to the 
receipt of some things like paper and pencils from the grammar 
school stock, but the school next to it in smallness of expenditure 
per pupil, Pond street, with only twenty cents apiece, has no such 
reason to offer, and it is evident that its principal, Miss Hill, meant 
to close her long term of service with a good record for economy as 
well as for all things else relating to her school. Certainly Pond 
street in its appearance or work never showed any signs of the lack 
of needed supplies, and this, too, has been true of many other schools, 
for in general those rooms with small expenditures have given to the 
observer no indication of niggardliness. On the contrary some of 
those schools whose expenditures were smallest in 1904 have always 
seemed to be among the best equipped in the city, and conditions in 
the room often depend much more upon the care exercised in the use 
of books and material than upon the amount received. These facts, 
perhaps, make it proper to say here in print what I have often said 
to teachers orally that the property of the city is a sacred trust for 
both teacher and pupil, and that care and economy in its use is a 
duty of the first importance. One has, possibly, the right to be 
lavish or careless in the use of that which is his own; he has no right 
to be wasteful in the use of that which belongs to another and es- 
pecially that which belongs to the city. If this lesson is taught as 
it should be taught during the years of a child’s school life some dol- 
lars will be saved, probably, but this is the least of the reasons for 
doing it. The greater and. all sufficient reason is the impress it must 
make upon the habits and character of the pupil. Graft and waste 
in the city’s business will cease when a generation of properly trained 
and rightly influenced boys and girls shall have bcome men and 
women; upon teachers, therefore, rests a responsibility for conse- 
quences of this kind which cannot possibly be overestimated. 

It is my hope that tables of expenditure for text books and sup- 
plies, similar to the one given this year, may be continued in succes- 
sive annual reports for some years to come. Other items like the 
per capita cost of instruction, on which there is a much wider differ- 
ence than is generally supposed, the cost of water, gas, electricity, 
etc., would, I think, be matters of interest, and might tend to econ- 
omy. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 

No new school house has been erected in 1905; but one has been 
begun, another has been made usable by repairs, a third has been se- 
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cured by purchase, and land for a fourth has been paid for, a pretty 
good record for one year. 

At Ennell street, plans for a ten room building were accepted in 
January, and work on the house has progressed far enough to show 
its outline, though for a roof we must wait until next year. Pre- 
sumably the house will be finished in 1906. In the meantime the 
Lakeview avenue school, which the Ennell street building is expected 
to relieve, has increased in members so as to require the services of 
two additional teachers. Its little annex building of two rooms now 
has in it 132 pupils with four teachers. The whole school has 307 
pupils with eight teachers, and if all go to Ennell street when the 
building there is finished they will leave small room for grammar 
teachers and pupils from the Yarnum. 

The crowded condition of the Pawtucket school house, to which 
reference was made last year, has been relieved, temporarily at least, 
by the removal of the kindergarten to the old primary school house 
on Mammoth Road. This house was used as a library building for 
a score or more years after the city ceased to use it for school pur- 
poses, but more recently it had not been used for any purpose, and 
had fallen into a sad state of dilapidation. Early in the year the 
school department asked the city council to put it in condition to 
use, and later took the matter in hand itself and had the building com- 
pletely renovated and refitted with modern improvements at a cost 
of $1200. It is now in admirable condition, and makes an extremely 
satisfactory abiding place for the little people for whom it has been 
fitted. In its yard room, shade, and opportunities for gardening it 
has no equal in the city, and those interested in it promise that its 
capabilities in this respect shall be developed to their utmost next 
year, thus giving opportunity for a most interesting experiment in 
children's work in school gardening. 

In the Lincoln school house heat has been introduced into a room 
which had previously been partitioned off at the end of one of the 
wide corridors on the second floor, and ventilation has been provided 
so that quite comfortable quarters have at last been obtained for the 
kindergarten, a result which is giving great satisfaction to all con- 
cerned. 

At Lyon street the surplus pupils were accommodated, if that 
is a proper word to use for such bad quarters, in a polling booth for 
the two months before the summer vacation, and later a nearby 
dwelling house was purchased at a cost of $5200 and the arrangement 
of its rooms so changed as to provide one very fair school room, —all 
that is needed at present. 
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At the Highland school not only is the four room temporary 
building in the yard filled with pupils but another class and teacher 
have been returned to the assembly hall. Worse still the master 
thinks that he will be forced to open still another room, also in the 
assembly hall, in September next. The need of further increase of 
accommodations is obvious. 

At the Butler, yard room is still lacking, as it has been for the 
last five years, and two classes sitting and reciting in different cor- 
ners of the assembly hall indicate sufficiently the present need, and 
the inevitable necessity for better and ampler accommodations in the 
immediate future. 
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SCHOOLS AND TEACHERS. 

The average attendance of pupils has increased 165 during the 
year, and five new rooms have been opened. At the same time two 
have been closed, making a net gain of three. The rooms opened 
have been at the High School, the Highland, Sycamore street, Lyon 
street and High street. The opening of the room at Lyon street in- 
volved no increase of teaching force, the new room being taken by 
a teacher already employed as an assistant. The extra teacher em- 
ployed at London street last year has been withdrawn, the number 
of pupils there having fallen off a little, and two extra teachers have 
been added at Lakeview, where numbers have largely increased. The 
Fayette street school building of two rooms has been closed, and its 
pupils have been sent to High street. At the training school two 
more regular teachers are employed, and the practice class has been 
increased from nine to twelve. The total increase of teaching force 
in the year, therefore, has been eight, of whom five are regularly 
certified teachers and three are student teachers at the Training 
School, and the only places where more teachers are employed because 
of increase of numbers are the High School, Sycamore street and 
Lakeview avenue.

In the death of Miss Moore, the city lost a young, energetic and 
progressive teacher, and a lady whose womanliness and unaffected 
spirit of good fellowship had endeared her to all with whom she had 
been associated. 

Of those who resigned, Mrs. Chase had been out of service for 
some years; Miss Buttriek was withdrawn by the illness and death 
of her father; Misses Day, Ryder, Erskine, Blandin and Magoon re- 
tired to accept better positions elsewhere, the last two named in the 
Philippine Islands; Miss Hill, though still in good health and spirits, 
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resigned to enjoy a well earned rest, and all the others married be- 
fore they resigned. All were doing such work that they would have 
been retained if they had chosen to remain, and the majority were 
very superior teachers whose places it will be difficult to fill with 
those who will do equally well. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 

The number of pupils to enter the High School last September 
was 393, a large increase on any previous year, and the class to 
graduate next June bids fair to be nearly or quite 200, also a record 
breaking number. 

None of the courses of study in the High School are easy, nor is 
it intended that any should be so. On the contrary all are planned 
to exact faithful and persistent effort. They are not, of course, too 
difficult for the average student, and should be approached with hope 
and a full expectation of success by all who are willing to do faith- 
ful work. It should be understood, however, by students and parents 
both, that the tasks of the High School are planned and arranged 
with the clear purpose that they shall occupy the whole of the stu- 
dent’s time, with the exception of a small period each day for phy- 
sical exercise and recreation. To insure success, school must be the 
student’s business, and his only business. 

These statements are suggested by the fact that a large propor- 
tion of the boys in the High School, and in the opinion of the head- 
master a rapidly increasing proportion, are doing much outside work. 
In tne case of some this work is necessary to the support of the 
student, and is a matter of commendation rather than blame; in other 
cases the work is not difficult nor long continued and may be benefi- 
cial rather than harmful, but in a majority of cases it takes so much 
time as to encroach most injuriously upon the hours which are needed 
for study, and sometimes absorbs the interest so completely as to 
make success in school an entirely secondary matter. It is needless 
to say that in such cases failure is almost certain, and the only 
question is as to the length of time for which it may be postponed. 
Now if a boy wishes to leave school altogether for the purpose of 
securing employment, and if his parents approve, it is his privilege 
to do so, but to remain a nominal student while his interests and his 
work are elsewhere is to court failure in school and to lose time from 
other and more gainful employment. This, certainly, is not the part 
of wisdom, and students who are trying to do two things and failing 
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in both would do well to make an early choice of one and to do that 
one thing well. Nor, for the information of parents, can it be re- 
peated too often that afternoon and evening study is absolutely es- 
sential to success in the High School. And if afternoons and even- 
ings are given to anything else, either to social pleasures or to work 
for wages, and failure follows, certainly the High School curriculum 
should not be blamed. 

In the earliest years of the school there were no graduations, 
students retiring from time to time singly or in small groups as they 
became fitted for college, or unable to stay longer. There could be 
no record of those who completed the course, for there was no set 
course to complete, nor of graduates since there were no formal grad- 
uations. It is, therefore, well nigh impossible to tell the names or 
the number of those who remained in the school until fitted to enter 
college, or until they had mastered the most advanced branches 
taught in the school fifty or sixty years ago. Graduations and the 
publication of the names of the graduates in the annual reports of 
the School Committee, which began in 1859, effected a very great 
improvement in this respect, and has been a matter of much impor- 
tance to many citizens. The custom of publishing graduation pro- 
grams and names of graduates has fallen into disuse in our largest 
cities, but such things seem to me to be for us a matter of much im- 
portance and value. I am glad, therefore, to follow the custom of 
many years and give place to the program of the graduation exercises, 
which were in the Lowell Opera House, June 26, and to the names 
of the graduates, the Carney Medal scholars and Honorable Mention 
students : —

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ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS. 

Pupils in elementary schools in December number 9476, divided 
by grades as follows: —

This number is a gain of 122 over last year, and the increase in 
the number of teachers, except in the Training School, has been three, 
a number quite closely commensurate with the gain in pupils. 

Changes in the course of study have not been extensive. The 
use of the smaller text book in geography has been extended to the 
sixth grade, and the larger book is now begun in the seventh grade 
and finished in the first half of the ninth. Scudder’s Short History 
as a book for reading in the sixth grade has been replaced by Tap- 
pan’s Our Country’s Story, which is to be used as a text book and 
not merely as a reader. Guerber’s Story of the English, assigned 
hitherto to the seventh grade, has been transferred to the eighth, and 
the study of English history may be taken up, and the history of the 
United States omitted, in the last named grade, at the option of 
teachers and the master of the school. So far three schools, the 
Moody, Bartlett and Pawtucket, have chosen the English history, 
the Guerber text book being supplemented by Tappan’s or Stone’s, 
if desired. Nature study by observation was greatly stimulated by 
a course of lectures through the first half of the year by Prof. C. M. 
Weed of the Normal school, and some really excellent work was done 
in many schools. 


TRAINING school. 

Nine young ladies completed the examinations and tests pre- 
scribed by the School Committee, the last being a year of actual 
teaching in the Training School, and were granted diplomas and cer- 
tificates of qualification as teachers last June. Of the nine, three 
were graduates of colleges, two of the State Normal School at Fram- 
ingham, and four of the Normal School at Lowell. Of these gradu- 
ates one is extending her education further at the Boston Normal 
Art School, and the rest have had employment, more or less irregular 
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it must be confessed, as temporary and substitute teachers in Lowell 
ever since their graduation. A class of twelve more young ladies, 
selected by an examination held in June, entered the school in Sep- 
tember. The names of the graduates will be found in the appendix, 
following the names of elected teachers. 


SUPPLEMENTARY reading. 

Twenty years ago the schools of Lowell were all supplied with 
a set of authorized readers, and with very few other books for read- 
ing. Promotions depended on proficiency in reading orally from a 
single book. On this one book intensive study frequently produced 
excellent results, as was to be expected. The reading was almost 
always fluent, for pupils often knew large parts of the book by heart, 
and as an illustration of the results sometimes reached in spelling, 
which, in the lower grades at least, was always learned from the 
same book. I remember well one third grade teacher who always 
challenged me when I examined her class in June to find one word 
in her “authorized” reader which her class could not spell. In 
short, the one book system, while deplorably narrow and apparently 
lacking in interest, necessitated an amount of re-reading and drill 
which sometimes produced results which teachers of the present day 
might well emulate. 

The need of more books, however, seemed to be great, and fifteen 
years ago another book was added for use in each grade. The next 
year another was put upon the list, none being dropped, and this 
custom has been continued pretty regularly to the present time. 
Some years more than one has been added, until there are now far 
more books available for use in every grade than there is time to 
read. This change has been made, it should be noted, with very 
slight expense to the city. The pupil must have something to read 
in every hour devoted to this exercise, and the wear is no greater on 
two books used half of the time than on one book used all the time. 
Usually, too, a worn out book, which must be replaced anyway, can 
be succeeded by one by a different author at a cost less than that of 
the one already in use, an exchange rate being allowed on the new 
book. 

About the time when the introduction of much supplementary

reading began there arose from many so-called educators a great out- 
cry against most of the books in use, because of their diversified con- 
tents. The reading of “ complete ’ 7 books, stories and poems was de- 
manded with an emphasis somewhat amusing, at least in the retro- 
spect, and the adjective “ scrappy ’ 9 applied to the ordinary school 
reader was the most contemptuous epithet that could be used. That 
this was a half truth is still evident, but the fact that stories or 
poems only a few lines in length are sometimes just as “ complete ’ 9 
as are others which would fill several volumes was ignored or for- 
gotten. However, the craze has passed, and while we still have, 
and ever hope to have, many complete stories, essays, poems or 
books, we have had in the past five years a deluge of the old fash- 
ioned diversified readers such as has never been seen before. And 
of both kinds Lowell offers more than teachers can possibly use. 

In courses of study which are in use in other cities I frequently 
note the direction: “Read in this grade the authorized reader, and 
the ten, or twelve, or fifteen, supplementary readers which will be 
supplied.” I have, indeed, had one teacher in Lowell who used six- 
teen, and called for another, but she is the rare exception, and in ex- 
perience I have found that very few teachers care for, or can profita- 
bly use, any such numbers as is advised elsewhere. In Lowell few 
teachers havb more than seven reading books, and few less than four. 
It is, however, the policy of the School Committee to furnish just as 
many, on request, as can actually be read. 

In this connection I wish to note two things, one in the interest 
of economy and honorable dealing, and the other in the line of effec- 
tive teaching. On the first point, while I wish teachers to have just 
as much reading matter as they can profitably use, I object decidedly 
to having books still in good condition returned to the supply room 
or put upon a book shelf at the school in order that a place may be 
made for new books. Whether the new book has prettier pictures 
than the old or not I neither know nor care. If a book, authorized by 
the School Committee and selected by a teacher, is in hand and in 
good condition, no one has a right to discard it, even though another 
more attractive can be found. Teachers are, I think, in honor bound 
to first use what they have, and then, and only then, order more/ 

Second, in the interest of the best reading, I think there should 
be, alongside the abundant sight reading of which I approve, a re- 
turn, a part of the time, to the old fashioned intensive drill on one 
book, or one selection. I should like again to hear a class read a 
selection which had been often read before; a selection with which 
the class is thoroughly familiar, one in which every word is known, 
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and which can be read with the ease and expression which come only 
from thorough drill. In my opinion we have wandered too far from 
this method of teaching and of learning, and I believe we shall benefit 
our pupils if we make an occasional return to it. 


EVENING SCHOOLS. 

The evening schools opened in October with an attendance 
slightly less than that of 1904, and the falling off since has been 
greater than usual. The enrollment of the High School in the first 
week was 676 as against 764 in 1904. Of those who began, too, a 
considerable number divided their time between school and roller 
skating, with a result that they soon fell behind their mates in their 
classes in school, lost interest, and ceased to attend. Many individual 
cases of this kind are known to the teachers, and those best qualified 
to judge conclude that the pleasures of the skating rink depleted the 
school by at least one hundred students, and possibly by considerably 
more than this number. The same cause doubtless affected the vol- 
unteer attendance at the elementary schools somewhat, but could not 
have influenced the compulsory attendance, (that of minors who can- 
not read and write in English) but here, too, there was a considera- 
ble reduction of numbers in some schools, though with a correspond- 
ing increase in others. The schools with reduced attendance were 
the Varnum, Aiken avenue, Bartlett, Franklin and Green, all schools 
in which almost all pupils are French. That less children and youth 
were compelled to attend these schools on account of inability to 
read and write is a credit to the part of the city in which they are 
located, and an encouragement to all who care for the welfare and 
honor of Lowell. The attendance at the Greek schools, the Mann 
and Worthen, was about as usual, but that at the schools in the 
south and east of the city, those attended largely by Poles and 
Portuguese, showed a considerable increase. 

Since 1898 the privilege of legal employment for minors has de- 
pended wholly upon age, and not at all upon education. The age 
limit of compulsory education has been fourteen years, and boys and 
girls have been able to leave school and go to work at that age, 
whether they knew anything of letters or not. Some labor unions 
have desired to raise this age limit to sixteen years, and a bill to 
that effect has been introduced into the legislature each winter for 
several years. Noting this fact the Legislature Committee of the 
Consumers ’ League pressed a bill last winter, in the interests both 
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of education and of a lessened amount of child labor, to raise the age 
limit of school attendance, and of legal employment, to sixteen years, 
not for all children indeed, but for those who cannot read and write 
in English. This bill became a law, to take effect January 1, 1906. 
Its effect on that day will be to make illegal the employment of all 
children under sixteen years of age who cannot read and write in 
English. Others can, of course, still be employed at fourteen as be- 
fore, and those over sixteen can remain employed as before on the 
condition that they attend an evening school. 

In anticipation of the effects of this law, January 1, every effort 
has been made through the public press, through teachers and pupils, 
and through notices to employers, to have it effect harmfully just as 
few as possible. Children have been advised and encouraged to work 
hard in evening schools and elsewhere to learn English so as to be 
able to obtain or continue legal employment, and many have done so 
with the happiest results. Scores certainly, and possibly hundreds, 
have learned to read and write English in the last few months, but 
others who have tried faithfully have found the time too short, while 
the majority, indifferent to all efforts in their behalf, have dodged 
education in the present with the same skill they have shown in that 
line in all their past, a course in which they seem not infrequently to 
have had the sympathetic co-operation of their parents. 

A careful census of children likely to be affected by the law was 
made through the evening schools in November, and about 300 names 
were obtained. From this record it was concluded that it would be 
necessary to open several special day school rooms for them- at the 
beginning of the new year, but as the old year closes this does not 
seem as likely. Desiring to avoid the inconvenience likely to come 
from discharging so much help at once, the mills began to let their 
illiterate employes go one at a time as far back as November, and 
through December the weeding out process has been continued so 
effectively that it would seem that very few can be left at the be- 
ginning of January. Of those thus sent out, or threatened with dis- 
charge unless they can show an exemption certificate, some have 
demonstrated their ability to read, and have, therefore, properly been 
retained; others have dropped in here and there at regular day 
schools; others, and a much larger number, have left the city for 
places where laws are less restrictive; still others who are nearly six- 
teen will loaf, and dodge school of any kind if they can, until the de- 
sired age limit is reached at which they can return to work; so that 
altogether. the number to be provided for in day schools cannot pos- 
sibly be large. Such pupils cannot, of course, sit in the small seats 
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of our primary schools, nor can they do the work of the grammar 
schools where the seats are better adapted to their size. It would, 
indeed, be manifestly improper to place them with very small chil- 
dren. The teaching they require would be different, and I think all 
will agree that special ungraded rooms should be opened for them 
in which they should be taught mainly, and that as fast as possible, 
just those things which they need to know for congenial and success- 
ful living as a part of an English speaking nation, which is, as it 
happens, just what they need to know to enable them to pass an 
examination and return to work, as they wish to do. 

The law requires the reading and writing of simple sentences in 
English, and some differences of opinion have been formed as to how 
simple such sentences may be. Schoolmen in different cities, how- 
ever, seem to be fairly well agreed that reading should be intelligent 
as well intelligible in a book of about third or fourth reader grade, 
and that the writing should be of dictated sentences of a grade of 
difficulty about equal to those in the book used as a reader. In Con- 
necticut the standard set by law, or by the State Superintendent, is 
a proficiency about the same as that of a fifth grade in an average 
day school, and it is quite likely that some similar standard will be 
set by legislation in this state this winter. 

The state board of education claims no credit for originating or 
securing the passage of this law, but of its good results in reducing 
child labor and in largely extending the ability to' read and write in 
English there seems to be no doubt. Schools which have taught 
English ineffectively will now have stronger inducements than ever 
before to teach it effectively, and those children who would come to 
us from abroad knowing nothing of English letters will now learn 
them, or stay away. 

Upon the evening schools, however, the new law has already had 
a very noticeable result, and one which would not naturally have been 
expected. One would suppose that minors discharged from employ- 
ment for lack of education, and needing only to learn to read and 
write to be able to get back to work would flock to the evening schools 
in crowds, or would at least remain in them if already in attendance. 
Such, however, has not been the case at all. On the contrary nine 
out of ten of those sent out of the mills have as promptly taken them- 
selves out of the evening schools, and the decrease in attendance in 
the evening schools in December has been more rapid than has been 
known for many years.

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EVENING DRAWING SCHOOLS. 

Two teachers who were among those who had been longest con- 
nected with the schools have resigned this year, Mr. F. W. Farnham 
from the machine drawing class and Miss Ella C. Greene from the 
advanced free hand or art class. Both were strong teachers who 
have given quality and standing to the school, and both are greatly 
missed. The modeling class has been reduced by exclusion to include 
only the few who are deeply interested in it for practical purposes, 
and the free hand classes have been so combined as to permit a con- 
siderable reduction in the cost of instruction. 

An exhibit of work at the close of the last term drew an audience 
to fairly well fill the largest double room, and it is not too much to 
say that it surprised all who saw it by its variety and excellence.

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LABOR LAWS. 

Changes in labor laws as related to education were discussed in 
connection with evening schools. The only other change made by the 
legislature of 1904-5 was in regard to the kind of evidence of age 
to be demanded as a prerequisite to the giving of work certificates. 
Heretofore the records of the school census were allowable as evi- 
dence, but this was cut out of the new law, which went into effect 
July 1, 1905. The amended law is as follows: — 

Revised Laws, Chap. 106, Sec. 31. — “An age or schooling certificate 
shall not be approved unless satisfactory evidence is furnished by a 
certificate of birth or baptism of such minor, or by the register of 
birth of such minor with a city or town clerk, that such minor is of 
the age stated in the certificate, except that other evidence, under oath, 
may be accepted in case the superintendent or person authorized by 
the School Committee decides that neither the certificate of birth or 
baptism, nor the register of birth is available for the purpose." 

In our practice the records of the school census had never been 
of much use, so that the change was not of great consequence to us. 
Records of birth are strenuously insisted upon, but even when we 
have them from countries like Arabia, Turkey, Austria, and the like 
we are often still in doubt. The ease with which anybody can get 
a certificate from anywhere makes us suspicious, yet in general, unless 
the child is manifestly under age, we do not feel that we have a right 
to go behind the records. 

As a side light on the matter of age, in the case of immigrants, 
we have been making much use of late of the records of the com- 
missioners of immigration at Long Wharf, Boston, and Ellis Island, 
New York. These records are furnished promptly, without cost, for 
the asking. In the case of immigrants who come with a passport 
such records are undoubtedly of great value. The government of the 
home country looks very carefully after birth records, especially of 
boys, having in mind the compulsory army service which is to come 
later, and when it has to provide passports it copies these records. 
Unfortunately Greece, the country from which immigrants are now 
coming to Lowell in such large numbers, has no treaty with us by 
which it is placed under obligation to provide passports, and Greek 
minors come to us with no better record of age than is furnished by 
the ship’s manifest. If, therefore, a false age was given and ac- 
cepted when the minor left his home the ship’s manifest might 
hinder rather than help our search for the truth. When, however, 
a reference to the ship’s papers shows that a boy has increased three 
years in age while on the way from Boston to Lowell by express 
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train we find it of value to compare the father’s oath certified state- 
ment with the commissioner’s records. Just as I am writing, a girl, 
claiming to be sixteen (they are all sixteen since the new law has 
been announced) admits that she would not be helped by the records 
of the immigration office since, to obtain cheaper passage, she was 
there recorded as being but ten. In her case a birth certificate must 
be waited for, but I think the chances are more than even that when 
it arrives it will show that she is sixteen, and a little more to allow 
a safe margin. 

Beset with such difficulties, and making no claim to infallibility, 
it is probable that we have sometimes been deceived. Indeed we 
have detected our own error in a few cases, and made prompt cor- 
rection, but nobody else has ever yet detected us in a single mistake. 
We promise prompt action, not only in the withdrawal of certificates 
but in the punishment of those who have imposed upon us by fraud, 
if possible, in every case which may be reported to us by any one, 
and we suggest to critics that instead of asserting that “ there are 
hundreds” at work under age they report to us one, and give us a 
chance to act “as to justice appertains.” 

The report of the Truant Officers follows my own, and to it 
reference should be had for details. As certificates can be given in 
1906 to those minors only who can read and write a reduction in 
number is possible, a result at which all should rejoice. 

In conclusion I desire again to express my hearty thanks to the 
School Committee for continued kindness, co-operation and support, 
and to all those who are associated with me in the work of the school 
department for efficient work and kindly co-operation.

The above table is intended as an approximate estimate of the 
relative importance of the different studies, and teachers are at liberty 
to vary the time for each study within such reasonable limits as 
circumstances may require. 
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COURSES OF STUDY 
FIRST YEAR. 

Reading.— Primers or First Readers of any of the dozen or more 
authorized series. Teach at first by the sentence and word method, 
beginning with script or print on the blackboard. As soon as a few 
words are learned use phonic analysis to assist in the recognition 
of new words, and to insure distinct articulation. On the subject of 
phonetics consult Ward’s “Manual of Instruction” or Gordon’s 
“Comprehensive Method.” Give much drill on phonograms and 
their blending into words, and see that all sentences are spoken as 
wholes. The aim here, as everywhere, should be to secure compre- 
hensive thought, natural expression, correct pronunciation, distinct 
articulation and ready utterance. 

Writing.— Words and sentences from teacher’s copy on pupils’ 
desk, and from blackboard or chart. The teaching of spelling should 
be included in the same exercise. See Ward’s Manual, page 29. 
Make sure that no pupil forms the filthy and unsanitary habit of put- 
ting his pencil in his mouth. If all the letters of the alphabet have 
not been learned by the pupil by the end of the year, unconsciously, 
give a little special instruction to accomplish this object. 

Language.— Children should be led to talk freely about things 
with which they are familiar and to reproduce short stories told them 
by the teacher. Memory gems, brief maxims, and short selections of 
poetry should be learned and recited in this and all succeeding grades. 
History and literature in the form of short stories should have some 
place from the first, care being taken to have such stories very simple 
as well as short. Whenever possible make stories more interesting 
by showing objects and pictures. Begin writing short sentences and 
teach the capital at the beginning of the sentence, the capital I and 
the period and interrogation mark. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, first half to five and 
second half to ten inclusive. Use objects at first, but discard them 
as soon as pupils can do without them. Arabic and Roman notation 
to ten. Teach and use the signs -f, x, = . Teach objec- 
tively the fractions coins from one cent to 10 cents, pint, 

quart, inch. 

Physiology.— In this and all primary grades adopt in general and 
follow as far as possible the Report of the Committee of Fifteen or 
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the very similar “International Course ” of the W. C. T. U. Copies 
of these courses have been furnished, or will be supplied on request. 

Manners and Morals. — As required by the Statutes ' of the Com- 
monwealth and printed on page 26 of the Rules of the School Com- 
mittee in this and all succeeding grades. Miss Wiggings “Lessons 
on Manners/’ may well serve as a manual, especially in higher 
grades. 

Nature Study, Music and Drawing.— In all grades as directed by 
supervisors. 


SECOND YEAR. 

Reading. — Second readers, with phonetic drill as before. The 
ideal in this and all succeeding grades of the primary course is to 
have thoughts given as wholes with no hesitating over or at the 
separate words. To enable pupils to do this all new and difficult 
words should be pronounced and their meaning explained before oral 
reading is begun. Then, by questioning, make sure that the pupil 
fully understands what he has seen in print, and allow him to read, 
orally, only when he is ready to do so without halt or break. 

Writing. — Sentences and words as in the first year, and from 
dictation. If any pupils have a habit of putting pencils in mouths, 
consider it an important duty to break it up. Use capitals, the 
period and the question mark. As- before the same exercise should 
teach spelling. Oral spelling is also advised. 

Language.— Teach the use of good English by illustration in 
readings and story telling, using for this purpose selections simple 
enough to be suited to the children and yet such as are in good liter- 
ary form, and give much practice in reproductions, both oral and 
written. The literature best adapted to this grade is that of fairy 
tales and folk lore stories, and the history is that of mythology and 
legend. Local history should receive attention, and such stories as 
those of Columbus, the Pilgrims, Washington, etc., are appropriate. 
Suit history to holidays, as “The First Thanksgiving” to November, 
etc. 


Arithmetic. — Numbers, oral and written, in separations, combi- 
nations and relations, to twenty in the first half and to fifty in the 
second. Objects may be used if necessary, but ought not to be 
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greatly needed. Roman notation to fifty. Coins and dollar sign; 
pint, quart, gallon; pint, quart, peck, bushel; inch, foot, yard; hour, 
day, week, month, year; dozen. Fractions, %, %, Vg. 

THIRD YEAR. 

•Reading. — Advanced second readers, and easy third readers. 
The- habit of reproducing that which has been read, usually orally 
but sometimes in wiiting, becomes in this and succeeding grades a 
matter of the greatest importance, and every reading lesson should 
have in connection with it some work of this kind. 

Writing.— On paper with pen or pencil, and in the writing book 
with pen. In all written work in language, nature study, etc., insist 
on order, neatness, and the very best penmanship of .which the pupil 
is capable. Allow no pupil to use a pencil who puts if in his mouth; 
such pupils, if any there are, should be required to do all written 
work with pen and ink. 

Spelling. — Words and sentences copied from books or from the 
blackboard, and afterward written from dictation. New words in 
the reading lesson spelled orally, and afterward written in sentences. 
Give much drill on familiar words which are often misspelled. 

Language. — Oral and written exercises, reviewing and extending 
all work of previous grades. At the end of the year pupils should be 
able to talk in recitations or reproductions with considerable ease 
and in generally correct form, and should be able to write from dic- 
tation, or to compose and write, simple sentences legibly and cor-' 
rectly. They should have had some practice in letter writing, and 
should have such knowledge of spelling, punctuation marks, capital 
letters, and common abbreviations as is needed in such writing. The 
work to be done is indicated in the foregoing statement. 

The work in history and literature may be extended somewhat, 
both in use and in subjects. A little written reproduction may be 
added to the oral, and stories for literary culture may include myths, 
fables and folk lore, such as are given by Hawthorne in his “Won- 
der Book,” or Scudder in his collection of folk lore tales. In myths, 
choose those of natural objects, as “Ulysses and the Bag of Winds,” 
etc. History may include more stories of noted men and events. 
The history of Lowell is worthy of much attention, especially the 
story of its founding. Note use of Indian names, as Wamesit, Merri- 
mack, Pawtucket, etc. Use pictures when possible. History readers 
or story books will be furnished as asked for. 
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Arithmetic.— Numbers to one hundred. Arabic and Roman no- 
tation to one thousand. Review and extend the work of all previous 
grades. To be ready for promotion to a grammar school, children 
should be able to add columns of figures to a total of 100 rapidly and 
accurately; to know the multiplication table to ten times ten so as 
to be able to give products instantly; to use all the common tables 
of denominate numbers in simple reductions; and to add, multiply, 
subtract and divide small fractions like %, % and %. • 

Geography. — Teach points of compass with application to many 
objects in and about the school house. At appropriate times give 
observation lessons on natural phenomena, as clouds, frost, snow, etc. 
Note temperature as warm, hot, or cold, and the weather as sunny, 
cloudy or rainy. Keep weather records. For further suggestions 
consult Frye’s Primary Geography. 


GRAMMAR SCHOOLS. 

FOURTH YEAR. 

Reading.— Authorized third readers and supplementary reading 
of the same grade. Correlate history and geography with reading 
by the use of stories of heroes either real or mythological, and by 
books of travel or accounts of strange countries and unique produc- 
tions in this and in all higher grades. 

Spelling.— Words in common use, orally and in writing. Re- 
quire definitions or the use of words in sentences to make sure that 
meanings are understood. Make every written exercise a lesson in 
spelling. Select words for practice from all text books used, and for 
supplementary drill use authorized text books as follows: Worces- 
ter, first half to page 29 ; second half to page 47 ; Reed, first half to 
page 24; second half to page 3S; Morse, first half to page 10; second 
half to page 30. 

Arithmetic. — Numbers to 1000. Daily oral drill in numbers to 
100, as in the primary schools. Written work, with numbers usually 
small enough to be expressed by three figures, in addition, subtrac- 
tion, multiplication and division, no multiplier or divisor to be larger 
than 9. Use terms, sum, product, multiplier, etc., but do not require 
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definitions. Give problems in dollars and cents, using the dollar sign 
and decimal point. Continue the drill of the primary school in easy 
reductions of denominate numbers. Teach the reduction, addition, 
subtraction, multiplication, and division of the fractions %, %, %, 
1-3, 1-6, illustrating all processes by objects, but using the written 
expression from the first. Second half, continue and extend all work 
of the first half. Notation and numeration to 1,000,000. Multiplica- 
tion with multipliers large enough to be expressed by two or three 
figures; and long division, no divisor larger than 25. Decimals to 
thousandths in addition and subtraction, and in multiplicands and 
dividends in multiplication and division. 

Language.— The expression of thought, orally and in writing, in 
simple sentences and short stories, with practice in the use of such 
capital letters, punctuation marks and abbreviations as are necessary 
to correct writing. Second half, continue work of first half and odd 
the simplest forms of letter writing as outlined in the authorized 
text book to page 104. Blackboard work strongly recommended. 

Geography.— Land and water forms; making and reading maps; 
form and ‘size of the earth, equator, poles, etc. Make the work of 
the first four months “Home Geography” as far as possible, always 
using forms that can be seen as a basis for the comprehension of those 
which are beyond vision. Second half, the surface of the earth in 
its great natural divisions; climate; peoples and races. Continue to 
relate that which is distant to that which may be directly observed 
as far as possible. 

History. — As many stories should be read by the pupils, or told 
or read to them by the teacher, as time will permit, but the number 
of facts to be required for reproduction should be very few, probably 
not more than could be written on a page of foolscap, or told by a 
class in the time of a single recitation. These few, however, should 
be learned with the utmost exactness and thoroughness; they should 
be planned to form the basis of all future study of the history of the 
United States from Columbus to the end of the nineteenth century; 
should include a few dates like 1492, 1776, etc.,— a half dozen will 
do very well, but these few should be so learned as to be recalled as 
automatically as the child would recall his own name. In the recita- 
tion of facts intended to be mastered, no mistakes should be tolerated ; 
nine-tenths of the teaching, however, should not have the memorizing 
of facts, names and dates as any part of its object, but should aim 
to quicken interest, broaden vision, stimulate patriotism and develop 
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character through appreciation of courage, loyalty and virtue as ex- 
emplified in the heroes of history. Use pictures, relics, etc., to in- 
crease interest as far as possible, and remember that whatever else 
is accomplished the lesson is a failure which does not leave the class 
with a desire for further study. 

Nature Study, Drawing, and Music as directed by the supervisors 
of these branches in this and succeeding grades. Sewing under the 
direction of the special teacher in this and the next two grades. 

FIFTH YEAR. 

Reading.— Fourth readers and supplementary books. 

Spelling.— As in the fourth year, with words for supplementary 
drill, first half to page 69 in Worcester; second half to page 93; in 
Morse, first half to page 44; second half to page 64; Reed, first half 
to page 56; second half to page 79. 

Arithmetic. — Continue all the work of the previous year. What- 
ever else is omitted see that oral drill and rapid written work with 
small numbers are given prominent places on the programme. In 
written work give many examples and problems with small numbers, 
rather than a few with large numbers. Long division with divisors 
of not more than three figures. In addition to constant practice with 
fractions already learned, teach y^, y 1 ^, and continue practice 

in the use of decimals and denominate numbers. In the use of the 
authorized text book omit all the examples involving long and tedious 
operations with large numbers. Second half, continue work of the 
first half. Teach fractions to and including twenty-fourths. Teach 
least common multiple when needed as a means of finding the least 
common denominator of fractions, and factoring and cancellation 
when needed for practical use. Extend work of previous years in 
denominate numbers to include all simple reductions. 

Language.— As in the fourth grade the work is still to get from 
the pupil the expression of thought in correct language, both oral and 
written. In this work clearness of thought is of primary importance. 
The pupil must first have something to say, and then be taught to 
say it in terse and correct English. Dictation, reproduction, narra- 
tion work and letter writing are approved methods of securing the 
result desired. Second half, to work previously done add the study 
of sentences by name, as declarative, interrogative, etc., with their 
division into subject and predicate, and begin the study of words and 
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their uses in the sentence to include nouns, verbs and pronouns to 
page 210 in the authorized text book. Continue to have pupils do 
much writing on the blackboard. 

Geography.— -North America, its surface, peoples and countries; 
the United States as a whole, surface, climate, people, products and 
trade routes, making the work simple, general and elementary as 
would be suggested by authorized text books. Second half, complete 
continent study along the same lines and in the same elementary way 
as before, to page 115 in authorized text book. 

History.— First, review the facts which were taught in the fourth 
year so thoroughly and constantly that no one of them shall escape. 
Second, add about as many new facts, dates, etc., as were mastered 
in the last year, and teach them with the same thoroughness and in- 
tensity as was then demanded. Cover the whole period of the history 
of civilized man in America, selecting the new matter of this year 
so as to fill out and supplement the brief outline of the previous year, 
and relate our history to that of the world’s whole past as far as 
such relation is natural and helpful. In teaching a few indispensa- 
ble things be satisfied with nothing less than perfection, and for the 
rest and by far the most of the time have pupils read and enjoy the 
stories which are the life of history, without attempting to burden 
them with the recollection of all they read. Correlate with Geogra- 
phy, make and use maps, draw, use pictures, make collections, etc. 

Physiology.— Book No. 1 of the Union series, as a reader, with 
such comment and instruction in this and succeeding grades as shall 
comply with the following law of this state: “Physiology and hy- 
giene, which shall include special instruction as to the effects of 
alcoholic drinks, stimulants and narcotics on the human system, shall 
be taught as a regular branch of study to all pupils in schools sup- 
ported by public money.” 


SIXTH YEAR. 

Reading.— Fourth Intermediate and supplementary books. 

Spelling. — As before correlate spelling with every subject taught. 
Make every written exercise a lesson in spelling, and for supple- 
mentary drill use Worcester first half, to page 111; second half to 
page 125; Morse, part III to page 73; second half to page 82; Reed, 
first, to page 92; second, to page 106. 
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Arithmetic. — Continue oral drill and rapid written work with 
small numbers. Review and extend work in fractions, but do not 
attempt to master the too difficult problems of the text books. Teach 
decimals more fully than before, and give many problems involving 
the use of United States money and the reduction of denominate 
numbers. Second half, continue all work of first half. Practice in 
compound numbers should include all common reductions, but should 
omit addition, subtraction (with the exception of the subtraction of 
dates), multiplication and division of compound numbers as such, 
longitude and time, metric equivalents, etc. 

• Language. — Study of words and their uses continued to include 
all the Parts of Speech. Second half, classes of nouns as common 
and proper, singular and plural, the changes of form which are ne- 
cessary to indicate possession, and their uses as subjects or objects 
of the verb, the distinction of person in pronoun, and the use of 
predicate adjectives. Teach clauses, and the distinction between 
simple and complex sentences. 

The foregoing is the new work of the year, but it should not be 
allowed to prevent the giving of the larger part of the pupil’s time 
to a continuation of the more important work of the fourth and fifth 
years in the correct expression of thought in language both oral and 
written, with careful attention to paragraphing, spelling, punctua- 
tion, capital letters, abbreviations, etc., in the written work. Con- 
tinue blackboard practice. 

Geography. — The groups of states which compose the United 
States in detail, yet in the same general and elementary way as be- 
fore. Second half, foreign countries in detail to complete geogra- 
phic study so far as its elementary phase is concerned. 

History.— The study of our country as a formal study but with 
a simple and elementary text book. First half to end of French and 
Indian war, 1763; second half to present time. 

Physiology. — Book No. 2 of the Union series, as a reading book, 
with comment and instruction as before. 

SEVENTH YEAR. 

Reading.— Intermediate and supplementary readers. 

Spelling.— Work of the sixth year continued. For supplemen- 
tary drill use Worcester, first half to page 135; second half to page 
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145; Morse, first half to page 91; second to page 112; Reed, first to 
page 118; second to page 128. 

Arithmetic.— Review constantly the work of all preceding years, 
but especially the work in fractions and denominate numbers. For 
advance work take up percentage, with applications to profit and loss, 
insurance, brokerage, taxes, etc. Second half, to work of first half 
add interest, simple and compound, with applications to promissory 
notes and discounts at banks. 

Grammar. — u Study of the sentence as a means of expressing 
thought, with such attention to the parts of speech and their classi- 
fication and inflection as may be necessary to a clear understanding 
of the construction of the sentence.’ ’ To page 135 in the Mother 
Tongue, Book II. Three lessons each week. 

Language.— Letter writing, business forms, social notes, para- 
graph and sentence stud} r , descriptions, study of selections, etc., as 
planned in Miss Arnold’s “Outline of a Course of Study in Lan- 
guage,” seventh and eighth grades, pages 18, 19 and 20. Two con- 
nected periods each week. Some writing on blackboard each day is 
recommended. 

Geography.— A review and extension of the work of the fourth 
grade, with a larger text book and more scientific treatment; the 
earth as a whole with its forms of land and water, and the people, 
plants and animals which live upon it. Difficult explanations of 
change of seasons, etc.; sections 19, 20, 21 in text book, may be 
omitted in this grade and taken up in the ninth at the option of gram- 
mar masters. Second half, mines and quarries; highways of trade; 
the United States in general; view of its people, soil and climate. 

History.— Discovery, exploration and conquest of America to 
date of first permanent English settlement in greater detail than be- 
fore, but with constant use of the outline already learned, using the 
order of the authorized text books. Relate the history of this coun- 
try as far as possible to the European, and especially to the English 
history which preceded it. Second half, the settlement of North 
America to the beginning of the French and Indian War. 

EIGHTH YEAR. 

Reading.— Fifth readers and supplementary books. 
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Spelling. — Relate spelling to all other subjects taught as in previ- 
ous years, and use the authorized text books for additional drill. 
Worcester, first half to page 155; second half to page 163; Morse, 
first half to page 120; second half to page 128. Reed, first half to 
page 140; second half to page 153. 

Arithmetic.— Review the work of all previous years, with further 
applications of the principles of percentage and interest to stocks 
and bonds, exchange, etc., and add partnership, ratio and proportion. 
Of subjects treated in the authorized text book omit equation of pay- 
ments, problems in exchange involving interest-bearing drafts, and 
the more complicated problems in partnership. Second half, involu- 
tion, evolution, to include second and third roots, and mensuration 
of plane surfaces to and including circles. 

Grammar.— Sentence study continued, with “a detailed study 
of the parts of speech, their classification and inflection, and the de- 
tails of analysis and construction which are necessarily associated 
with such study. ’ ’ Three periods weekly. Text book to page 267. 

Language. — Continuation and extension of the work of Grade 
VII. For details consult Miss Arnold’s outline as before. 

Geography. — Study of the United States as a whole completed, 
and study of separate states in groups taken up far enough to include 
all the eastern, southern and central states. Second half, study of 
the separate states and detatched possessions of the United States 
completed, and a similar study made of the other countries of North 
America, South America and Europe. 

History. — The conquest of Canada and the development of the 
English colonies in America into the United States to the time of 
the Treaty of Paris in 1783. Second half, the establishment, growth 
and history of the Union under the Constitution to the administra- 
tion of Andrew Jackson, 1829. 

Nature Study.— Birds, from observation, for recognition, knowl- 
edge of the time of arrival and departure of those which are migra- 
tory, habits, food, nesting, etc. All pupils ought at the end of the 
year to know from personal observation a dozen kinds, and some, 
with proper encouragement and assistance, will know from seventy 
to eighty. 
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NINTH YEAR. 

Reading.— Fifth readers, Masterpieces of American Literature 
and other supplementary books. Read and study as literature, Irv- 
ing ’s Rip Yan Winkle and Longfellow’s Evangeline, in the first half, 
and Whittier’s Snow Bound, Hawthorne’s Great Stone face, and 
Lowell’s Vision of Sir Launfal in the second. 

Spelling.— As in previous years, with supplementary drill on 
words found in the last part of Worcester’s Speller in the first half, 
and in the whole book in the last half. Morse, first half to page 128 ; 
second, complete and review; Reed, finish and review. 

Arithmetic.— First half a review of fundamental processes with 
numbers both integral and fractional, factoring, the finding of di- 
visors and multiples, percentage, and so much of geometry as is found 
in the Werner Arithmetic, Book III, to page 150; second half, per- 
centage continued with applications to discounts, interest, stocks, etc., 
ratio and proportion, powers and roots, denominate numbers, etc., 
with general review of the whole subject of arithmetic and so much 
of geometry as is given in the authorized text book to page 256. 
Metrics at the option of the teacher. 

Algebra.— Work in algebra may follow the order of the author- 
ized test book on algebra, or of the arithmetic. In the latter ease 
algebraic fractions may be omitted in the first half of the year, at 
the option of the teacher, and only so much work is required in the 
whole year as will be equivalent to the completion of the subject to 
page 71 in Wentworth’s “ First Steps in Algebra.” The algebra 
may be taken with the arithmetic or alternated with it, but should 
not receive more than two-fifths of the time allotted to mathematics 
in the ninth year. 

Grammar.— Sentence analysis with more difficult constructions, 
and such study of more difficult relations of words in sentences and 
of phrases and clauses, as shall be necessary to the comprehension 
and use of the English language. 

Language.— As planned in Miss Arnold’s outline, pages 20, 21 
and 22. 
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Geography.— Asia, Africa and Australia. Omit geographic study 
in the last half of the year. 

History.— First half, complete the history of the United States 
to date. Second half, review the whole subject. 

Bookkeeping.— One-half the time allotted to penmanship may be 
devoted to bookkeeping. 

Nature Study.— Trees from observation. Pupils ought to be able 
at the end of the year to locate and describe forty varieties which 
they have seen in or near the city.

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COURSES OF STUDY. 


NOTES ON HIGH SCHOOL COURSES 
OF STUDY. 


Pupils who intend to enter the High School are requested to con- 
sider the preceding courses of study with great care, as changes 
from one course to another during the year are impracticable, and 
a change after the first year may cause the pupil to lose time. The 
teachers of the school will gladly give parents and pupils any as- 
sistance and advice possible in their selection of studies. 

In each course, certain studies are prescribed, but the pupils 
may make up the remainder of the required studies from a wide 
range of elective subjects. The prescribed studies in each course 
are starred. Satisfactory completion of three years’ work in any 
course will entitle the pupil to a three years’ diploma. Satisfactory 
completion of four years’ work in any course will entitle the pupil 
to a four years’ diploma. Those who satisfactorily complete the five 
years’ College course will be entitled to a five years’ diploma. 

The Classical Course is intended for students who do not intend 
to enter College, but who desire the best general education that the 
High School furnishes. 

The College Preparatory Course will fit students for any Ameri- 
can College and may be completed in four or five years. It is neces- 
sarily difficult. The student is advised to take five years in prepara- 
tion for Radcliffe or Harvard College. / 

The High School has been approved by the New England Col- 
lege Entrance Certificate Board and the school certificate of prepara- 
tion is accepted by all the institutions represented on this Board 
which includes Amherst College, Boston University, Bowdoin College, 
Brown University, Dartmouth College, Mount Holyoke College, Smith 
College, Yassar College, Tufts College, University of Maine, Wellesley 
College, and Wesleyan University. Under the certificate method of ad- 
mission to college the school is held responsible for the grade of work 
done by its students in college. Experience has shown that unless 
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students are able to attain easily grade B (80-90 per cent.) in their 
High School work, they will he unable to do the quality of work de- 
manded by the above named colleges. Consequently, the school certi- 
ficate must be refused those pupils who are unable to obtain a scholar- 
ship standing of more than SO per cent. Students who fail to obtain 
the school certificate, may, however, take the admission examina- 
tions. The following, taken from correspondence with one of the 
colleges, is quoted to show the general attitude of the colleges in re- 
gard to the use of the certificate method of admission: 

“Some of our best schools are protecting their own certificates 
by demanding a higher standard of excellence for certification to 
college than for graduation, and requiring all doubtful men to sub- 
mit to the test of a college entrance examination; we recommend this 
policy for all schools. It must always be borne in mind that the 
certificate system is not designed as a means for making it easier for 
a poor scholar to enter college, but simply for placing the decision 
of fitness upon the men Avho best know his attainments; the protec- 
tion of the integrity of the certificate is of equal importance to school 
and college. The college is keeping a permanent record of the re- 
sults obtained from each school, as determined by the work of their 
men during the first semester of Freshman year. ” 

The Scientific Course will prepare students for the Institute of 
Technology, the Worcester Polytechnic, the Chandler Scientific and 
other technical schools. 

The Modem Language Course is similar to the Classical Course, 
but requires a modern foreign language instead of Latin. In educa- 
tional value it is practically equivalent to the Classical Course. 

The Manual Training Course offers a combination of the ordinary 
High School studies with practical work in the use of tools and ma- 
chines, together with a complete course in mechanical drawing and 
technical drafting, and allows the student to specialize somewhat in 
mechanical work. It also furnishes an excellent general training. 

Note. — Candidates for the Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and Worcester Polytechnic School should not take this course for more 
than two years, as manual training counts only as an elective in the 
admission requirements. 

The Commercial Course is designed for those who expect to en- 
gage in business pursuits upon leaving the High School, and has been 
arranged so that the pupil will receive the same amount of mental 
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training and therefore will acquire as much mental power as in any 
other course. It is not less educational than other courses and must 
not be selected with the conviction that it is “easy.” 

Subjects marked hf have a value equivalent to only one-half of 
those without such mark, and such subjects will come on alternate 
days. 

There will be no formal examinations in the middle and at the 
close of the year, but the standing of the pupil will be made up from 
his daily recitations and frequent tests. This standing is indicated 
by letters on the monthly reports, which are sent home for parents 7 
inspection. A, shall indicate a mark from 90 to 100 per cent; B, 
a mark from 80 to 90 per cent; C, a mark from 65 to 80 per cent; 
D, between 50 and 65 per cent; and E, any mark below 50 per cent. 

A standing of C for the year must be attained in order to pass 
a given subject. A standing of B is required for permission to take 
the college preliminary examinations. A final mark of D or E 
means failure. If the failure is in a required subject, the subject 
must be repeated; if in an elective, an equivalent subject may be 
substituted. Pupils who have completed nine, five or two full sub- 
jects will be classed respectively as fourth year, third year or second 
year students. Those who have completed a less number for each 
year will be classed respectively as third year, second year and first 
year students. 

In preparation for the Normal School, select either the Classi- 
cal Course or the Modern Language Course, preferably the former. 
The candidate should select four studies for the second year and 
should be prepared in Mathematics and Science for the preliminary 
examinations in June of the third year. Eor Medical Schools and 
some of the smaller colleges, select the Classical Course. For other 
colleges select the College Course. In this course French and Ger- 
man may be substituted for Greek in preparation for some colleges. 
For the Lawrence Scientific School, select the College Course, or the 
College Course with Manual Training in place of Physics. 

By an examination of the courses of study, it will be seen that 
for a diploma a minimum number of subjects in each year of each 
course is required. But in preparing for the higher institutions of 
learning more than the minimum number of subjects, depending on 
the requirements of the college, will need to be taken. At the be- 
ginning of his second year, the pupil, therefore, should decide upon 
the college or school for which he wishes to prepare, and should 
select his subjects to fit the requirements. He should make him- 
self familiar with the requirements and also obtain the advice of his 
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teachers in selecting his subjects. Candidates for Smith, Wellesley, 
Mt. Holyoke and Yassar should send applications for admission as 
early as their third year. 

Classes will not be formed in electives for less than twenty 
pupils in the first or second year, fifteen in the third year, and twelve 
in the fourth year. 

Unprepared work in Music, Calisthenics, Elocution, Ethics, and 
Military Drill, is required. 

Calisthenics and Military Drill are optional the fourth year. 
Elocution is prescribed throughout the course for all pupils except 
those who are pursuing four full studies. In this connection Book- 
keeping is considered a half study. 

Three years 7 work in Calisthenics and Elocution, or Military 
Drill and Elocution, provided the attendance at these exercises is 
90 per cent of the possible attendance, will be considered as equiv- 
alent to a half subject for a diploma. Four years 7 work will be con- 
sidered equivalent to a full subject. 

Since Bookkeeping requires no preparation outside the class- 
room, when taken as a part of any other course than the Commer- 
cial Course, it will be counted only as a half subject for a diploma.

An Act to provide for the auditing of certain trust funds and 

ACCOUNTS. 

Be it enacted , etc., as follows : 

Section i. It shall be the duty of city and town auditors at least 
once every year, and so much oftener as they may deem it necessary, to 
audit the accounts of the trustees of any property the principal or income 
of which, in whole or in part, was bequeathed or given in trust for the 
benefit of the city or town or any part thereof, or for the benefit of the 
inhabitants of the city or town or of any part thereof, and to examine 
and estimate the funds, securities and evidences of property held by such 
trustees. City and town auditors shall include in their annual reports a 
report of such auditing and investigation; and if they discover any fraud 
or irregularity they shall immediately report the same to the mayor and 
treasurer of the city or to the selectmen and treasurer of the town. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the trustees designated in section 
one hereof to give city and town auditors free access to their accounts; 
funds, securities and evidences of property; and any such trustee who 
refuses to exhibit his trust accounts, funds, securities and evidences as 
aforesaid shall be subject to a fine of not less than fifty nor more than 
two hundred dollars.

AUGUST FELS 


Report of the Water Board. 


Office of the Water Board, 
City Hall. 

'Lowell, Mass, January 1, 1906. 

To His Honor the Mayor and the City Council of the 
City of Lowell; 

Herewith is submitted the thirty-third annual report of 
the Water Board for the year ending December 31, 1905, to- 
gether with the reports of the Superintendent of Water Works 
and of the City Engineer to the Water Board for the same 
period. 

The operations of the department have been satisfactorily 
conducted and the amount of work performed normal; the 
increase of the plant is indicated by the extensions of main 
pipe and new services from year to year. 

The receipts for the year were $202,434.62, an increase of 
$5,378.99 over 1904; the expenditures were $189,478.12, an in- 
crease of $8,179.94. The balance January 1, 1906, was 
$31,791.82, an increase of $12,956.50; water charges increased 
$7,776.57, other than water charges amounted to $16,214.49, an 
increase of $3,130.52. These latter charges should be consid- 
ered as representing the expense to the department for 
meters, services, labor, material, etc., which is re-charged to 
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the persons for whose benefit it is furnished. The debt of the 
department was decreased $16,600.00 by payment on notes; no 
notes matured and none will until 1907, and the 'final payment 
on driven well loans will be in 1910. 

Early in the year, it was brought to the notice of the 
Board that unauthorized persons were using water from fire 
hydrants in violation of the City Ordinances, which are very 
explicit in regard to the use of hydrants, as when used they 
are liable to be broken or left in a leaky condition, so that 
they become frozen and unfit for use in case of fire, and much 
property is liable to be destroyed for lack of ability to get the 
hydrant into prompt use. The Chief of Fire Department and 
Superintendent of Police were advised of this evil and asked 
to co-operate in suppressing it. A committee consisting of 
Messrs. Weaver and Fels was appointed to consult with Mayor 
Casey in relation to having certain designated places flooded 
with water from the city pipes for skating surfaces, for which 
His Honor would order the water turned on whenever, in his 
judgment, he deemed it expedient to do so. 

At the annual meeting in March, Mr. Isaac E. Wotton 
took his seat as a member of the Board in place of Mr. M. J. 
Dowd, whose term expired, having served as a member of the 
Water Board two full terms, or since March, 1897. The year 
1905 is notable from the fact that while in the past changes 
in the personnel of the Board were infrequent, in this year 
two new names appear, for on July 2d occurred the death of 
Mr. August Eels, a member of the Water Board since 1894, 
and who, had he lived until March, 1906, would have served 
three full terms or twelve years on the Water Board of this 
city. Conservative and judicious, with an unusual facility of 
discernment, his clear-sightedness and prompt judgment are 
greatly missed in the deliberations of this Board. The follow- 
ing resolutions were prepared and adopted by the Board and 
spread upon the records: 

“The Lowell Water Board, aside from their desire to ac- 
knowledge how keenly they feel the personal loss of their late 
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fellow member, August Fels, also deem it a matter of duty to 
have inscribed on the records of the Board a testimonial from 
them of his worth as a faithful public servant. 

“To him was vouchsafed the honor of having served the City 
in the capacity of a member of the Water Board a longer time 
than any other citizen. He became a member of the Board in 
March, 1894, continuing from that date until the time of his 
lamentable death, July 2, 1905. During his long period of ser- 
vice, many important improvements had been made in the 
Water Works system, the most notable of which was the sub- 
stitution of driven well water for Merrimack River water. 
The great and lasting benefit which was brought about by this 
change in the source of our water supply needs no comment 
excepting that Mr. Fels and his colleagues, through whose 
wise judgment and ability this work was accomplished, de- 
serve the gratitude of the people of Lowell. To the considera- 
tion of this problem, Mr. Fels gave his valuable time freely 
and unremittingly. In fact, no member of the Board was more 
energetic than he in what was practically a reconstruction of 
the Water Works plant. The routine work of the department 
also received his careful attention. He rarely missed a meet- 
ing of the Board or of any sub-committee of which he was a 
member. His knowledge of the department in all its branches 
was thorough and complete. Every employee of the depart- 
ment knew, admired and respected him. The water takers 
had confidence in his integrity and ability. 

“A feature of the Water Works property in which he was 
specially interested was the system of Parks established over 
the conduit and tunnel in Pawtucketville, and the Board be- 
lieves that one of the Parks should be named in his honor, and 
they so voted that the lot of land situated on the corner of 
Sarah Avenue and Riverside Street be hereafter known as 
Fels Park.” 

Mr. Z. W. Sturtevant was elected to the vacancy, and took 
his seat August 4th. 

The Board organized in March by the re-election of Rob- 
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ert J. Crowley as President, and Robert J. Thomas Superin- 
tendent, and later J. W. Crawford as Secretary. 

In April, the Chief of Supply Department contracted for 
3,000 tons of C. C. B. Pocahontas coal for this department at 
$5.15 per gross ton, a considerable advance over the previous 
year’s price. 

During the last session of the Legislature, an Act was 
passed authorizing the City of Lowell to supply water to the 
inhabitants of a certain part of the Town of Tewksbury, prin- 
cipally for the purpose of giving to the Arlington Mills the 
benefit of city water at the plant of the old Atherton Machine 
Company, and the following order was adopted by the City 
Council on July 18: 4 4 That the Water Board of the City of 
Lowell be and is hereby directed to furnish water to that 
portion of the Town of Tewksbury known as the Arlington 
Mills property, on condition that the pipes from city line to 
said property be laid at the expense, in whole or in part, of 
the Qwner of the property.” On October 2d, a public hearing 
was granted by the Board, which was attended by many prom- 
inent citizens who advocated extending the city water service 
to this plant, and there were no remonstrants. Owing to lack 
of pipe, the work was not completed until the middle of De- 
cember, but up to a month later no request to have the water 
turned on had been received. This extension is 1879 feet in 
length and cost $1,972.23. Mr. Edward Cawley, owner of the 
property, has signed an agreement to pay interest on the cost. 
This was deemed the wisest course, rather than to require him 
to pay the whole or a part of the cost, as the Water Board de- 
sires to retain absolute control of all pipes connected with its 
system. 

October 5th, requisition was made for one hundred tons of 
six-inch pipe for the Tewksbury extension and others, the 
most important of which was the Shaw Machine Company on 
Middlesex Street, nearly 2,000 feet, all of which is paid for by 
that Company. This pipe cost $28.70 per net ton. 
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It was stated in last year's report that “It will soon be- 
come necessary to install new pumping machinery at the Cen- 
tralville Station," and it was the hope of the members of this 
Board that by economy of operation and the saving from ma- 
turing of loans that this pump could be paid for from the 
earnings of the department instead of by a loan for that pur- 
pose. 

Early in the year, consideration of the pump question was 
taken up with manufacturers of pumping machinery relative 
to types and cost of installing a suitable pump at the Central- 
ville Station. Representatives of different makes came to look 
at the conditions and all agreed that a new pump at the 
Boulevard Station was most needed and would be a great sav- 
ing in use of fuel. Accordingly, on August 23d, it was voted 
to call for bids “for the construction, delivery and erection, 
complete and ready for use, of a vertical triple expansion or 
vertical compound crank and fly-wheel pumping engine of 
eight million gallons capacity," the bids to be received until 
4 o'clock P. M., September 7th; afterwards, the time of open- 
ing was deferred to September 8th at 8 o'clock P. M. Bids 
were received as follows: 

R. D. Wood & Co., vertical triple exp., direct acting. $12, 125.00 
compound crank and fly-wheel. 7,900.00 
These types of engines not being in conformity with the re- 
quirements, these bids were not considered. 

Holly Mfg. Co., vert, triple exp. crank and fly-wheel $19,700.00 
“ “ vert, compound crank and fly-wheel 16,300.00 
Wm. Todd Co., vert, compound crank and fly-wheel 18,000.00 
“ “ vert, triple exp. crank and fly-wheel 24,000.00 

Allis Chalmers Co., vert, triple expansion 23,700.00 

And on September 18th, the contract was awarded to the 
Holly Mfg. Company for a triple expansion crank and fly- 
wheel pumping engine for the sum of $19,700.00. The con- 
tracts were prepared and after being signed by the parties in 
interest, were sent to the Mayor for his approval, as required 
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by City Ordinances, on October 12th, and not until November 
3d was the contract returned to the Water Board, together 
with a communication from His Honor, in which he respect- 
fully declined to approve the same, on the ground “that I 
fail to find any necessity existing for the immediate purchase 
of a steam pumping engine for the Boulevard Station/' 

Let us look at the reasons for a new pumping engine at 
the Boulevard. When the Driven Well system was first 
started, there was doubt in some minds as to the permanency 
of this method of getting water, and it was deemed wise to 
put in a temporary pumping plant, to be replaced if the wells 
proved permanent in character, so all the Driven Well plants 
have been classed as “temporary." This plant has been in 
constant use for ten years and the supply of water can be 
classed as “permanent," and it seems time it should be put 
in condition for the most economical operation. In the con- 
sideration of this pump question, it developed that the aver- 
age amount of coal used per year at the Boulevard for the 
last three years was 2,388 tons and at Centralville 1,677 tons; 
the amount of water pumped at each station is the same, but 
at Centralville the water has to be raised 160 feet to the reser- 
voir, while at the Boulevard it is drawn from the wells and 
runs by gravity to the Centralville Station. The contract price 
of the proposed new pump for the Boulevard is $19,700.00, 
guaranteed to perform the work for one-third of the coal con- 
sumption of the present pumps ; a pump of the same type for 
the Centralville Station would cost about double the one at 
the Boulevard and use one-half as much coal as the present 
pumps. The result is that the Boulevard pump, costing 
$19,700.00 will save at price paid for coal in 1905, over 
$8,000.00 per year, while a pump costing $38,000.00 to 
$40,000.00 for Centralville will save between $4,000.00 and 
$4,500.00 yearly. When this condition of things came to our 
attention, we had no hesitation in adopting the former prop- 
osition, although no previous notice or warning of this change

had been given in the reports of this Board. The refusal to 
sign this contract was a great surprise, as the Board had re- 
ceived no word from His Honor looking to information in 
regard to the necessity for this improvement, and believing 
that it was something other than a just regard for the best in- 
terests of the City in the economical working of one of its 
departments, the Board voted to authorize the President to 
engage counsel and begin proceedings for a writ of mandamus 
against the Mayor, to show cause why he should not approve 
this contract. 

The following rates for water outside the city have been 
adopted: Twenty cents per thousand cubic feet with a min- 
imum of $12.00 per year, and all services must be metered. 

In April died Frederick A. Baron, an inspector in this de- 
partment since March, 1889; the vacancy thus caused was 
filled by the election of Edward J. Boyle from the civil ser- 
vice list. 

On December 28th, a consultation Avas held in relation to 
making a requisition for three hundred tons of pipe, estimated 
as the needs of the Department the coming year. His Honor 
demurred at purchasing so much pipe at one time, but gave 
his assent to a requisition for one hundred and fifty tons, for 
delivery by April 1, 1906. 

In conclusion, the Board desires to reiterate their belief 
in the expediency of installing a new pump at the Boulevard 
for the most economical Avorking of the department; that a 
neAV pump at the Centralville Station Avill soon be a necessity; 
and as funds become available by the maturing of Driven Well 
loans, a neAV brick station at the Boulevard should be provided. 
These improvements, coming as the necessary sequel to the 
change in mode of supply, can be paid for by the earnings of 
the department, the same as the Well system has been. The 
metered Avater rates of the City of LoAvell are reasonable and 
as Ioav as any place that has to pump its water, and there is no 
demand from the consumers for a reduction. 
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It is our pleasure to express our appreciation of the faith- 
ful and intelligent work of Superintendent Thomas, and to all 
other employees of the department in their efforts in forward- 
ing the interests of the Lowell Water Works.

Superintendent’s Report. 


Lowell, Mass., January 1, 1906. 


To the Lowell Water Board: 

Gentlemen : Following the requirements of the City Ordin- 
ances, I have the honor of hereby presenting to your Honor- 
able Board, the Superintendent’s Annual Report of the work 
of construction, operation and maintenance of the Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1905, and the general condi- 
tion of the lands, buildings, reservoirs, mains, machinery, etc., 
belonging thereto. 


CONSTRUCTION. 

During the year, the distributing mains of the City were 
extended 8,520.5 feet, making a total of 135.29 miles laid to 
date. Of the amount laid the last year, 1879 feet were laid 
along Rogers Street and Phoenix Avenue in Tewksbury to 
that part of the Town known as Atherton. Twenty-eight stop 
gates were set on street mains; seven public fire hydrants and 
ten private fire hydrants were installed; connections were 
made and six private fire services and one hundred and sixty- 
six house services were laid. The total number of meters in 
use was increased to 7,889, making 381 added the past year. 
This comprises in a general way the construction or new work 
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of the Department for the year, further details of which are 
contained in the schedules and tables accompanying and form- 
ing a part of this report. 

At the beginning of the year, it was thought, owing to 
the amount of street mains already laid, that but little work 
of that kind would be called for ; over 800 feet more, however, 
were laid in 1905 than in 1901. So while we know now of no 
special cause for anticipating many requests for new street 
mains the coming year, judging by past experience, probably 
the usual demand for extensions will have to be met. The in- 
crease in expenditures for extensions and services the past 
year is due partly to the larger amount of work done in that 
line, and also to the higher price paid for cast-iron pipe 
purchased for that purpose during the fall. Added expense 
was also incurred for transportation of pipe borrowed from 
the Boston and Lawrence Water Departments, in order to ex- 
pedite work which would otherwise be delayed waiting for de- 
livery from the pipe manufacturers. 

Besides the six new private fire services and the ten 
hydrants added during the year, two 12-inch private fire ser- 
vices were cut off, one on French Street and one on Amory 
Street, both supplying the sprinkler service of the storehouse 
of the Boott Mills; one private fire hydrant was also discon- 
tinued. There are now in use 130 private fire services, sup- 
plying 81 hydrants, sprinklers and standpipes. Fourteen of 
these services are now metered, and meters will be set on many 
of the others as soon as practicable. Those not metered are 
sealed and inspected once a month.

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OPERATION. 

All of the four pumping stations of the Department and 
all the pumps were operated at different times during the 
year. The Centralville Pumping Station was shut down only 
twice, then but for about a day at a time to clean the pump- 
well and the conduit. The Cook Well Pumping Station was 
run fifty-three days. This station has not been run so much 
since the completion of the Boulevard Well Plant, and it would 
not have been the past year but for the opportunity, offered 
by the continued dry season to finish the lowering of the wells, 
which work would be feasible only when the level of the 
ground water was down ; hence the advantage of pumping from 
the Cook Wells into the city. At the same time, it relieved the 
Boulevard Pumping Station, because the time the Cook Well 
Purqping Station was in operation was the period of the year 
when the consumption of water is greatest, and consequently 
the pumps at the Boulevard would have been forced to run 
faster than was best for their efficiency. The Boulevard 
Lower Station was run 255 days, and the Upper Station from 
August 12th to December 1st. Pumpage at the Boulevard 
Pumping Station was 155,174,278 gallons less than in 1904, 
owing, as before stated, to the operation of the Cook Plant, 
and for that reason also 310 tons less of coal were used to run 
the Boulevard Pumps. The total net pumpage, however, was 
about the same as the previous year, viz : 1,998,929,076 gallons 
against 2,007,487,767 gallons in 1904, and the total coal con- 
sumed was very nearly the same in both years, viz : 4.193 tons 
in 1904 and 4.173 the past year; which is, as you know, very 
much in excess of what would be needed with up-to-date 
pumping machinery. 

Pumping Station expenses for labor, $16,273.34. 

Pumping Station expenses for fuel, $19,028.95. 
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MAINTENANCE. 

The sum of $98,455.26 was expended for maintenance the 
past year. Much of that expense covers such a multitude of 
small items that a thorough enumeration of them would not 
he profitable. They all enter into the general work of promot- 
ing and ensuring the efficiency of the service and preserving 
the extensive equipment and other property of the depart- 
ment in good condition. As a matter of record, however, and 
for reference, it might be as well to state that the 6-inch water 
mains were lowered on Court Street, Fruit Street, Crawford 
Street, and Varnum Avenue, and the 8-inch main on Old Bos- 
ton Road; also moved the 8-inch main on Riverside Street, 
Varnum Avenue; and the 6-inch main on Pine Street on ac- 
count of sewer work. Replaced 92 old services with new tin- 
lined iron pipe, lowered a number of services which were 
frozen the previous winter, renewed 326 curb boxes, 13 valve 
boxes, and four flush hydrant boxes; repaired two leaks on 
street mains and 13 leaks on service pipes ; had five main pipes 
and about 50 services frozen. All of the frozen mains and 
many of the services were thawed by electricity. The Lowell 
Electric Light Co. did the work and furnished transformer, 
wires, etc. By this method, many pipes were freed from ice 
which could not in the old way of forcing hot water into the 
pipes, without a vast amount of digging. Especially was this 
so in regard to the main pipes. After the wires were 
connected and the electric current turned on, water flowed 
from a service pipe in about a minute, and in about four hours 
the longest line of 8-inch main frozen — about 350 feet — was 
thawed out. Tho apparatus used was cumbersome, yet on 
the whole, I believe it proved an economical and effective help 
to the department in probably what was the most severe win- 
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ter for water pipes in the history of the city. In some places 
where digging had to be done to repair burst pipes, the ground 
Avas found frozen to a depth of five feet and over. 

Three painters were employed during the year. Some of 
their Avork Avas the painting of two smokestacks at the Boule- 
vard Pumping Stations, the Reservoir Keeper’s residence, the 
fence at the High Service Reservoir, the fences around Fels 
Park and the other Parks belonging to the Department in 
PaAvtucketville ; varnishing the interior of the Department 
stable and harness room; papering and painting the interior 
of the houses of the Engineer and Fireman of the Boule- 
vard; also all the drinking fountains and about 400 of the 
fire hydrants Avere painted. 

The man in charge of the gates, hydrants and fountains 
reports that he repacked and repaired 96 stop gates, examined 
and repaired 275 fire hydrants; visited, cleaned and repaired 
large drinking fountains 389 times, small fountains 30 times; 
put on 25 new faucets for drinking fountains, flushed 21 pri- 
vate sewers and blew out 53 hydrants on account of complaints 
of dirty Avater on dead ends. From the first of April to De- 
cember, three men Avere assigned to the work of caring for the 
grounds and parks of the Department. The Filter Gallery and 
Conduit Avere given the usual inspection, folloAved by a thor- 
ough cleaning. In the spring and again in the fall, the Boule- 
vard Wells were scraped and then washed out. 

A general bloAving-off of the street mains took place 
twice during the year. 


GENERAL CONDITION OF THE WORKS. 

KnoAving the troubles and difficulties of other cities of the 
state regarding their Avater supply and the almost hopeless 
outlook for some of them of being able to procure a sufficient 
quantity of good water excepting at enormous cost, it is sat- 
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isfying that that problem has been solved in Lowell and that 
the people of the City are blessed with an ample supply of 
very good water. The City has in its Water Works System a 
property of great value and the citizens should be ever vigil- 
ant to see that nothing is tolerated which would have a ten- 
dency to impair its efficiency or detract from its beneficial 
effect on the comfort, health and security of the people. For 
a little study will show how a good water supply for drinking 
and cooking purposes, for sanitary and for fire service vitally 
affects the lives and property of the community. As I stated 
in the Superintendent’s Report last year: “Taking it- as a 
whole, the Department is in good condition. It must be ad- 
mitted, however, that its pumping outfit is lamentably weak 
and inefficient, and though the financial showing for the De- 
partment the past year is good, as far as the expenditures are 
concerned, a still further saving could be effected if the pump- 
ing equipment of the Department was brought up to date. A 
new pump to take the place of the low-duty Worthington 
ought to be considered as soon as possible.” 

So I believe now. Nothing was said particularly about 
the pumps at the Boulevard because it was understood that 
they were merely temporary pumps and were to be replaced 
v r hen conditions in the Department made it advisable. The 
consideration of the matter during the year by Your Honor- 
able Board developed the fact that while, owing to the more 
or less worn condition of the old pumps at the Centralville 
Pumping Station, a new pump was badly needed there; yet, in 
view of the very great saving in coal that would follow the 
installation of a new pump at the Boulevard Pumping Station, 
it w r as deemed the wisest plan to secure one for there first, and 
as an additional reason, the amount of money involved in the 
contract for this pump would be only one-half what would 
be required for a pump suitable for the Centralville Pumping 
Station. In other words, the price of the Boulevard Pump 
would be approximately $20,000.00 against $40,000.00 for one 
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at Centralville. According to the duty guaranteed by the 
Holly Manufacturing Co., the saving in fuel at the Boulevard 
Pumping Station by the operation of this pump would, in 
less than ten years, pay for the expense of the proposed Cen- 
tralville Pump, principal and interest. 


IN GENERAL. 


In addition to serving the people with first class water, 
one object which the officials have always particularly in 
mind is to give the public good service by prompt attention 
to all orders, calls and complaints. Fire hydrants reported 
out of order are seen to at once; and if it takes all night, a 
hydrant is never left until put in condition for use. So it is 
when a report is received that a house service is stopped or 
leaking, that water is to be shut off or let on, whether it be 
night or day, Sunday or week-day, the matter is attended to 
immediately. For this purpose, of course, men are kept on 
duty during the twenty-four hours. Six teams are engaged 
in the work of the department. One is assigned to meters, 
one to services, one to hydrants, gates, etc., one for trucking, 
and two for helping the other teams at times, and for miscel- 
laneous jobs, such as turning water off and on, delivering 
supplies to the pumping stations, etc. 

Eleven thousand families or about 100,000 people are 
being supplied with water at their houses, in the shops, fac- 
tories, churches, schools, and on the streets of the city. The 
means by which this is done and done satisfactorily are vari- 
ous and expensive, but it is worth all it costs, as is many times 
brought home to the officials of the Water Office when water 
is shut off for any length of time to make repairs. 
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CONCLUSION. 


Before concluding this report, I feel in duty bound to 
refer to the very valuable services rendered this Department 
by the late August Fels, who, for upwards of eleven years, as 
a member of the Lowell Water Board — most of that time 
without salary — gave of his time, ability, and judgment hon- 
estly and freely, that the people of Lowell might have a good 
water supply. In all his undertakings of a public or semi- 
public character, he set an example of energetic devotion to 
the advancement of the City’s interests. Personally, I realize 
that in his death I have suffered the loss of a generous and 
faithful friend. 

With thanks to the President and Clerk of the Water 
Board and the members individually, this Report is respect- 
fully submitted.

COMMITTEE ON APPROPRIATION. 


City Hall, Lowell, Mass., March 9, 1906. 
To The City Council: — 

The Joint Standing Committee on Appropriations, 
whose duty it is to carefully consider the estimates 
presented to them by the various departments for the 
year 1906, have attended to that duty and respectfully 
submit its report in accordance with the ordinance. 

The Committee has held fifteen meetings exclu- 
sively devoted to estimates, and have had before them 
the heads of the various departments for the purpose of 
assisting them in this work. No item has been too 
small for inquiry and scrutiny. 

The Committee entered upon the duties realizing 
the almost insurmountable difficulties that were before 
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them, and that the task was not one of pleasure, but one 
of stern duty, as the total department estimates this 
year exceeded, by over $190,000.00, the total amount 
available. 

From information furnished, the Committee has 
been impressed with the fact that the departments of 
the City, with but few exceptions, are conducted in- 
telligently and economically. The Committee deplores 
the fact that they have been unable in all cases to satis- 
fy the urgent and honest requirements of such depart- 
ments. 

The Board of Charities is a new departure in caring 
for the poor of our City, and, as the citizens are looking 
for great results, the Committee has seen fit to cut this 
department’s estimates; but we trust that under the 
present able management the department will be able 
to properly care for the poor and still live within its ap- 
propriation. 

The Committee has had constantly in mind the 
general financial condition of the City. At the commen- 
cement of the year 1905, the City debt, as related to 
limit of indebtedness, was $1,517,380.00. The distance 
from the Debt Limit was $272,658.40. At the commen- 
cement of the year 1906 the distance from the Limit 
was $178,409.13. 

It appears therefore that during the year 1905 the 
City “ran behind” and approached nearer its limit 
$94,249.27. 

The School Committee seems to realize the financial 
condition of the City and we believe are trying to reduce 
expenses. In view of this, your Committee has cut 
their estimates somewhat, but we trust they will be able 
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to get along without an extra appropriation. As the 
Training School is regarded by your Committee as an 
unnecessary expense, and believing that it cannot be 
strictly classed as a regular public school, we have re- 
fused to appropriate money for its continuance. 

During the year 1906 we must pay fixed charges 

of $438,236.90 

For improvements during the year it will be 
necessary to make loans. Such loans should be made 
only for Permanent improvements. 

Your Committee was asked to appropriate for the 

year 1906 . $1,495,454.02 

The total estimated revenue for the year from all 

sources is $1,305,428.69 

The estimates, therefore, had to be cut .$ 190,025.33 
The expenses of the departments for last year, exclusive 
of sewer construction and the Water Works Depart- 
ment were $1,434,856.92 

The amount asked for in excess of last year is in round 

numbers $60,500.00 

The Committee has found it necessary to recom- 
mend appropriations consuming almost entirely the 
City’s estimated revenue, leaving a balance of $3,465.22 
in the General Treasury Fund. 

Your Committee believes that the amounts recom- 
mended for each department are sufficient to last them 
the entire year and that competent heads of depart- 
ments will strive to live within their appropriations and 
so regulate their expenses that they may be able to 
keep th'eir departments running the entire year.

REPORT 


To tlie Honorable Mayor and City Council of the City 

of Lowell: 

The Board of Health respectfully presents its 28tli 
annual report of the operations of the Health Depart- 
ment for the year ending December 31st, 1905, together 
with a statement of the receipts and expenditures for 
the same period. 

The personnel of the board for the past year 
lias been the same as in the previous year, namely, Dr. 
Leonard Huntress, Di\ William B. Jackson and Mr. 
William C. Doherty. The Board organized February 
9tli, 1905, by choosing Dr. Leonard Huntress Chairman 
for the- ensuing year and electing Horace H. Knapp, 
Secretary. 

The death rate of Lowell has been low, "nearly as 
low as the lowest. Such would not seem to be the case 
from a cursory examination of the mortality tables given 
elsewhere, for, whereas the rate for 1905 was 20.02 per 
thousand, the rates given for the three previous years 
were 19.43 for 1902, 18.61 for 1903, and 16.62 for 1904. 
These figures, however, were obtained from an over- 
estimated population, the estimate for 1904 being 10,000 
more than last year’s census gave. A revision of the 
figures to agree with the facts would show the mortality 
rate of 1905 to be the third lowest in the past sixteen 
years. 
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Aside from the formidable epidemic of Cerebro- 
Spinal Meningitis (spotted fever) which we had to con- 
tend with last spring and summer, the mortality from 
contagious diseases shows a favorable record. There 
were no deaths from either Scarlet Fever or Small Pox, 
although there were twenty-four cases of the latter dis- 
ease in the city. 

The epidemic of Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis, which 
was larger in Lowell than in any other city in Masssa- 
chnsetts in proportion to the population, gives 101 cases 
with 61 deaths. Antitoxin was used, also lumbar punc- 
ture (both for diagnosis and treatment), but with un- 
satisfactory results. There is no disease to which the 
people of this climate are liable so overwhelming in its 
destructiveness and so little amenable to treatment. 
The Board felt justified in adopting a rule, placing this 
disease in the same category with diphtheria, as regards 
the placarding of houses and funeral restrictions. 

We would like to call attention to the fact that in 
the use of antitoxin for treatment of spotted fever one 
thing was proved beyond doubt, viz: the innocuousness 
of this serum. Notwithstanding the fact that the ad- 
ministration of antitoxin has markedly reduced the 
death rate of diphtheria, the old superstition against its 
use has not entirely disappeared, and wherever an un- 
happy sequel has followed its employment, this result 
has been attributed to the antitoxin. For instance, 
occasionally a case of diphtheria is followed by death 
from paralysis of the heart. Now this happened just 
as frequently before the days of antitoxin as it does now, 
but it is sometimes difficult to persuade a family, after 
this sad event,- that it was not due in some way to the 
antitoxin. Three or four bottles (of 1500 units) is the 
usual dose of serum in diphtheria cases — seldom more 
than twelve bottles are used. In the epidemic of Cere- 
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bro-Spinal Meningitis rnucli larger doses were employed, 
and in one case 107 bottles were used without the slight- 
est ill effect. 

Bight here we wish to remind yon of the fact that 
there is no contagious hospital in Lowell besides the 
one for small pox, the so-called pest house, and the 
Lowell Hospital (the Corporation Hospital). Several 
times within the last ten years have the Lowell Boards 
of Health called the attention of the City Council to this 
matter, and the Board for 1901, in its annual report, 
went into the subject at length. The legislature of 1901 
passed an act (Chapter 171, Act of 1901) REQUIRING 
every city to establish a hospital for the reception of 
persons having Small Pox or ANY OTHER DISEASE 
dangerous to the public health,, but notwithstanding the 
passage of this act, and in face of the crying need of 
such a hospital, nothing has been done in this direction. 

We believe that the Gas Nuisance is a thing of the 
past. The Board of Health of 1904, composed as at 
present, with the assistance of Professor. Olnev of the 
Textile School, demonstrated that the cause of the odors 
complained of along the course of the sewers, from the 
vicinity of the Gas Works to the Merrimack River, was 
the tar filtrate deposited in the manufacture of water 
gas. We found the officers of the company willing and 
eager to devise some means of overcoming this evil. 
They shipped large quantities of the tar product out of 
the city had deposited it in sand quarries, and they en- 
larged at great expense their filter plant for purifying 
the refuse water. Now this water appears to be entirely 
free from the volatile tar, and we are pleased to learn 
that the filtrate, instead of being a miisance, something 
to be gotten rid of, is used in the Gas Works as fuel of 
no inconsiderable value. In the year 1905 odors were 
noticed on one occasion only, and this resulted from an 
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accident which could not have been foreseen, but we see 
no reason to fear a repetition of the nuisance. 

A cremator, one of the Engle variety, was installed 
in this city in 1892 and for twelve years it did good 
work, but for the past eighteen months it has been so 
completely worn out that its use has been attended, not 
only with great difficulty, but also with extreme danger. 
The City Council, in December, 1904, voted to borrow 
$10,000.00, said sum to be expended for a cremator, 
under the direction of the Board of Health. Accord- 
ingly we investigated the various incinerators which in 
our opinion would most likely meet the requirements of 
this city and among them one devised by F. L. Decarie 
of Minneapolis which seemed to us the best. In other 
cremators there is a down draft which, as every one who 
has ever tried to light a fire knows, is wrong. But in the 
Deearies machine the draft is upwards and the only 
strange thing about it is that no one has ever made use 
of this before with success in any incinerator. This 
draft works so well that only a few sticks of wood are 
required to start the fire, and the fire once started has 
no other fuel than market refuse and garbage. A low 
fire is maintained in the side ovens for the purpose of 
consuming the gases of the smoke or vapor before it 
passes through the stack and inflicts itself upon the out- 
side world. And, by the way, these side fires are neces- 
sary only when carrion or fish heads, or something 
equally offensive, is being burned. 

An incinerator of this pattern has been installed 
and is now in operation in Ayer’s City near the old one. 
The Board have given the most careful attention to the 
selection of this cremator and are certain that it will 
prove successful. 

The building erected for this incinerator is not sat- 
isfactory, but the Board of Health having met with 
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serious difficulties in obtaining a lease of the land on 
which it stands, were willing to accept the building as 
it is. The expense necessary to put it in proper condi- 
tion will be slight and we are sure that this can be ac- 
complished without a special appropriation. 

We have been obliged to refuse several licenses for 
stables asked for. The Salvation Army made applica- 
tion for a lincense to build a stable, but, inasmuch as 
this was to be under their living and sleeping quarters, 
their request was not granted. 

The Archambault case has been carried to the Su- 
preme Court, and it has been decided that the Board of 
Health which granted Mr. Archambault a license in 
July, 1899, had no right to revoke said license four weeks 
later without specific cause, and that consequently the 
original license is still valid. We gave a hearing recent- 
ly to several parties living near this stable who claim 
that it is a nuisance. We have the matter at present 
under consideration. 

During the year the Butchers’ and Grocers’ Asso- 
ciation of Lowell have twice waited upon us through 
representatives, asking us to carry their market refuse 
to the cremator at the expense of the city. While we 
believe that the work would be done more thoroughly in 
this way, we have been obliged to refuse this request 
through lack of funds, but we have estimated the cost 
of this undertaking and such estimate will be pre- 
sented to the present City Council for their considera- 
tion. 

We have had considerable complaint from our 
dumps. It certainly seems paradoxical for the Board 
of Health to establish nuisances, but if a dump is located 
near, or in, a residential section, and bits of paper, 
sometimes clean and sometimes filthy, are scattered 
over lawns from such a dump, it is not surprising if the 
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owners of said lawns should protest. And such pro- 
tests are carefully considered by the Board and the 
trouble is rectified just as soon and just as thoroughly 
as is practicable. Householders must not be impatient 
if we resort to every other expedient before the one 
which for us is the most difficult of all, i. e., further out- 
lay of money.

Gentlemen: — As is customary, I herewith submit 
my annual report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1905. 

Since the first of January, 1905, as Inspector of 
Animals for the City of Lowell, I have made a careful 
examination of six hundred and ninety-one (691) ani- 
mals for contagious diseases; identified and released 
four hundred and seventeen . (417) cows; have looked 
up and reported to the Cattle Bureau, of the State Board 
of Agriculture, the arrival of between twenty (20) and 
thirty (30) head of cattle, which they had reasons to 
think had been brought into Lowell, or surrounding 
towns, without fulfilling all the requirements of the 
Bureau. 

In my annual inspection of the cattle and barns of 
the City, I have made careful physical examination of 
three hundred and three (303) cows giving milk; twenty- 
seven (27) dry cows; twenty (20) young cattle; five (5) 
bulls; two (2) oxen; and two hundred and ninety-one 
swine; and have forwarded the data to the State Cattle 
Bureau, as well as a l’eport of the sanitary condition of 
the forty-eight (48) stables in which they are kept, as 
regards dimensions, air, light, water, cleanliness, mois- 
ture, etc. 

During the year, I have quarantined five cows as 
being badly affected with tuberculosis, and after being- 
examined by an Agent of the Cattle Bureau, and my 
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diagnosis confirmed, a price was agreed upon between 
the Agent and the owner, and the cow killed ; and in each 
case the cow was found to be badly diseased. 

I have examined more than thirty (30) horses as 
being suspicious cases of glanders. Of these I have put 
seven (7) cases in quarantine, and, after an Agent of 
the Cattle Bureau had examined them, they were killed, 
and afterwards the barns were disinfected by myself. 
This is a very much better condition than has prevailed 
here for the last few years, and, I think, is due to more 
care being taken at the auction rooms to prevent gland- 
ered horses being sold. I think the auction sales are 
responsible for nearly the whole of the glanders that 
occur in this city. 

In the spring and summer we had a very serious 
condition here from rabid dogs. As soon as the chief 
of the Cattle Bureau ascertained that a dog’s head, sent 
in by Dr. Jesse Viles to the Pathologist at Harvard Med- 
ical College, reacted to the test, he wrote me to look out 
for trouble from this dreaded disease, and it surely came. 
Afterwards the Chief came to Lowell and personally 
consulted with me as to the precautions to be taken to 
lessen the danger from this disease as much as possible. 
All the dogs showing any signs of the disease, which 
came to my attention, were immediately looked after, 
and if I thought they had the disease their heads were 
sent to Boston to be tested. 

The Police Department very kindly seconded my 
efforts, building a gas tank so as to insure an easy death 
for the dogs, and all unlicensed and homeless dogs, or 
those without collars, were sent to the Police Station and 
asphixiated. During the year this Department has dis- 
posed of about five hundred (500) dogs, thus getting rid 
of so many dogs that were a constant menace to the 
public, being constantly on the street and subjects for 
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any rabid dogs to bite and thus become the source of 
further spreading of the disease. During the period 
there were more than twenty (20) cases, which, after 
looking up, I find there was no doubt but that the dogs 
had rabies, and there must have been many cases of 
which I did not hear. 

Dr. Jesse Yiles sent the heads of four (4) dogs to 
the State Pathologist, which proved positive. I sent 
four (4) heads that were positive, and also four (4) heads 
of dogs that were killed by the Police, of which they were 
not sure. Seven (7) dogs which had bitten people, 1 
put in quarantine and kept under observation until there 
was no danger from the bite. I also held in quarantine 
for ninety (90) days, several dogs which were supposed 
to have been bitten by rabid dogs. 

One of the very unfortunate incidents of the out- 
break was the horrible death of Mr. Tilton and Mrs. 
Hodgman, after having taken the Pasteur treatment at 
the New York Board of Health Institute. It was very 
fortunate that more people were not bitten.

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CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS. 

Late in February of this year the deaths of two boys 
in one family, of meningitis, after a brief illness, were 
the first to arouse suspicion that the epidemic of the 
deadly disease known as Spotted Fever or Epidemic 
Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis, which for several months 
had been spreading northward from New York, had 
reached Lowell. 

The two patients, one ten years old, the other four, 
died the same day, February 24th. The attention of the 
Board of Health was called to the suspicious character 
of the cases and an inspection of the second case was 
made before death. The following day, with the permis- 
sion of the parents, a post morten examination was 
made of the two bodies, of which the following report 
was made: 


“Mr. H. H. Knapp, Agent Board of Health, 

Lowell, Mass. 

Dear Sir: — In accordance with your instructions, 
with the assistance of Dr. Forster Smith, City Physi- 
cian, I made an examination of the bodies of Robert and 
George Arnold at the rooms of Mr. Brooks at 1.30 P M., 
Feb. 25th, to determine, if possible, the exact cause of 
death. 

Robert Arnold, 10 years old, died at the City Hos- 
pital, Feb. 24th, George Arnold, 4 years old, whom I had 
seen in a moribund condition during the afternoon of 
Feb. 24th, died in the evening. Robert Arnold had been 
sick probably forty-eight hours and George Arnold only 
twenty-four hours before death. 

The examination, to avoid delay, had to be limited 
to the brain and spinal cord. 
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On opening the spinal canal in the first case and cut- 
ting through the Dura Mater of the Cord, the Cerebro- 
Spinal fluid gushed out turbid and milky. Microscopic 
preparations and cultures were made from it at once. 

On opening the skull and laying the brain bare, the 
vessels on its surface were found engorged and the con- 
volutions flattened. In the fissures a yellow sero-fibri- 
nous exudate was visible. 

The same conditions were found in the examination 
of the second body, that of George Arnold, except that 
the cerebro-spinal fluid was not so turbid as in the first 
case. 

Portions of the brain and spinal cord were also 
taken for later examination. 

The examination of the slides made from the fluid 
showed the presence of a Diplocc-us in the leucocytes, 
sometimes in the nucleus itself, which is discolorized by 
the Gram method. 

The cultures made on blood-serum, at the end of 
twenty-four hours, showed round, shining, colorless, 
convex, moist looking colonies. At the end of forty- 
eight hours the colonies became confluent. Microscopic 
examinations of the cultures showed an organism cor- 
responding to those found on the slides. 

This organism is Diplococcus Intra-cellularis Men- 
ingitidis found in the Cerebro-Spinal fluid of cases of 
to Epidemic Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis. 

The deaths of these two children were therefore due 
to Epidemic Cerebro-Spinal Meninggitis. 

T. B. SMITH, M. D.” 


It had been announced in New York and Hartford 
that the treatment of such cases by lumbar puncture and 
the administration of the antitoxin for Diphtheria had 
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been followed, apparently, by relief and cure in a number 
of cases. The Board of Health therefore, as more and 
more cases were reported, offered to supply antitoxin 
for their treatment, and when requested, the Bacteriolo- 
gist was sent to perform lumbar puncture. 

In 21 cases reported as Cerebro-Spinal Meningitis 
clinically, and in which Diphtheria Antitoxin was used, 
there were 13 deaths. In nine of these cases in which 
the clinical diagnosis was confirmed by lumbar puncture 
and the bacteriological examination of the fluid, there 
were seven deaths. 

In the Lowell Hospital the new treatment was used 
in a series of eight consecutive cases. By lumbar punc- 
ture fluid was obtained in seven cases, in six of which 
the Diplocoecus was found. In the case in which it was 
not found, the puncture was made after death. In two 
cases the puncture was repeated daily for several days. 
Diphtheria antitoxin was administered in quantities 
varying from 10,000 to 60,000 units in repeated doses as 
long as the patient remained alive. In three cases it 
was injected directly into the Spinal canal through the 
puncture needle after the fluid had been withdrawn. 

Of the eight cases so treated, only one recovered. 
Lumbar puncture gave only temporary relief and there 
was a rapid re-accumulation of the fluid. When the 
antitoxin was given, the patient became quiet for four 
to six hours. No difference in degree or quickness of 
effect was noticed, whether it was injected into the tis- 
sues or into the Spinal Canal. The effect on tempera- 
ture and pulse was uncertain and brief. 

The antitoxin treatment was abandoned generally 
throughout the city by the end of April. 

A number of the cases which occurred during the 
epidemic were of especial interest. 
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A child of three years, after receiving 19,500 units 
of antitoxin, receovered from all the clinical symptoms of 
the disease, but sank into a condition of marasmus and 
died at the end of two months. 

A hoy of 14 years in whom the diagnosis was con- 
firmed by lumbar puncture and examination of the fluid, 
received 160,500 units of antitoxin and is reported to 
have made a complete recovery. 

A man of 52 years died after an illness of eight 
hours. 

A girl of 11 years presented all the symptoms of 
Typhoid Fever for a week, at the end of which time the 
occurrence of stiffness of the neck and a slight convul- 
sion excited suspicion. Lumbar puncture was per- 
formed and the Diplococcus found in the fluid. This 
patient died in ten days. 

A woman of 38 years became unconscious while sit- 
ting in an employment office. She was removed to the 
hospital in a state of coma. No history of her case could 
be obtained, and the diagnosis was in doubt until a lum- 
bar puncture showed the presence of the Diplococcus in 
the fluid. This patient died in two days. 

MALAEIA. 

During the year only one specimen of blood was sent 
in for examination for the presence of the Malarial 
Parasite. This proved to be positive. 

Other general examinations were made for the 
anthrax bacillus, for the gonococcus, and in cases of 
septic wounds and morbid fluids.

Brought into Court June 27 and fined $20.00 for concealment. 
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Blanche Ayotte, the first patient nnder onr care, 
contracted the disease from the Paquette family, 2 rear 
Salem street. Eva Paqnette had passed through five 
weeks’ sickness of what the attending physician diag- 
nosed as chicken pox, as she could not give any history 
of exposure and there were no constitutional symptoms 
present. He suggested that he should be called again, 
but received no encouragement and never saw the pa- 
tient again. 

It seems certain that she had at the time small pox 
and has since given it to a child at the same house. Both 
have so far recovered as not to be now a source of dan- 
ger, but it is very probable that other cases may result 
during the next week or ten days. This house has been 
thoroughly fumigated, whitewashed and painted since 
the discovery of the probable origin of the Ayotte ex- 
posure.” 

The above quotation is a transcript on the check 
book for small pox, kept at the office of the department, 
and the prediction was verified by the discovery and ex- 
posure of seventeen or more cases, all family relations 
of the original victim. While the remaining seven cases 
came from a different origin, they were all contracted 
by negligent contact. 

If the City of Lowell is threatened in the future by 
a small pox epidemic, it will come from the large French 
population that are not vaccinated and a large majority 
of whom care nothing more for small pox than for any* 
other disease, and spread it indiscriminately among as- 
sociates and neighbors. The Statutes of Massachusetts 
compel the children before entering the public schools 
to get from the Health Department a certificate that the 
bearer has passed a successful vaccination, but it is in- 
terpreted by the French authorities as not meaning a 
parochial school, and notwithstanding the fact that the 
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Health Department at the city’s expense vaccinated all 
the inmates of two or more of them, and were promised 
that every year after they would have us employ the 
same safeguard to new scholars seeking entrance, our 
experience in the 1905 epidemic leads us to believe that 
more than one-half of the pupils have not any protection 
by vaccination to themselves or associates. If the 
church and school authorities would insist that every 
new applicant for school tuition should present some 
tangible evidence of vaccination or send them to the of- 
fice of the Board of Health for immediate treatment be- 
tween 4 and 5 P. M. daily, it would save many lives in 
the future years.

To the City Council of the City of Lozvell : 

Gentlemen : — In accordance with the requirements 
governing the Fire Department, it becomes my duty, as 
Chief Engineer, to present to you the annual report of the 
Fire Department of the City of Lowell for the year ending 
December 31, 1905. 

The report will be found to contain statements in detail 
embracing the amount of expenditures, a register of the 
department, with age, residence and occupation of each mem- 
ber, a record of all fires and alarms which have occurred 
during the year, and the cause thereof, with the names of 
the owners or occupants, the loss and insurance, as nearly 
as could be ascertained, and such information as is thought 
proper for your consideration.

The apparatus is kept in the best possible condition and 
consists at present of six Engines, eleven two-horse Hose 
Wagons, one Babcock Aerial Truck and three Trucks of 
other patterns, two Chemical Engines, one Hale Water 
Tower, one Patrol Wagon and Sleigh, fully equipped, six 
Hose Pungs, eight Fuel Wagons, two Wagons and one 
Sleigh for use on fire alarm, one Wagon and Sleigh for 
Chiefs use, one Wagon for Assistant Chiefs use, and 
nineteen Fire Extinguishers. In reserve there are three 
two-horse Hose Reels. 

Engines 4 and 6 were sent to Manchester to undergo a 
general overhauling at an expense of $3,150.00. 

FIRE ALARM 

This branch of service has been maintained in most 
excellent condition by the operator, Mr. H. C. Fernald. 

There have been two hundred and six alarms given 
from signal boxes, and the 44 No School” signal has been 
given thirteen times the past year. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 7 

Connected with the circuit there is one ten-circuit non- 
interfering repeater, one ten-circuit' cut-out and testing 
switchboard, one slate protector, twelve galvanometers, 
eleven bell-strikers, fifteen large gongs for engine houses, 
eight small gongs, seventeen indicators, sixteen electro- 
magnets and connections for opening stall doors, twenty- 
three electric light current protectors, one hundred and 
seventeen public and ten private signal boxes, one hundred 
miles of wire, the whole supplied with a storage battery of 
four hundred cups. 

There is also one large gong and indicator combined in 
the Police Station, one large gong at Pumping Station, 
Merrimack Square, Tower’s Corner, and near the Northern 
Depot. 

An additional appropriation will be needed this year to 
extend the placing of wires underground. 

TELEPHONE 

There are connected with this system twenty stations, 
consisting of transmitter, telephone bell and battery ; there 
are also tw r enty-two tap bells for the rooms of the Engine 
Houses, and about forty miles of wire owned by the city, 
under the care of the Fire Alarm Operator, except the 
telephones and transmitters, which are leased from the 
Telephone Company. The ringing line is supplied by a 
storage battery of one hundred and ten cups. 

HORSES AND HARNESSES 

There are fifty-nine horses in the service of the Depart- 
ment. Eleven new ones have been purchased the past year 
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to take the place of ten that had passed their usefulness for 
this Department. There- are twelve sets of double, ten sets 
of three-horse hitch harnesses, and four single swinging 
harnesses of the Berry and Hale patents. 

PROTECTIVE DEPARTMENT 

This department is maintained by the city and consists 
of seven permanent men. They responded to two hundred 
and sixty-six alarms ; in service three hundred and eighteen 
hours; spread six hundred and thirty-four covers, and used 
one hundred and forty-six extinguishers ; raised eighty feet 
of ladders ; laid one hundred and fifty feet of hose. 

Chemical Engine C, attached to Truck 2, has used 
seventy tanks. Chemical B, attached to Truck 3, has used 
seventy-two tanks. 


HYDRANTS 

Five new hydrants on the low and two on the high 
service have been added the past year. The low service 
ones are located as follows : Cashin, Corey, Moody, Rhodora 
and Victoria Streets. The high service ones are on Laurel 
and Richards Streets, making a total of 1,197. 

HOSE 

The Department will need two thousand feet of new 
hose the present year. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT 
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FIRES AND LOSSES 

The whole number of alarms of fire during the year 
ending December 31, 1905, was seven hundred and ninety- 
eight. Two hundred and six were given from signal boxes 
(one general alarm included) , one hundred and ninety-eight 
stills, two hundred and thirty-seven telephones, sixteen auto- 
matics and one hundred and thirty-eight reported alarms. 
The No School signal was given thirteen times. There 
were three hundred and seventy-nine fires extinguished by 
chemicals alone and one hundred and fifty-four where water 
was used. The remaining number were extinguished by 
other means or had been put out before the arrival of the 
Department. The largest number of alarms were given in 
April — one hundred and forty; July followed with seventy- 
four, and November with sixty. 

The whole amount of loss except the reported ones was 
S5,i6o.03; insurance, $1,106,160.05; paid, 3-4,310.03; 
loss above insurance, $1 ,850.00 ; valuation, $1,485,929.44; 
the reported loss was $4,802.15; insurance, $138,879.55; 
paid, $4,802.15 ; valuation, $1 1 ,094,600.00. 

There have been twenty-one alarms for fires out of the 
city to which some part of the department has responded the 
past year, for which no insurances are kept — Dracut, 7; 
Tewksbury, 7 ; Chelmsford, 6 ; Tyngsboro, 1. 

There has been only one notable fire the past year. An 
alarm from box 13 at 3.02 a. m., followed by a general alarm 
at 3.1 1, called the Department to a very stubborn fire in the 
basement of what is called Barristers’ Hall, corner of Merri- 
mack and Central streets, October 8. The recall was sent 
in at 11.42 a. m. The loss was $29,041.80. 
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There were only eighteen other fires where the loss was 
$1,000 and over.

There have been fourteen incendiary and supposed in- 
cendiary fires the past year which were investigated by 
M. F. Casey, the fire marshal’s aid. William Ferron was 
arrested and placed on probation. 

There have been seven false alarms. April 18, at 10.44 
p. m., box 147 was pulled in by a man named Patrick Len- 
non, brother-in-law to J. H. Lynch. At 10.58 an alarm 
from box 7 called the Department to a fire in Lynch’s house 
on Worthen street. It was supposed that the false alarm 
was pulled in to get that part of the Department nearest 
to Lynch’s house away, so that his place could get a good 
start. Lennon hired a team to do his part. He was ar- 
rested, pleaded guilty and was fined $50. Lynch died soon 
after, which closed the case.

Lowell, January 1, 1906. 

To the Mayor and Board of Aldermen : 

Gentlemen; — Herein is submitted the Annual Re- 
port of the Superintendent of Street Lights for the year 
ending December 31, 1905. 

The lighting of the streets is all done by contract, 
with a rebate for all lights not burning the designated 
time. In addition to the police, who report all lights 
not burning and out of order, one permanent man paid 
by this Dept, (which will be discontinued this year) and 
two others who are not, from the Fire Department are 
detailed to look after all lights and see that they are kept 
in good order and giving the amount of light the City 
pays for. 

The Board of Aldermen ordered the location of 
thirty-eight (38) new gas lights (four (4) of which have 
not been set on account of the frost), eight (8) gasoline 
and eight (8) electric lights the past year. Only four 
(4) gas lights have been discontinued on account of 


electric lights. Sixteen (16) gasoline lights have been 
changed to gas, making a saving of five dollars on each 
light per year, besides burning all and every night. 

There are at present 1162 gas lights, burning under 
a new contract, for five years from Oct. 13th, with the 
Lowell Gas Co., for $22.75, each light per year to burn 
all and every night. Making a saving to the City of 25 
cts. on each light over the old contract with the Welsbach 
Co., their lights burning only until one o’clock and out 
four (4) nights in each month. There are seventeen 
( 17 ) lights owned by the different corporations, the City 
paying for the gas used. These lights are lighted and 
put out by a card issued by the Superintendent monthly. 
The locations of the gas lights added the past year are 
as follows: — Abbott Street 3, Butterfield 1, Bridge 1, 
Clitheroe 1, Crawford 1, Cosgrove 1, Dartmouth 3, Dra- 
cut 1, Daly 1, East Bleachery 1, Grace 2, Genoa 1 , Moody 
4, Mount Hope 1, Onleyl, Princeton 1, Rogers 1, School 
1, Sanders Avenue 2, Starbird 1, Stratham 3, Tolman 1, 
Worthen 1, Wyman 1, Woodbury 1, Third Avenue 2. 
Total 38. 

There are at present four hundred (400) gasoline 
lights. The eight (8) new ones are located as follows ; 
Birch Street 2, Coranell 2, Manchester 1, Spring Court 

1, West View 1, Weed 1. The gasolines changed to 
gas are located as follows Abbott Street 2, Billerica 

2, Burlington Avenue 2, Cady 2, Crescent 2, Chase 1, 
Cosgrove 1, Keene 1, Lawrence 1, Main 1, Parker 1. 
These lights cost 9 1-4 cents each light per night or 
$27.75 per year. They only burn twenty-five nights 
each month until one o’clock. 

There are at present five hundred and thirty (530) 
electric lights, with eight (8) additional on Fort Hill 
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Park which burn four or five months each year, at the 
same price as the others. The eight (8) new ones are 
located as follows ; — Central Street opposite the New 
American House, Dutton Street opposite the Mathews 
new building, Broadway corner Willie, West Sixth corner 
Boisvert, Fay corner Pihl, Lee Street opposite Saint 
Joseph’s Church, Moody corner Sixth Avenue and 
Fletcher opposite Worthen Street. 

The contract with the Welsbach Co. for gasoline 
lights expires next June and before another contract is 
made I would recommend, that as many of them as pos- 
sible be changed to gas, as the City would save five 
dollars on each light per year and they burn all and every 
night. I would also recommend that as soon as the in- 
terests of the City will permit, that an ordinance be pass- 
ed separating the office of Superintendent of Street 
Lamps from the office of Chief of the Fire Department.

During the year 1 1 men were selected from the Civil Service 
eligible list and appointed on the Probationary Reserve Force; 
four Probationers were promoted to the Permanent Reserve Force ; 
and three from the Reserve to the Regular Force. Two officers 
died during the year;' one resigned, and four were brought before 
the Board of Police for various breaches of discipline, two of 
whom were fined, one reprimanded, and one exonerated. 


Patrolman Albert E. Libby entered the Lowell Police Force 
March 20, 1869 and served continuously until his last illness, 
which terminated in his death June 16, 1905, after a service 
of 36 years. 


REPORT OF BOARD OF POLICE 
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Patrolman John F. Sparks entered the Lowell Police Force 
May 14, 1895, and died March 10, 1906, after a service of almost 
eleven years. 

The deceased officers were men of excellent character and 
honorable record, esteemed in life and regretted in death by 
those who were associated with them officially and socially. 
Their deaths were a distinct loss to the Lowell Police Department.

Report of the Park Commissioners 
of the City of Lowell 
for the Year 1905. 


The third annual report of the Park Commission to 
the City Council of the City of Lowell is herewith pre- 
sented. 

The work that has been in progress upon the South 
Common was resumed early in the spring of the current 
year. The athletic grounds were graded, requiring a 
large amount of filling. The grounds were sub-drained, 
tiling being used for the purpose whereby a dry surface 
is ensured at all times. A running track was made and 
a baseball diamond was laid out. The mall on the north 
side of the Common was finished and a drinking fountain 
was erected near to the entrance from South street. 
Next year this entrance will be widened and curbed, and 
grass seed will be sown where the surface is bare or the 
grass is thin. The apparatus for the children’s gym- 
nasium on the playground adjoining the athletic field, 
that was ordered from the manufacturer early in the 
season, was not delivered until the fall, and it was 
deemed best by the Commission to defer setting up the 
apparatus until next spring. An out-of-door gymnasium 
will be an experiment in this city. At the outset the ap- 
paratus to be used will be of simple construction. 

For two years the larger part of the sum set apart 
for work of a permanent nature has been expended on 
the South Common and it will be finished early next sea- 
son. 

The amount of the appropriation placed to the credit 
of the Park Department for the current year is $12,554. 
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The amount of the appropriation for trees was $1000, 
and the amount expended was $999.97. 

The amount of the appropriation for the removal 
of the nests of the brown tail moths was $500. The 
amount that was expended was $500. 

NORTH COMMON 

The work of grading on the North Common has been 
finished and next season grass seed will he sown where 
it is found to be necessary by reason of grading, or for 
other reasons. A mall will be laid out on the east side 
of the common similar to those that have been laid out 
on the South Common. This Common is adapted for 
baseball and other athletic sports, and work will be done 
to improve the conditions for the use of this Common for 
such sports. 


FORT HILL PARK 

The expenditure for work beyond the requirement 
for maintenance has been small. The iron pump in the 
porch has been removed and direct connection made with 
the water main that ensures a constant supply of good 
water. New curbing was put in at the main entrance to 
the Park. 


TYLER PARK 

When the plan of Tyler Park was made a rockery 
was included as one of the features, but it was not com- 
pleted in pursuance of the plan. The work will be com- 
pleted next season. 


OAKLANDS 

The parcel of land in the Oaklands given by Shep- 
ard & Fuller to the City for a Park has been graded and 
prepared for a flower bed. 
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There are many places in the City that by reason of 
their location, their nearness to flowing water, or from 
their contour, are admirably adapted for public Parks, 
and some of them may become such in the future growth 
of the City. At the request of the Commission photo- 
graphs of some of these spaces have been taken by Mr. 
George H. Nelson of the engineer’s department, and 
have been mounted and designated by him and have been 
put in convenient form to be seen at the office of the Com- 
mission. Some of these views appear in this report. 


TREES 

There were many applications to the Commission 
for the removal and the trimming of trees during the 
year. 137 trees were removed, chiefly for the reason 
that they were dead or decaying. On the 26th day of 
June, last, a wind storm caused many trees to fall and 
many trees were damaged to the extent that it was neces- 
sary to take them down or to trim them. The work of 
removal and the trimming occasioned by this storm re- 
quired an expenditure of $300. In the work of the re- 
moval of the trees and in guarding the streets that were 
impeded or made impassable by reason of the trees that 
fell, the Superintendent of the Street Department ren- 
dered prompt and valuable assistance. 

A petition to the Commission was received, signed 
by many persons residing in Middlesex Village and in 
its vicinity, requesting that a hearing be given to investi- 
gate the cause of the death of a number of trees in Mid- 
dlesex Village, near the premises owned or occupied by 
the petitioners. A hearing was given on the 21st day of 
September, last, at which a number of persons appeared 
and made statements relating to the subject matter of 
the petition that tended to show that the cause of the in- 
jury to the trees was gas that escaped from defective 
joints in the gas main in the street.

At a recent meeting of the Commission a vote was 
passed, instructing the City Solicitor to take the steps 
necessary to protect the interests of the city. 

BROWN TAIL MOTHS 

- The City Council last year appropriated the sum of 
$500 to he used by the Commission for the removal and 
destruction of the nests of brown tail moths. The work 
was begun January 3rd, 1905, and continued until April 
15t,h, 1905. There were 31,628 nests removed and de- 
stroyed. The citizens whose premises were infested 
with the pests materially aided the Superintendent of 
Parks in the work of removal and the thanks of the public 
is due to the pupils of the public schools of the City for 
work done by them and the Superintendent of Schools, 
and to many of the teachers for their very successful 
efforts in enlisting the aid of the pupils in the work of 
saving the trees. 

Mr. Wliittet, the Superintendent of Parks, deserves 
great credit for his zeal and efficiency in this department 
of his labor this year. 

The General Court of the Commonwealth for the 
current year passed an Act entitled, “An Act to provide 
for the suppressing of the gypsy and brown tail moths.” 
By this Act the gypsy and brown tail moths are declared 
to be public nuisances, and cities and towns are given the 
power to appoint agents to destroy the nests of the moths 
and to enforce the removal of the same. The nests of 
the brown tail moths now infest many of the trees of the 
city, and speedy action should be taken by the proper 
authorities, under the provisions of the Act, to supply 
the means and agencies to cause their destruction. His 
Honor, the Mayor, has recently sent a communication to 
the City Council, requesting that an appropriation be 
made to provide for the removal of the nests of the moths 
in the trees in the public streets and in the parks and 
commons of the city.

General Superintendent’s Report 


Lowell, Mass., January 1, 1905. 

To the Park Commissioners. 

Gentlemen : — 

I have the honor to submit to you my third annual 
report, which gives a complete account of the work per- 
formed by the Park Department under the direction of 
your Board during the past fiscal year, ending December 
31st, 1905, including a few comments and suggestions 
which I hope will not be considered inappropriate. 

We began the 1st of January with an appropriation 
of $12,544.00 to our credit for labor and sundries. We 
have expended for labor $8,999.92, and for general ex- 
penses $3,771.28. We have received from Mr. Jacob 
Rogers a donation of a beautiful ornamental fountain, 
which will be placed in one of the parks in the spring. 

It is interesting and instructive to consider broadly 
the subject of our parks. We have an area of about 
twelve and one-quarter square miles, less than 8000 
acres, within the limits of our city, a population of 94,845 
inhabitants, property of an assessed valuation of $71,- 
632,643.00, and have 72 1-2 acres devoted to parks and 
squares ; our public debt is estimated at $3,479, 680.00 or 
about $36.68 per capita, and there has been expended on 
our parks during the last six years $82,732.04, an average 
of about $13,788.00 or about 14 1-2 cents per capita an- 
nually. A glance at the expenditure for parks in Lowell 
shows them to have been of modest proportions in com- 
parison with those of some cities, where wealth is less, 
and in some cases whose tax rate has been heavier. 
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Mr. Parker, of Hartford, Conn., estimates that the 
parks require ordinarily $2,000 per acre for improve- 
ments to adapt them to a proper condition for popular 
enjoyment, and an annual outlay of sixty cents per 
capita for tlieir maintenance. The cost of improvements 
of the parks and squares included in his census varied 
from $50.00 to $24,000 per acre. As no two parks are 
identical in their natural characteristics no exact rule 
can be used for universal application, yet we can form 
some idea as to what sums other cities have deemed 
reasonable as expenditures for improvement. He says, 
“If income per capita is a little over a cent a week, that 
is sixty cents a year, then the income from 200 people is 
$120, which is a good average amount for maintaining 
an acre of parks without policing or lighting. Then, 
also, if the cost of construction is $2,000 per acre, and it 
costs that to do thorough work, the amount of bonds sold 
would be $10 per capita, not a burdensome or unusual 
amount. ’ ’ 

It is my opinion that the annual appropriation for 
the use of this department should be sufficiently large, 
so that the work of developing and improving our parks 
could be carried on each year on well defined lines, each 
year’s work to have its greatest value shown upon the 
completion of the general scheme of improvement. 

To improve our parks, according to Messrs. Olm- 
sted Bros.’ plans, necessitates a large expenditure of 
money. To undertake to complete them in one year by 
a single appropriation would be unreasonable, and yet 
I would suggest a method which will permit this Board 
to adopt a plan for successive improvements without 
material increase of the tax rate. 

If we were to have 1-4 of a mill on the assessed valu- 
ation of the city it would give us about $18,000.00; of 
this sum we could devote $8,500.00 to maintenance, and 
$0,500.00 to improvements. Nearly all the large cities 
exceed these figures, but many of the smaller cities do 
not come up to them. 

Lowell is a city to be justly proud of. Its popula- 
tion is essentially a working one, fully 60 per cent, being 
actively employed in the factories, shops and stores. 
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“If we would love our city we must make our city 
lovely,” aud when we make our city lovely we make 
citizenship more desirable and more worthy. 

The advantages of our parks and playgrounds may 
and should be more generally considered and discussed 
by the great mass of our people. Let our merchants 
visit our parks more frequently with their families, and 
as they drive or walk through the gravelled ways con- 
sider also that the home labor which finds employment 
is giving enhanced value to the city’s property, and 
bringing joy and health to many whose life would other- 
wise be under a constant shadow of gloom and discontent. 

Are parks a necessity or are they a luxury! The 
wealthy cities have them, the poorer do not, but if there 
is any place where parks and playgrounds are needed 
it is among the laboring classes. No child should be re- 
quired to go far to reach its playground; no city does 
its full duty to its children which provides only pave- 
ments for them to play on, and leaves them walls to look 
at. 

Mr. Jacob A. Riis in his book, “The Battle with the 
Slums,” says: Every park, every playground, every 
bath-house, is a nail in the coffin of the slum, and every 
big, beautiful schoolhouse, built for the people’s use, not 
merely to lock the children up in during certain hours 
for which the teachers collect pay, is a pole rammed 
right through the heart of it so even its ghost shall never 
walk again. 

Mr. Warren H. Manning, of Boston, in a paper pre- 
sented at the convention of the American Civic Associa- 
tion said, “More people and more generations of people 
may gain a mental, moral and physical uplift from the 
living picture of a really beautiful landscape with its 
never ending change with the procession of the seasons, 
than from any landscape upon canvas, in no respect 
would I belittle the work of the true artist. He who has 
the power to place upon canvas the brief periods of su- 
preme beauty that every student of nature would like to 
preserve speaks so commanding a note that the average 
man is compelled to stop and listen, even though he does 
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not understand. We need more teachers who are com- 
petent to teach, and such teachers are rapidly develop- 
ing, more disciples of outdoor art who will look beyond 
the pretty flower bed and the nest yard to the permanent 
improvement of their cities on broader lines and who 
will set about to acquire the fine trees, the beautiful pas- 
sages of landscape that will fit our broader scheme. I 
would place emphasis upon the fact that those who would 
enduringly improve their city must do more than en- 
courage the planting of trees and cleaning yards; they 
must help to educate public sentiment in the right way. ’ ’ 

One important purpose of parks is to provide, for 
those who have not the time or the money to go away 
from the city, a place where they can get a mental rest 
from the constant urgent demands which are inevitable 
in modern city life. Fifty years ago a city park was not 
a necessity; now it is. 

The time is coming when every city will have its 
park as it has its schools or its water supplies, or its 
sanitary regulations; but before this comes about, new 
types of parks must come into existence, parks that shall 
be adapted to one kind of people and one kind of social 
and economic conditions, and others that shall be adapted 
to other circumstances. 

We should no more expect one type of park to suit 
all conditions than we should expect one type of school 
or church or government to suit all. We must develop 
the park that shall be democratic as well as public and 
that shall appeal to whatever type of people constitutes 
the community. 

In the creation of a public park one of the consider- 
ations involved is the health and physical welfare of the 
people. This applies particularly to city parks and is 
perhaps the most important and most familiar considera- 
tion in large and growing communities. It was the lead- 
ing reason for the creation of the many small parks in 
large cities. Another consideration is the uplifting 
moral effect of the contemplation of those objects which 
strikingly turn one’s thoughts to the Creator. The poet, 
Emerson, under the spell of nature, declares that “Na- 
ture is loved by what is best in us. It is loved as the city 
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of God.” And Lord Kelvin, the great scientist who 
studies the action of natural forces, notes the tendency 
of his fellows to refer the operations of nature back to 
a first and directing cause, and admits that they are 
“compelled to accept the idea of a Creative Power.” 
“If you think strongly enough you will be forced by 
science to the belief in God which is the foundation of all 
religion. You will find science not antagonistic, but 
helpful to religion.” 

Every city should have numerous open spaces dis- 
tributed throughout its area, and particularly in thickly 
populated districts; so that there may be a convenient 
oasis, for pure air and bright sunshine, and grateful 
shade for rest and recreation. Parks proper should be 
at various convenient points in the outer portions of the 
city, and be sufficiently large in area to permit any in- 
habitant any day to find an inviting secluded place within 
their borders. A park must be healthful. Good drain- 
age, an abundance of pure drinking water and shade are 
absolutely necessary. The advantages of public parks 
are many; but the greatest is their healthful, healing in- 
fluence, whether applied to the wearied minds and bodies 
of those whose places of daily life and toil are sur- 
rounded or affected by monotonous, heated, brick walls 
and stone pavements, or to their soothing, helpful ef- 
fects upon weak, nervous and unhappy invalids and deli- 
cate children. To maintain the health of the former, 
and restore to health the latter, are the paramount pur- 
poses of parks. Cool, inviting shades and clear, still, 
or whispering waters; pure air, bright sunshine, and 
pastoral scenery are not only nature’s healing balms for 
bodily and mental afflictions, but they lead the apprecia- 
tive mind and heart gently on, step by step, to the great 
lovable truth. 

Teacli the children the names and uses of nature’s 
gifts about them ; point them to the trees, birds, herbage 
and flowers ; tell them the name and habits of each, and 
you will have sown the seeds for something ennobling 
in their hearts that will never be forgotten. 
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THE ROGERS FORT HILL PARK 


The usual care to keep this park up to its accustomed 
condition has been bestowed upon it the past season, and 
its appearance has in no way lost its attractiveness. 
Some few changes and additions have been made, which 
improve the park and contribute to its usefulness and to 
the enjoyment of the public. The attendance has been 
much larger than ever before, and there seems to be a 
disposition by the people to make this park the object of 
their spare hours* pilgrimages more and more. Each 
year the sentiment in favor of it, not only by our own 
people but also people from other cities and towns who 
are acquainted with the park, its beauty and attractive- 
ness, is manifested in larger numbers and on more fre- 
quent occasions. It is gratifying to the Board to know 
that their efforts are being steadily and rapidly appre- 
ciated. A new curbing has been placed at the entrance 
to this park which adds to its appearance. A shelter and 
public comfort building should be provided on this, park. 
No more urgent necessity exists here. Frequently visi- 
tors, and in particular children, are drenched by sudden 
and unexpected showers, as there is no suitable building 
in which to seek shelter. The land on the west side of 
the park should be accrued and laid out for all kinds of 
games and athletic sports, and I have no hesitation in 
most emphatically suggesting and urging the importance 
of this step. No better investment or outlay for this 
park can be made, and the wishes of the hundreds who 
enjoy and engage in sports should be favorably con- 
sidered. Encouragement should be given to such pro- 
jects, as they are important factors and provide the ut- 
most satisfaction to a very large proportion of our peo- 
ple, especially the operatives in our mills who resort 
there Saturday afternoons — the only opportunity they 
have during the week — and enjoy greatly healthful and 
rational recreation. 

The working force of the park are trusty employes, 
who seem to have the interest of the department at heart 
and are worthy of all the consideration they receive. 
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BELVIDERE PARK 


The labor performed upon this park was about the 
same and of similar nature as in previous years, mostly 
in properly caring for the grounds. In this, as in the 
other parks of the city, a great many improvements could 
be made and some should be. The walk from Nesmith 
street to Park street, which is in bad shape, should be 
straightened and relaid. 


VARNUA PARK 

This park required only ordinary maintenance care. 


AT. VERNON PARK 

This park is in a very fair condition and can be kept 
in such for some time to come within a reasonable allow- 
ance. Only ordinary maintenance care was given it dur- 
ing the past year. 


WATER WORKS SQUARE 

This square has been kept in a neat condition, with 
a large flower bed in the centre, which is greatly enjoyed 
by the residents of that vicinity. I would suggest that 
it be curbed, properly graded and sown, the unsightly 
electric light pole in the middle of it should be done away 
with and a neat and shapely one should be substituted 
for it. 
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OAKLAND SQUARE 

This square is the smallest piece of property in the 
control of the Park Board. It is located at the inter- 
section of Butman Road, Holyrood avenue and Hovey 
street. It is a triangular strip of ground and was deeded 
to the City of Lowell for a public square in 1904, by Jesse 
H. Shepard and Henry C. Puller. It was graded and 
put into good shape this fall, and it adds very much to 
the appearance of the neighborhood and is highly ap- 
preciated by the residents of that vicinity. 


PENNIMAN SQUARE 

This square has been entirely overhauled during the 
fall, several trees have been removed and the curbing 
has been removed to the outside of what was formerly 
the sidewalk, with a flower bed in the centre and a weil 
kept lawn it will be a very attractive spot. It would im- 
prove the looks of the city very much if many more tri- 
angles were located in different sections. 


LINCOLN SQUARE 

This square has been kept in the very best condition 
this year, the hedge of Berberis Thunbergii planted last 
year has grown well and has improved the looks very 
much. 


AONUttENT SQUARE 

This square is located in the most prominent part of 
the city; while it has been kept in its usual good condi- 
tion I would strongly recommend that the old fence now 
surrounding it be removed, as it is in a very bad condi- 
tion and any money expended for repairs is a waste of 
money. I would recommend that a new fence be placed 
around the lot, the lot regraded and the two trees now in 
the lot be removed. This square should be made the 
handsomest in the city. 
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TYLER PARK 

This park has been maintained in its usual condi- 
tion. A great many improvements could be made here. 
It is in need of ploughing, seasoning, grading and seeding 
in some of the unproductive sections. A considerable 
sum of money can be spent here to good advantage in 
needed improvements. What the park needs to give it 
the interesting character which it was intended to have 
are the following: 1. The planting of trees at the 
westerly end around and beyond the playground circle. 

2. The completion and support of the central feature 
by proper grading and planting substantially as planned. 

3. The planting of shrubbery and small flowering trees 
enclosing the park and enriching it, and supplementing 
the meagre sprout growth of existing trees by under- 
planting, all of which involves as a preliminary or ac- 
companiment the proper preparation and enrichment of 
the soil. 4. The enclosure of the park by a low parapet 
Avail as planned. All these things are necessary to the 
realization of the design as planned by Mr. Charles Eliot 
and recommended by Messrs. Olmsted Bros.

SOUTH COMMON 


The South Common has been greatly improved and 
beautified during the past season, and as a place of pleas- 
ure and pure delight the multitudes who visit it and enjoy 
its well kept condition attest. The Common cannot be 
classed in the same rank as the other parks of the city. 
Tt is one of a distinct class of public grounds which should 
be found in every city, and is found in most cities. The 
mall on the Summer street side has been completed to 
Thorndike street; and to provide better facilities for 
regular baseball games and for games and exercises the 
loam was stripped from about two acres of ground on 
the lower end of the Common near to the corner of South 
street. The concrete path which formerly ran through 
the ball field has been discontinued and several trees re- 
moved, and to give the field adequate drainage nearly 
1000 feet of common agriculture tile was laid some 3 or 
4 feet under the surface of the ball field, the ground has 
been filled in from 6 inches to 4 feet in the deepest places 
and graded systematically to pitch toward proper drain 
inlets so located as not to interfere with the ball. Some 
idea of the amount of land that has been filled in and 
graded can be gleaned from the fact that a cinder track 
which surrounds the field is six laps to the mile. On the 
Summer-street side of the ball field and hugging the bank 
is a 100-yard dash. A new drinking fountain has been 
placed near to the South-street entrance to the Common. 
A sanitary building is badly needed on this Common, and 
I trust that you will give this matter your careful atten- 
tion. 
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NORTH COMMON 


On this Common a large amount of work has been 
done during the past season ; the loam has been removed 
from the low portions of the Common and the hollow 
places have been filled in with dirt; the filling ranged 
from 2 inches to 3 feet. After filling in these low places 
we have topped off with loam ; in all 8000 loads of filling 
was used. Here the chief need is the provision of ade- 
quate drainage, and the proper shaping and surfacing 
of the ground; also the top dressing of the concrete 
walks, some of which are in very had shape.

The apparatus was ordered in the early part of July, 
soon after the appropriation was made, but it did not 
arrive until September. The schools were opened when 
the apparatus arrived, and it was decided that it would 
be the best to keep it indoors for the winter. It will be' 
put in place in the early spring. 

The playgrounds have come to stay. By no other 
method can we more surely breed good citizens, nor by 
its neglect suffer more in the paupers and criminals who 
fill our almshouses and jails, a menace to stable society 
and a grievous burden to the state. 

I hope that public-spirited persons will bear in mind 
that there is no gift to the city of greater use and enjoy- 
ment, with more lasting honor to the name of the donor, 
than a public playground. It should also be said that 
no public money is more profitably invested than that 
spent for playgrounds, even when costly land in a densely 
populated district has to be taken. Play is essential 
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to the healthy development of children and youth. The 
future of the growing generation depends upon it. Pla} r - 
grounds save children from evil influences and criminal 
associations. If we would consider the waste and de- 
struction represented by every person who resorts to 
vice and crime, we may gain some idea of the economical 
returns from playground investments in promoting so- 
cial welfare and averting evils otherwise inevitable. 
The Manufacturer’s Association of Brooklyn, N. Y., at 
its November meeting says: "We believe that the pro- 
viding of opportunity for unrestricted play upon the 
part of children and its encouragement is an important 
duty of the public authorities, and therefore recommends 
and urges that playgrounds for children be provided in 
connection with all city parks, and that use as such be 
encouraged by the city authorities. 

CONCLUSION 

In closing my report I wish to express to the mem- 
bers of the Board of Park Commissioners my fullest ap- 
preciation for their support and their good-will, and wish 
to thank my assistants of the department for the efficient 
services rendered, making it possible to accomplish all 
that has been done.

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SHADE TREES 


Lowell is a beautiful city, fortunate in location, 
broad in extent, varied in surface, salubrious in climate, 
rich in homes and institutions, intelligent and refined in 
her citizens. What is to hinder her being the most 
beautiful city of her size in the country. One thing is 
painfully wanting— that is, a system of arboriculture 
commensurate with her other attractions. The trees 
now in the streets are, to a great extent, creatures of 
chance, with little taste in selection and less care in 
planting, and in a great majority of cases wholly neg- 
lected. It is no wonder we find them in their present 
condition. Many of them are too thickly set, leaning, 
deformed, bruised, gnarled, partly dead, untrimmed, 
broken, limbs that are in the way roughly cut off, leaving 
ugly stubs, allowed to head too low and then trimmed up 
high after they are too mature to regain their natural 
form and grace, and so on to the end of the list of ills. 
It is not just to say there are no beautiful trees in Lowell, 
but it is safe to assert that a well-developed, graceful 
tree is the exception, and that these exceptions are by far 
too few. 

That a stimulus may be given to arboriculture it is 
desirable that the people make a study of trees. In 
passing through the streets let them take notice of the 
trees — consider the points of beauty and deformity— 
whether they are too many or too few, which ones could 
be removed with advantage, where new ones should be 
placed, what varieties would be best suited to certain 
localities and so on. In passing small parks and de- 
tached residences where trees and shrubbery are used, 
let them examine the varieties and arrangement, see 
which would improve appearance by removal, where ad- 
ditions could be made, and what should be added. By 
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careful attention of tliis kind, an improved taste would 
develop, a more lively sense of tire importance of the 
study of arboriculture would be obtained, and a readi- 
ness to help the work along would result. 

To whom do the trees belong. Some are the prop- 
erty of the city, some of those on whose premises they 
stand, some partly of the city and partly of the abuttors. 

In another sense they belong to the public. All en- 
joy their beauty, their cool shade in summer, their health- 
ful influence upon the air and their partial protection 
from wind and storm. In so much they are common 
property. In return for the right to enjoy the pleasures 
and benefits of trees, people should assist in protecting 
them from injury. 

Nothing within our power to control adds more to 
the attractiveness of our city than its shade trees. It 
would be easy to demonstrate that from the financial 
standpoint alone money invested rightly in the planting 
and care of trees will add more to the value of real estate 
than any other improvement. 

Take two blocks in all respects alike, except that one 
has trees well selected, set at suitable distance apart and 
well cared for ; the other with no trees, or with trees care- 
lessly set and neglected, as frequently happens. A per- 
son wishing to purchase a residence would be likely to 
choose the one having fine trees, although he may be re- 
quired to pay more in addition than many times the cost 
of the trees ; and when the houses are all occupied it will 
be more than likely the block having fine trees will have 
people of better culture, and hence more desirable for 
neighbors. Thus, from a financial standpoint, trees pay. 

To secure the most satisfactory results requires 
judgment and some skill in the selection, placing and care 
of the trees. Trees should be selected with reference to 
the locality, the quality of the soil, the extent of space 
and circumstances of surroundings in general. Large 
growing varieties should be selected for places of large 
extent, smaller varieties for places of less extent. A 
low, compact tree is not desirable for street planting. 
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Sometimes it is difficult to decide wliat variety is best 
suited to a place. Careful attention will enable one to 
make a good selection. 

A good rule to follow in planting trees is, — Beal only 
with responsible parties, pay good prices and demand 
good services. No one should be employed to purchase 
or plant a tree who does not understand the business. A 
mistake made at the planting lasts during the life of a 
tree. 

The ground where a tree is to be set should be ex- 
amined to see whether it is suitable for tree growth. If 
it is not, the poor earth should be removed and good soil 
substituted. The amount to be removed depends upon 
circumstances, and can be determined by examination. 
A tree to flourish must have plenty of good ground in 
which to grow. It should be good to the depth of three 
feet and an equal distance in all directions from the trunk 
when practicable. 

Trees should be placed so far from one another that 
at maturity they will not meet. Such distances will 
enable them to develop in their natural beauty, give them 
sufficient space to be vigorous, allow the sun to shine on 
the ground under and between them a portion of every 
sunny day, driving away malaria and enabling grass to 
grow and so increase healthfulness and beauty. Trees 
planted at such distances allow architecture to show to 
better advantage and present the pleasing combination 
of sunshine and shadow on the ground. To determine 
the distance to intervene, measure the spread of full- 
grown trees of the same varieties as those to be planted, 
and let this measurement be taken. It will vary from 
thirty to eighty feet. Trees should alternate on opposite 
sides of the street. 

How can a street be beautified? Principally by 
trees and turf at the sides, and by keeping away the tree 
butcher. We want trees as ■ they naturally grow, not 
monstrosities. Upon streets the under branches must 
he removed so as to allow one to pass with an umbrella. 
Dead or dying branches must be cut out, and when living 
branches cross or interfere one should be removed. 
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Sometimes additional pruning is necessary to give the 
tree a symmetrical head, and, while young, to prevent 
the formation of a low crotch ; hut more than this should 
not he permitted. Trees should be uniform in size, and 
all of the same kind in each block or square. If the street 
is broad, affording good opportunities for protection, 
they should stand between the curbing and the sidewalk. 

That street trees were appreciated in the earliest 
days is evinced by the action of a town meeting in Water- 
town, Massachusetts, in 1637, which passed a vote “to 
mark the shade trees by the roadside with a W and fin- 
ing any person who shall fell one of the trees thus marked 
18 shillings.” That this interest was continuous is made 
evident by the age of existing homestead and roadside 
trees, very many of which are between one hundred and 
two hundred years old. 

To beautify our streets let the residents of every 
block or square organize a club of those living on it, and, 
after mature deliberation, agree as to what should be 
done, determine what trees should be saved and what 
ones should be removed, and then have them trimmed 
and guards placed around those worth saving, remove 
the sickly, injured or deformed ones and plant new ones 
when desired. All the residents should feel that they 
have an interest in every tree. 

Every one should be willing to sacrifice individual 
interest for general welfare. People would say of trees 
thus planted not “my trees” but “our trees,” a sense 
of common property, a common interest, a common 
guardianship would prevail. It may be said that such 
a result cannot be obtained. Perhaps not at first, but 
after a little while personal likes will give way to general 
good. The trees on the block or square should be planted 
by the club and the expense assessed on the residents or 
furnished by subscription. The pride of possession is 
deeply seated in human nature. One cares for his own 
as he would not care for that of another. The disposi- 
tion to have and to do already exists. The knowledge of 
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what to do and liow to do it is the only thing wanting. 
It appears to me the legitimate work of a club of this 
kind would be to supply this want where it exists. We 
have no power to enforce ; we can only persuade. People 
are desirous of learning w T hen they are convinced they 
have a competent instructor. If a club of this kind gath- 
ers within its membership those citizens who have re- 
fined taste and a knowledge of arboriculture and horti- 
culture, and if it demonstrate to the satisfaction of the 
people that such is the case, and, moreover, if it be care- 
ful that nothing shall emanate from this club, with its 
sanction, but such ideas as shall have stood the test of 
examination by good judges and have been approved by 
them, then people will receive with thankfulness what- 
ever the club may promulgate. When this condition is 
reached the era of progress will begin, and then we may 
with confidence look forward to a time when withaproper 
distribution of trees, shrubbery, flowers and lawns the 
City of Lowell will be radiant with a new glory. To ob- 
tain this result should be the work of this club. I would 
have every tree an object of beauty, every court-yard 
and garden radiant with shrub and flower and lawn. 
What a bond of sympathy would exist among the citizens, 
and with what pleasure then would we pass through the 
streets, and with’ what satisfaction would we admire one 
another’s handiwork. Let us all unite in beautifying 
and making more comfortable and more healthful our 
beloved city. Let us call into requisition the highest 
taste and the best execution and confidently expect cor- 
responding results. With agreement in sentiment and 
harmony in action this generation may bequeath this city 
to the next a veritable park — the pride of those who made 
it and the joy of those who inherit it.

INJURIES TO SHADE TREES 


* Shade trees have many adverse conditions to con- 
tend with, which are becoming more numerous each year, 
and are likely to increase with the development of our 
cities and towns along present lines. Many of these 
difficulties can he obviated if attention is given to their 
care and normal conditions of growth. Others, however, 
are not so readily disposed of and hence the trees must 
frequently suffer. 

Some of the detrimental factors are the following: 

Interference with soil moisture and root respiration 
by paved and macadamized roads and sidewalks. 

Destruction of the root system by excavations for 
buildings, sewers, water, gas and steam pipes. 

Interference of the root system by earth fillings and 
regradings. 

Abnormal physical and chemical conditions of soil 
made up of refuse material, and of unsuitable soil texture 
causing an insufficiency or over supply of soil moisture. 

Effects of soil covers as effecting water supply, etc. 

Injuries arising from horses’ teeth, abrasions from 
teams, etc. 

Effects of exposure to various obnoxious atmos- 
pheric gases and smoke. 

Lack of aseptic and antiseptic treatment in cases of 
wounds arising from accidental or intentional pruning, 
or from injuries from horses’ teeth, abrasions from 
teams, etc. 

Interference to tree growth by telephone wires. 

Electrical injuries due to contact with alternating 
and direct current wires. 

Injuries due to leaks in gas mains, steam conduits, 
etc.

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These factors, singly or in combination, constitute 
a menace to trees, and it is only by an understanding of 
the effects that we can comprehend their importance as 
agencies detrimental, to tree development, and obtain a 
rational conception of the aetiology of disease. Some of 
these factors are so detrimental to tree development that 
the largest species will succumb in a relatively short 
time. In most cases, however, trees subject to adverse 
conditions linger along in a state of malaise or weak con- 
dition, thereby easily falling a prey to parasites. 

The insects which kill or injure our shade trees the 
most are the Tussock moth, forest tent caterpillar, maple 
tree scale, gypsy and brown tail moths. The Tussock 
moth is a native of North America. It attacks almost 
every variety of shade, fruit, and ornamental trees, with 
the exception of the conifers. This insect passes the 
winter in the egg state. The overwintering eggs are 
laid by the female moth in the latter part of September, 
in a glistening white, frothy-looking mass attached to the 
outside of the cocoon. They are seen at a glance, owing 
to their pure white color, and remain conspicuous upon 
the trees until spring. They cast their skin five times. 
The newly hatched young feed on the under surface of 
the leaf, eating off the parenchyma and producing a 
skeletonized appearance. 

The most efficient remedy for the Maple Tree Scale 
is spraying with a ten per cent, solution of kerosene 
emulsion applied, if in summer, just after the eggs have 
hatched. At this time the insect is in its weakest state 
of existence. It is better, however, to spray in the fall 
when it is easier to reach all parts of the tree. A fifty 
per cent, solution may then be used. 

But the greatest insect war ever known is the battle 
that is being raged against the gypsy moth in the State 
of Massachusetts. The whole trouble, which has caused 
the expenditure of hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
years of labor, arose from a handful of eggs blown into 
some grass by a puff of wind. 
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Some thirty years ago, a French artist and natural- 
ist, Leopold Trouvelot, lived in Medford, Mass. He was 
studying the habits of the native birds and insects, and 
was experimenting with silkworms. One day he received 
by post a cluster of the eggs of the gypsy moth from a 
friend in Europe, which he placed on a table near an open 
window. A passing puff of wind blew the eggs into the 
grass outside. 

Trouvelot did not miss them, or remember them, 
until, a year later, he discovered a number of young 
gypsy caterpillars — hairy, gray creepers, speckled with 
red and blue. He attempted to stamp the colony out of 
existence, but finding, the next season, that they were 
more numerous, he gave public warning of what had hap- 
pened, and advised the community to be on the watch. 
His warning was regarded as the vaporing of a half- 
crazy collector of bugs. 

Trouvelot left for Paris, and for some time nothing 
more was thought of the gypsy moth, though a few people 
noticed that near the old Trouvelot home caterpillars 
were plentiful and that they did some damage to, foliage. 
From 1869 to 1889 the parent colony was extending its 
territory, and wherever it went trees were defoliated. 
The damage was placed to any account but the real one, 
generally to the charge of the well-known canker worm, 
or to the tent-caterpillar. At last, in 1889, a season ar- 
rived when the gypsy caterpillars and moths had so 
greatly increased in numbers that their food supply gave 
out. Armies appeared in districts where they had never 
been known before, and destroyed every green thing. 
Passing from tree to tree the hungry host swarmed over 
all the country. Such in brief is the history of the gypsy 
moth. Eecently at Sixth and Bridge streets, Central- 
ville, a gypsy moth nest was found and quickly put out 
of commission. This pest is the worst of them all. 
Fortunately, this department has found no other evi- 
dences of the moth in the city. As 1 gave a history of 
the Brown-tail Moth in my report of last year I do not 
think it necessary to repeat it in this one. 
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BROWN-TAIL MOTHS 

March 18th. The caterpillars begin to leave nests, 
and commence eating. 

June 10th. Commence to spin cocoons and pupate. 

July 1st. The white moths, with a brown tail, com- 
mence to emerge from the pupal stage, and soon begin 
to lay eggs. The eggs hatch in from 15 to 20 days. 

July 20th. They begin to feed about this time, and 
feed for about six weeks. 

September 1st. They begin to form their winter 
nests. 


GYPSY MOTHS 

April 30th. Egg-clusters commence to hatch, and 
caterpillars begin to feed about this time. 

July 15th. They commence to pupate about this 
time. 

July 25th. The moths commence to appear, and 
soon commence laying egg-clusters. 
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Last December the city government appropriated 
the sum of $500.00 for the destruction of the brown-tail 
moths. "We went to work and during the winter we de- 
stroyed by actual count 31,628 moth nests. The Middle- 
sex Women’s Club also took a hand in the work; every 
land owner was warned that it was to his own advantage 
to destroy the nests The people of Lowell were so fully 
aware of the danger that they responded at once, and 
Lowell suffered hardly any from them, the amount re- 
ceived from individuals being $115.55. 

In the early part of the year the city government 
appropriated the sum of $1,000.00 for the care of trees. 
In addition to performing a vast amount of trimming at 
the requests of numerous individuals, we have removed 
from the streets 137 trees which were dead, or so nearly 
so that their removal was advantageous. 

During the past year 30 beautiful and stately elms 
and maples which had been carefully watched and nursed 
by the residents of Middlesex Village were killed by gas 
which leaked from a main placed in the street last fall. 
The joints were imperfectly made. The Lowell Gas 
Company was informed of the havoc of the escaping gas 
and at once sent men to dig to the joints and make them 
tight. But the havoc had been wrought; the roots had 
felt the blast of the deadly gas. Asphyxiation had partly 
taken place ; the sap of life was drying up and the work 
of the Gas Company was too late.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES FOR 1905. 


To the Honorable , the Members of the City Council: 

Gentlemen — We have the honor to present herewith, in 
accordance with the City Ordinances, the report of the opera- 
tions of the City Library for the fiscal year ending the 31st 
day of December, 1905. 

There are few institutions in our community in which 
greater pride can be taken than the City Library, now in its 
62nd year and a pioneer amoug public libraries. It is admir- 
ably housed ; is well administered by a librarian and assistants 
with intelligence, courtesy and zeal; its collection of books is 
large and well proportioned ; and it bears an enviable reputa- 
tion among the best libraries in the country. The patronage 
which our community has bestowed upon it and the practical 
service it has rendered to all its people, abundantly justify it. 
The support accorded it by various City governments 
testifies to the acumen and public spirit of our municipal 
administrators. 

Regarding the Resources of the Library. 

The report for 1905 shows a decrease in the City appropria- 
tion, which has curtailed the usefulness of the Library. The 
City appropriation for last year was $13,000, being $3,000 less 
than that of former years, the committee on appropriations 
suggesting in its report: “We hope the Trustees will find 
that by using the Davis income for running expenses they will 
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have a better library than if they depended on the City 
Council appropriation alone.” 

The Trustees of the City Library have no desire to 
criticize a co-ordinate branch of the City 'government, but in 
justice to the Library they are compelled to place on record 
their protest against decreasing the City appropriation and 
using the income of the bequest of the late John Davis, 
Esquire, for running expenses. They are loath to believe that 
any considerable number of our citizens are willing to use a 
gift from the lamented dead for the running expenses of a 
public institution which is not eleemosynary, but is a temple 
dedicated by the people to the cause of popular education. 
Such use is a desecration of a bequest unless the bequest is 
given under that specific condition. The great builder of free 
libraries, Mr. Andrew Carnegie, makes it an invariable rule to 
all his library benefactions, that he will give no aid to a library 
which is not self-supporting — that a community which will 
not maintain its own library does not deserve the benefactions 
of individuals. 


Annual Appropriation of $16,000 Is Insufficient. 

There is not a library in the country of which the expense 
is not increased as the library grows larger, and in many cities 
the annual appropriation is increased from time to time to 
meet existing conditions, except in Lowell, where the expense 
has not been increased in proportion to the Library’s needs. 
The sum of $16,000 was not sufficient when the Library was 
smaller, and is not sufficient now. The Library has been 
handicapped for years by lack of funds, yet the Trustees have 
done their duty uncomplainingly, to the best of their ability. 
Since October 14, 1893, when the present quarters were dedi- 
cated to library purposes, the cost of repairs and maintenance 
of these quarters has come from the Library appropriation. 
The heating and lighting apparatus have had to be altered at a 
considerable expense, and some of the rooms, left in an unfin- 
ished state, have been put in habitable condition, at the 
expense of the Library funds. 
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Expense Has Not Kept Pace With Growth. 

Notwithstanding the growth of our City : the Library 
today is conducted at less expense than it was 15 or more 
years ago. Indeed, the expenditure for the Library has not 
kept pace with its growth and needs, and is much less than 
that of any library of its size in the State. For comparison, 
the subjoined table is of interest:

This table shows that the Lowell Library, in comparison 
with other cities, is poorly supported. The Worcester and 
Springfield libraries have nearly three times more funds than 
our library; Fall River, Cambridge, Lynn, Somerville, New 
Bedford and Haverhill spend much more money than Lowell 
for library purposes; while the other cities, none with Lowell’s 
population, appropriate in some instances more, and some 
about the same, funds for library support as Lowell.

It will thus be seen that the expenses of the Library were 
$2,381.14 greater than the amount appropriated by the City, 
despite the most rigid economy and curtailment in every 
department. This deficiency was met by $2,000 from the 
income of the Davis fund and $381.14 from lines’ and other 
sources. In other words, the City appropriation barely 
covered the living expenses of the Library — salaries, lighting, 
newspapers, scrubbing, incidental supplies — and the Library 
had to depend upon the Davis fund for books. 


Disposition of the John Davis Bequest. 

The Trustees believed and still believe that the City, in 
providing for its Library, should furnish the people with such 
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current books and magazines as are more or less transitory 
in character and used chiefly for entertainment, and that it is 
a misuse of a bequest to apply it to the purchase of current 
books and magazines, or to the replacing of books worn out in 
service. Unfortunately, because of the dropping off in the 
patronage of the Library, due to the lack of new books, it 
seemed necessary recently to apply $2,000 of the Davis income 
to the purchase of transitory reading matter. The munificent 
bequest of Mr. Davis to the Library was given to the Trustees 
without any restrictions, it is true, but it is none the less their 
duty to carry out what they believe to be his intentions in 
regard to its disposition. It can hardly be contended that it 
was his intention to help the City maintain the cost of the 
Library, but rather that the money be used for such special 
purposes as the Trustees might determine. Unless the 
Trustees take this view of the use to be made of money 
received from gifts, it is extremely unlikely that other money 
will ever be donated to the Library unless accompanied by 
conditions that may prove irksome. The Act of the Legisla- 
ture creating the Board of Trustees of the City Library, and 
the City Ordinances defining and governing the Board's duties 
and powers, leave to the Trustees the control, management 
and disposition of trust funds. The interpretation which they 
have made thus far of Mr. Davis’ intentions has been liberal. 
The principal of the John Davis bequest they propose to hold 
intact and inviolate, safely invested in good interest-bearing 
securities. They have purchased from its income a large and 
valuable collection of engravings. The fitting up and furnish- 
ing of the Children’s Room, which is doing a great work, were 
made possible by the Davis income. The sum of $3,200 from 
this income has been spent on books, and from the same 
revenue the Trustees have been enabled to, secure one of the 
largest and most valuable collections of textile volumes in the 
country ; and they are now securing text books and technical 
works for craftsmen and apprentices in the various trades — 
publications invaluably to young men and women unable to 
afford the cost of these means of improving their knowledge 
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of the crafts. In short, it is proposed to expend the income 
of the Davis fund in a manner that shall enrich the Library 
in various directions as the needs arise. The generous gift is 
recognized by a special book-plate, inscribed: u City Library 
of Lowell. Bought from the Income of the John Davis 
Bequest.” ' 


Finding Lists of BooKs For the People. 

Last year’s appropriation was not large enough to warrant 
the publishing of u Finding Lists/’ or Catalogues, of which 
the Library is greatly in need. The present card-catalogue 
system is well enough as far as it goes, but there is great need 
of printed lists of books, which the people can take home and 
consult at leisure. 


To Broaden the Library's Usefulness. 

Assured the regular City appropriation, the Trustees feel, 
with the income of the Davis fund, they can largely increase 
the usefulness of the Library. Besides the objects already 
stated, they have several plans for improvement in contempla- 
tion. They propose putting suitable shelves in the Exhibition 
Room and placing thereon several thousand volumes of the 
best books, to which the public shall have ready access. They 
also intend opening the Library on Sundays, at certain hours. 
Moreover, the schools, already large patrons of the Library, 
need an increased supply of books suited to their needs. 
The Lowell Library was among the first to put into operation 
the supplying of books to the public schools, and the heartiest 
co-operation exists between schools and Library. 


Portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Davis. 

Since the receipt of the Davis bequest the Trustees have 
been considering how best to recognize the munificence of the 
donors. They have finally decided to place in the Library 
portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Davis, which are to be painted by 
Mr. Edward C. Tarbell, of Boston. 
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Large Collection of Art Pictures. 

Early in the development of t^e Library the value of 
pictures in supplementing the use of books was recognized, 
and there has been gathered in our Library a large collection 
of pictures illustrative of the world’s art and of its mechanical 
and industrial advance. Frequent public exhibitions of them 
have been given, and their free use has been encouraged. 


Reference Department. 

The Reference Department is not merely a museum for 
the preservation of literary treasures, but is a work-shop fur- 
nishing tools for intellectual work; and the use of 10,917 books 
the past year demonstrates the value of this department It 
is a bureau of information in the largest sense, for not only 
books are made easy of access but the attendants are helpers 
of those seeking information. While the primary work of a 
library is to supply a demand, its function is also to create a 
need, and no effort has been spared to create the reading habit 
among the people so far as means permitted. Books are put 
upon shelves, where they can readily be examined, and success 
has justified the experiment. A gratifying increase of readers 
is coming from the artisan class, indicating tliat the Library is 
helping in practical lines of advance. 

Needed Improvements. 

Improvement has been made in the lighting of the 
Reference and Magazine Rooms. Additional chandeliers 
were placed in these rooms, and new electric lights were 
installed. There is urgent need of improving the Reading 
Rooms on the first floor. The walls and ceilings should be 
brightened, nothing having been done to them since the build- 
ing was opened to the public, 12 years ago; and the system of 
lighting, which is obsolete and insufficient, should be sup- 
planted by a better one. The Reading Rooms are the work- 
ingman’s club, and every effort should be made to add 
to their comfort and efficiency. There are 222 papers and 
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periodicals in this department, all being* in constant use. The 
attendance continues to increase, and the capacity of the rooms 
has been severely tested both on week-days and Sundays. 

Children's Room. 

The patronage of the Children’s Room has well justified 
its establishment. It is open outside of school hours, and the 
attendance is larg'e. Open shelves of juvenile books and 
books of reference have been placed in the room, and on the 
tables are current periodicals. Low tables and kindergarten 
chairs are in use, on the walls are good pictures, and there is 
every facility for the comfort, healthy entertainment and 
education of children. The Children’s Room is a boon to the 
mother who cannot leave her children at home unattended, 
for here the' children may peruse well-printed books or be 
entertained by pictures of wonderland, while the mother does 
necessary errands. The Trustees will be glad to have mothers 
freely enjoy the privileges of this department. 


The Ventilation Is Bad. 

The ventilation of the Library quarters is a source of 
complaint from patrons. Particularly when the rooms are 
crowded, as they frequently are, the ventilation is noticeably 
imperfect. A remedy is called for and cannot be too strongly 
recommended . 


The Library's Circulation. 

The circulation of books for home use for the year was 
126,904, a loss of 18,025 from the previous year, probably 
due to the lack of new books. The total registration of card 
patrons was 29,791, an increase of 1679 over the year 1904, 
the largest registration in the history of the Library. The 
largest daily circulation was 955, and the smallest was 112. 
The average daily circulation of the year was 422 There 
were 1381 volumes added during the year 1905, and the total 
number of volumes in the s Library is 69,698. These figures 
indicate that the Library is freely used by the citizens. 
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As to the Classes of Books. 

The Trustees believe that the classes of books, magazines 
and periodicals on the shelves and on file in the Library are 
the best that could be selected for the manifold wants of the 
numerous readers, as the tastes of a wide range of individuals 
have been respected. Much criticism is heard regarding 
fiction in public libraries, some people asserting that libraries 
have too much of that class of reading, while others maintain 
there is too little. The time is gone by when a public library 
can afford to ignore any class of literature that is wholesome, 
entertaining and instructive. Fiction is a necessary part of 
the equipment of a public library. 4 ‘The function of imagin- 
ative literature,” says John Morley, 4 4 is to awaken the sym- 
pathies, to quicken the moral sensibilities, and enlarge our 
moral vision. To a person in a jaded condition of mind, 
nothing is more refreshing after a day’s work than to spend 
an hour or two in reading wholesome works of imagination.’ ’ 
Our Library has a good supply of fiction, but its Trustees can 
never hope perceptibly to lessen complaints regarding the 
inability of patrons promptly to secure new and popular books. 
There is but one remedy: Plenty of duplicate copies; and 
these the Trustees never hope to be able to supply because 
of the unjustifiable expense to the taxpayers. 

French fiction and general literature have a good represen- 
tation on the Library’s shelves, and serve many readers. 


Gifts to the Library. 


Besides the many valuable books received as gifts, the 
Library has been peculiarly fortunate in receiving other 
donations. On its walls now hangs a large and handsome 
portrait of King Edward VII, the gift of the Honorable Mrs. 
Arthur Paget, of London. Mr. Charles C. Hutchinson is the 
donor of a finely illustrated volume on the Knights Templar. 
Friends of the late Dr. Joel Spaulding have loaned a portrait 
of that distinguished and most estimable man, for a long time 
one of Lowell’s useful and public-spirited citizens. On 
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another page will be found the list of donors of books and 
pamphlets to the Library; 

The Trustees take pleasure in publicly acknowledging 
these gifts and in heartily thanking the donors. It is especially 
pleasing to hang portraits of Lowell’s revered dead in the 
Library, with those of Nathan Appleton, Abbott Lawrence, 
Patrick T. Jackson, and worthy pioneers who made Lowell 
possible by their abilities and far-reaching activities. It may 
here be appropriate to say that the Trustees wish they could 
have the portraits of other distinguished Lowellians, so that 
the gallery may be one of the greatest attractions of the 
Library. 


No Special Favors to Patrons. 


It cannot be too strongly asserted that the Library grants 
no special favors to patron or patrons. It is the City’s library, 
belonging to all the people, and the Library employes are 
instructed to treat all its patrons with equal courtesy. Specific 
charges against any attendant, duly presented to the Trustees, 
will always be thoroughly investigated by them, with a view to 
ensuring satisfactory service. 


Books Reserved( 

In this connection attention is called to the long-standing 
rule, for the accomodation of the public, which reserves for 
patrons, upon request, books that are “ out ” when applied for. 
Such books are reserved for 48 hours after patrons are notified. 
This privilege is for all patrons of the Library who desire to 
avail themselves of it. 


Subjoined Reports. 


The subjoined reports contain statistics as to the circula- 
tion of books and periodicals, the list of donors to the Library, 
the report of the auditor on the Davis fund, and a report of the 
income of the fund for 1905. 
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The Library’s Great Value. 

With the growth of the City there should be a correspond- 
ing increase of the work of the City Library. The expense is 
justified from every point of view. Civil life is improved as 
it is enlightened ; homes are better when wiser people live in 
them. The educated head gives a finer touch to the artisan's 
hand; the industries of a community yield larger returns 
when guided by intelligence. If a public library serves no 
other purpose than keeping boys and girls off the streets, away 
from vicious environment, it justifies its existence and its 
cost. 


In conclusion, the Trustees of the City Library of Lowell 
will endeavor to the best of their ability to administer, in the 
future as in the past, the important trust committed to them.

To the Trustees of the City Library of Lowell, Mass.: 

At the request of Mr. Putnam of your Board, I have made a 
careful examination of the John Davis Fund, and beg to submit 
the following report: 

When the property comprising the Estate was turned over to 
your Board, I find that a portion of it consisted of several pieces 
of real estate, which have been cared for by your Librarian, Mr. 
Chase, as ijgent, whose account as agent has been carefully and 
minutely kept, with all disbursements properly vouchered, and 
now showing a balance on hand of $106.12, which amount is on 
deposit to credit of his account as agent in the Old Lowell 
Bank, this amount being certified to at the bank. 

The real estate having been largely disposed of, there remains 
but two pieces, that at 76 C Street, Lowell, with an assessed 
value of $1,900, rented at $12 per month, and a piece of un- 
productive vacant land in Wilmington, Mass., appraised at $500. 

In the custody of the City Treasurer, I find the following 
securities:

In compliance with the City Ordinances, I sub- 
mit the following report of the business of the law 
department for the year ending February 28, 1906. 

LITIGATION. 

6433. William H. SJirugruo v. City of LowelL 


This was an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received by the plaintiff January 
14, 1904. The cause of the accident was alleged to be 
a defect on the westerly side of Fletcher street at a 
point on the sidewalk in front of the door of the 
building occupied by the Lighting department near

the corner of Cross street. The writ was dated 
January 12, 1904, and returnable to the Superior 
Court on the first Monday of March, 1904. 

This case was heard at considerable length before 
the jury at the March sitting of the Superior Court, 
1905, and resulted in a verdict for the defendant. 

6459. Bridget Mar key v. City of LowelL 

This was an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received by the plaintiff January 
14, 1904, by reason of an alleged defect in the sidewalk 
on the easterly side of Market street near the canal 
and railroad crossing. The writ was dated February 
17, 1904, and returnable to the Superior Court the 
first Monday of March, 1904. As the writ in this 
case was not served on the defendant thirty days 
before the ‘entry day, defendant filed a motion to 
dismiss the action, and, by agreement, the plaintiff in 
the case was non-suited. 

6694 . Bridget Markey v. City of LowelL 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the 
sum of $2 0,000, for personal injuries alleged to have 
been received by the plaintiff January 14, 1904, by 
reason of an alleged defect in the sidewalk on the 
easterly side of Market street, near the canal and 
railroad crossing. The writ was dated March 31, 
1904, and returnable to the Superior Court the first 
Monday of May, 1904. Settled for $135. 
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66gy. Patrick Mar key v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort brought to recover the 
sum of $5000, for loss of consortium, comfort, assist- 
ance, society and benefit of his wife, Bridget Markey, 
because of alleged injuries received by her while 
travelling along the sidewalk on Market street, 
January 14, 1904. The writ was dated March 31, 
1904, and returnable to the Superior Court the first 
Monday of May, 1904. 

In this case judgment was entered' for the 
defendant without costs. 


4$6-f. Margaret V. Conners v. City oj- LowelL 


This was an action to recover, under the statute, 
certain sums of money paid to the City Treasurer for 
tax titles which were alleged to be defective by reason 
of errors, omissions and informalities in the assess- 
ment and sale of the land. The writ was dated 
November 19, 1902, and was returnable to the Superior 
Court the first Monday of January, 1903. The case 
was argued on agreed statement of facts before Mr. 
Justice Richardson, November 14, 1904, and on 

January 13, 1905, the Court ordered judgment for the 
plaintiff in the sum of $413.98 with interest at the 
rate of ten per cent, from October 11, 1900. Defen- 
dant appealed to the Supreme Judicial Court. After 
a careful review of all the facts in this .case I agreed 
to a waiver of the appeal to the Supreme Judicial 
Court and to the entry of judgment upon the finding 
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of the Superior Court, as I deemed it my duty to save 
the city the costs of printing briefs and expense of 
argument, being satisfied there could" Jiave been but 
one result. On December 6, 1905, final judgment was 
entered for the plaintiff for the sum of $627.17 
together with costs amounting to $60.08, which were 
paid by the city. 

4665. folin McLaughlin v . City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received by the plaintiff July 16, 
1902, by reason of an alleged defect in the sidewalk on 
the southerly side of Lakeview Avenue, nearly 
opposite t lie store of John Burke, situated on the 
northerly side of said avenue. The writ was dated 
November 18, 1902, and was returnable to the 

Superior Court the first Monday of January, 1903. 
The case was tried in the Superior Court at the March 
term before a jury, which returned a verdict for the 
defendant. 


1201. Abolition of Grade Crossings . 

Petition of the Mayor, and Board of Aldermen to 
the Superior Court asking for the appointment of a com- 
mission to consider the advisability of a change of 
grade where the railroads now operated and controlled 
by the Boston & Maine Railroad, New York, New 
Haven and Hartford Railroad, and the Boston & 
Northern Street Railway cross the following streets at 
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grade, viz : , Middlesex street, east of Northern 
Station, Thorndike street, School street, Walker 
street, Lincoln street, and Plain street. 

1264. During the year 1905, the railroad tracks in 
Middlesex street easterly of the Northern Station, and 
the railroad tracks in Thorndike street were removed 
without cost to the city of Lowell. 

1313. City of Lowell v. Sam H. Rostler , et al. 

This was a bill of complaint by the City of Lowell 
against Sam H. Rostler and Samuel Rostler and John 
Berard, praying that a writ of induction might issue 
restraining the respondents, their agents and servants 
from erecting, maintaining, occupying or'using wooden 
building situated on the southerly side of Middle- 
sex street and the easterly side of McIntyre street 
within the fire district, in violation of City Ordinances. 
The respondents having complied with the provisions 
of the Charter and Ordinances of the City of Lowell, 
relating to the construction of buildings, to the satis- 
faction of the Superintendent of Public Buildings, it 
was agreed by counsel that entry be “ Bill dismissed 
without costs.” 

goyy. John L. Douglass , et al v. City of Lowell. 

This is an action of contract brought to recover 
the sum of $68 9. and interest thereon, alleged to be 
due the plaintiffs far having been to the expense of 
hiring necessary men and of purchasing necessary 
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materials for the laying of 2312 square yards of water 
proof covering for the floor of the Aiken street bridge, 
on a contract dated Nov. 17, 1904, and an additional 
sum of $25.40 for materials sold to the defendant. 
The writ is dated June 15, 1905 and returnable to the 
Superior Court the first Monday of August, 1905. 

327QI. Arthur B . Chapin, Treasurer and Receiver 

General v. City of Lowell. 

This is an action of contract brought by the 
plaintiff to recover the sum of $119.78 for board and 
tuition of Kate Noyes and Henrietta Follensby at the 
Massachusetts School for the Feeble Minded. The 
writ is dated. June 29, 1905, and returnable to the 
Superior Court within and for the County of Suffolk, 
on the first Monday of August, 1905. I have filed an 
answer and the case is now pending. 


1231. City of Lowell v. Amedee Archambeault . 

This was a Bill of Complaint by the City of 
Lowell against Amedee Archambeault praying that a 
writ of injunction might issue against the respondent 
from using and occupjung as a stable, building 
situated on the westerly side of Decatur street and the 
northerly side of Decatur avenue, and from keeping 
horses therein contrary to the provisions of the 
Revised Laws. The case was argued December 13, 
1904, before Mr. Justice De Coursey and on December 
2i, 1904, notice was received of a decree of Court 
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ordering a perpetual injunction. Respondent’s coun- 
sel appealed to the Supreme Judicial Court. The case 
was argued before the full court in March last, and 
the finding of the Superior Court in favor of the 
petitioner was reversed. 

577 p. George W, Marshall v. City of Lowell . 

This was a petition to the Superior Court to 
assess damages alleged to have been caused to the 
petitioner’s building and the taking of land for the 
purpose of widening and straightening and altering 
the grade in front of his premises in the street known 
as Parker street. The petition was filed October 15, 
1903. The City of Lowell acting by its City Council 
awarded the petitioner the sum of $550. which award 
the said petitioner refused to accept. I made a 
personal examination of the premises and after obtain- 
ing the opinion of experts on the question of damages, 
and being satisfied that the best interests of the city 
would be promoted thereby I settled this case by 
agreement for judgment for the plaintiff for the sum 
of $750. 


6558. Edward Quinn v. City of Lowell. 

This was an action of tort for personal injuries 
alleged to have been received by the plaintiff Satur- 
day, August 22, 1903, while at work in Court Street 
sewer. The writ was dated January 18, 1904, and 
returnable to the Superior Court the first Monday of 
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March, 1904. Trial was had at the October sitting of 
the Superior Court before Mr. Justice Fox. The jury 
returned a verdict for the plaintiff for $3,000. with 
costs amounting to $111.29, which were paid. 


4j8> Edward E. Conners , et al v . City of Lowell . 

This was an action of contract brought by the 
plaintiff in the Police Court of Lowell to recover the 
sum of $184.52 for the use of certain articles alleged 
to have been loaned to the Street department by the 
plaintiffs and not returned. The writ was dated the 
19th day of November, 1902, and was returnable to 
the Police Court the first Saturday of January, 1903. 
I settled the case for $75. without costs. 

500. Robert J . Crowley et al v. James B . Casey, 

Mayor of the City of Lowell. 


This is a petition of Robert J. Crowley, Frank L. 
Weaver, Isaac E. Wotton and Zopher W. Sturtevant, 
members of the Lowell Water Board, to the Supreme 
Judicial Court, praying that a writ of mandamus may 
issue commanding the said James B. Casey, Mayor of 
said City of Lowell to sign his approval to the con- 
tract executed between the City of Lowell by its 
Water Board and the Holly Manufacturing Company 
of Buffalo, New York, for furnishing a steam pumping 
engine at a cost of $19,700. The case was heard and 
argued before Mr. Justice Bradlejf in January last, 
and on January 26th he denied the petition. 
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497. James B. Casey v. City Council , et al. 


This is a petition to the Supreme Judicial Court 
for a writ of Certiorari by James B. Casey, Mayor of 
Lowell, seeking to have a certain joint order of the 
City Council of said Lowell, redistricting said city 
into a new division of wards, declared illegal. The 
petition was filed June 7, 1905. I appeared for both 
branches of the City Council and the City Clerk, and 
after a hearing before Mr. Justice Loring the petition 
was dismissed. June 24, 1905, and at the request of 
the petitioner, the case was reported ta the full court. 
Ad the January, 1906, sitting thereof the case was sub- 
mitted on briefs and is still pending. 

7337 • Joseph Smith v. City of Lowell* 


This was an action of contract brought by the 
plaintiff in the Police Court of Lowell to recover the 
sum of three hundred dollars, alleged to be due him 
for services as clerk of the Board of Police of the City 
of Lowell, for the year ending December 31, 1902. 
The writ was dated July 23, 1903, and returnable the 
first Saturday of September, 1903. 

The case was submitted on an agreed statement 
of facts to Mr. Justice Hadley of the Police Court of 
Lowell, who found in favor of the plaintiff. An appeal 
was taken to the Superior Court, and the matter was 
submitted on the same agreed statement of facts to Mr. 
Justice Stevens at the November, 1904, term of the 
Court at Lowell. The Court found for the plaintiff 
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for $337.50. Defendant appealed to the Supreme 
Judicial Court. Briefs were filed with full court by 
counsel November ie, 1905. 

Notice has been received of rescript directing the 
following entry : Judgment for the Plaintiff. 


9158* William B. DeLas Casas, et al. 


Petition of Wiliam B. DeLas Casas, et al Metropol- 
itan Park Commissioners, to Supreme Judicial Court 
for appointment of commissioners to determine pay- 
ments by cities and town's under Acts of 1901, Cli. 491. 
Appearance for the City of Lowell was entered in court 
January 19, 1905. 

Messrs. Arthur P. Rugg, Janies F. Jackson and 
John J. Flaherty were duly appointed commissioners 
in the above cause to make a determination and award 
as to an appointment of the cost of the construction 
and maintenance of the Wellington or Middlesex 
Avenue bridge, built across the Mystic River between 
the cities of Bomerville and Medford. I appeared 
before said commissioners at several hearings held 
at Boston and argued that the City of Lowell derived 
no special benefits from the use of said bridge and 
should not be holden for its construction or mainte- 
nance. The final report of the findings of said com- 
missioners bearing date of September 16, 1905, relieves 
said City of Lowell from paying any portion of cost of 
construction or maintenance of said Wellington bridge. 
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Abandonment Merrimack Street Railroad Station. 


In March last the Mayor, acting under the 
authorization of the City Council, requested this 
department to prepare a petition to the Legislature, 
accompanied by a bill, which should provide for the 
removal of the railroad tracks easterly of the Middle- 
sex street station so as to eliminate the easterly grade 
crossing on Middlesex street, and on Thorndike street; 
and for the acquiring by the Boston and Maine Railroad 
of the land easterly of the Middlesex street station and 
t for the grading thereof so as to mak£ a suitable and 
convenient approach for the carriages and teams to 
the easterly side of said station, and also for the 
abandonment of the Merrimack street railroad station. 

Such a bill was prepared and introduced into the 
Legislature and was enacted unto a law pursuant 
thereto. The railroads have abandoned the Merrimack 
street station and have removed the tracks as provided 
and are now engaged in improving the easterly 
approach to this station. 

Sgii. Charles Cowley v. City of Lowell. 

This is an action of tort or contract brought by 
the plaintiff in the Superior Court to recover damages 
by reason of alleged negligence of the defendant in 
permitting the Proprietors of the Locks and Canals 
along Merrimack River to establish their water sys- 
tem of pipes to intersect with the water pipes of said 
city, said water pipes of said city being constructed 
and maintained for the distribution of pure water for 
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the use of said city and its inhabitants for extinguish- 
ing fires, creating steam and for drinking and other 
purposes ; and for suffering the water in said Proprie- 
tors system of water pipes to run through certain 
water gates and check valves into said city’s water 
pipes. The plaintiff alleges that on July 19, 1903, a 
large quantity of coal stored in one of the buildings of 
the Merrimack Manufacturing Company of Lowell 
took fire and it and the building were destroyed; that 
the Proprietors aforesaid, the Merrimack Manufactur- 
ing Company and the Lawrence Manufacturing Com- 
pany availing themselves of their system of water# 
pipes intersecting with said city’s system of water 
pipes took from said city’s reservoir half a million 
gallons of water for use in extinguishing said fire, 
greatly depleting the quantity in said city’s reservoir 
and water pipes and that said Proprietors aforesaid, 
and the said Merrimack Manufacturing Company and 
the said Lawrence Manufacturing Company undertook 
without objection from said city to replenish the quan- 
tity of water in their reservoir with water pumped 
from Merrimack River near the mouth of said city’s 
sewer on Aiken street, but therein failed because cer- 
tain check valves were so imperfectly constructed as to 
be unfit for use and failed to perform the function which 
they should have performed, and one of said check 
valves opened and remained open for many hours and 
thereby half a million gallons of Merrimack River 
water, more or less, entered said city’s water pipes and 
commingled with the pure water therein and polluted 
and poisoned the same. The plaintiff further alleges 
that in consequence of his drinking of said mixture of 
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said Merrimack River and drain water he suffered 
sickness and for a long time pain of body and mind. 

The writ was dated July ist, 1905, and returnable 
to the Superior Court the first Monday of August, 
I9°5- 

The case was referred to Walter Adams, Esq., of 
Framingham as Auditor. Several hearings have 
already been had and the case is still pending.
